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PREFACE 

This book, like all other Bible Study Textbooks, is written for parti- 
cipation. You might read some books just for information, but not 
this one, This book has no use apart from your knowledge of Paul's 
letter to the Romans. We plan a fine bibliography of commentaries 
to which you can refer (see pp. 269, 270); and we plan to include 
some commentary of our own. But the comment of others 
and ourselves is not your personal knowledge of the epistle of Paul to 
the Romans. What does Paul say to you? Indeed, what does he say to 
all men? — and we believe Paul says the same thing to all men. But 
until you discover for yourself — with whatever aids you need — what 
Paul says to you, the purpose of the Word of God has fallen to the 
ground and the purpose of this book has not been realized. When you 
have experienced that wonderful exhilaration of knowing that "when 
the apostle wrote, this is what he meant; and this is how it refers to 
my life," we then will be happy. For that is why we wrote this book 
—and all Bible Study Textbooks. 
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INTRODUCTION 

We feel there are several important features that should commend 
this book to you. Here they are; consider them carefully before going 
further: 

First: The entire text of the book of Romans is from the American 
Standard Version of 1901. 

Second: A paraphrase of the text by James MacKnight is given. He is 
one of the finest commentators on the epistles. This paraphrase 
becomes a short commentary and literal translation. We believe it 
will help you immeasurably in your understanding of this wonderful 
epistle. 

Third: A summary of the text by Moses E. Lard, This summing up in 
concise words the thought of the section is a fine way to learn at a 
glance the thought of the apostle. 

Fourth: A comment and explanation on every verse by Don DeWelt. 
We have intentionally limited our comment. Our purpose in pre- 
paring this study is not to add another commentary on Romans to 
the hundreds that are already in print, This book is intended to be a 
mental and spiritual stimulator. We want to "stir up your sincere 
mind" and cause you to know for yourself and of yourself (as much 
as is humanly possible) what Paul has written. 

Fifth; More than 1,000 questions on the entire book. These can either 
be answered orally, or the answers written in a notebook. The latter 
form is the method we have used most often. 

Sixth: A "review in outline form" that runs through the book. This 
will call to your mind the structure of the book as you progress in 
study. 

Seventh: Preliminary questions appear at the beginning of each 
section. These questions are called Realizing Romans. They are in- 
tended for you to answer before you study anything but the text. 
After you have studied the aids, perhaps you will wish to return and 
change your answers; but do answer all the questions in Realizing 
Romans before you proceed in the rest of the study. 

Eighth: Note the chart of the whole epistle as found on page 15. 
We follow this outline in our comments. 

Ninth: There are two special studies in the back pages of this book. 
These studies were written by Wilbur Fields and the author.

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GENERAL INTRODUCTION TO THE EPISTLE 
OF PAUL TO THE ROMANS 

A. Paul the Apostle, the Author. 

1 , Since the first word of the epistle gives the name of the author, 
There is no need to give reasons for attributing this letter to 
"Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, called to be an apostle , , . " 

2. There has been no weighty controversy in any period of his- 
tory concerning the authorship of the book. 

3. Notice that Paul, the inspired author, dictated this epistle to 
his scribe, Tertius (Ro, 16:22). 

B, The Time and Place of Writing. 

1. Paul dictated this epistje during the three months' stay in Cor- 
inth on the third missionary journey in about 57 or 58 A.D. 

2, Reasons for the Conclusions Concerning the Time and Place 
of Writing. 

a. Paul was taking the contribution of the churches of Macedonia 
and Achaia to the saints at Jerusalem, Ro, 15:25-26; ". , . but now, 

I say, I go to Jerusalem, ministering unto the saints. For it has 
been the good pleasure of Macedonia and Achaia to make a cer- 
tain contribution for the poor among the saints that are at 
Jerusalem." 

b. Paul and certain other brethren were in Corinth on the third 
missionary journey at this time and were on their way to Jeru- 
salem with the offering for the saints. Ac. 19:21; 20:3, 16, 22. 
(Macedonia, together with Achaia, made up the whole of Greece, 
Corinth being in Achaia.) Though the offering is not here men- 
tioned, we know that they had it because of what Paul said in 
Acts 24:17-18. He said, "Now after some years I came to bring 
alms to my nation, and offerings: amidst which they found me 
purified in the temple. . ." 

c. We know that it was written at Corinth because the names of 
two people associated with this city are mentioned as being present 
with Paul at the time of writing. Ro. 16:23: "Gaius my host, 
and of the whole church, saluteth you. Erastus the treasurer of 
the city saluteth you ..." 

(1) Gaius was one of the few baptized by Paul in the city of 
Corinth. I Co. 1; 14. 

(2) Erastus is identified with Corinth in Acts 19:22 and also in 

II Tim. 4:20. 
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C. The Persons Addressed in This Epistle. 

For some information concerning the Roman Christians, we are 
quoting from D. D. Whedon, who sums up in a few words what 
other writers have taken pages to say. 

"When the Roman general Pompey conquered the Jewish nation 
and captured Jerusalem, a large body of Jewish prisoners were sent 
to Rome and sold as slaves. Their rigid adherence to the peculiarities 
of their faith rendering them very impracticable servants, their 
masters were glad to emancipate them, and, perhaps respecting their 
conscientiousness, assigned them a quarter beyond the Tiber as a 
residence. . . As the residence of freedmen, exiled from aristocratic 
Rome, in a low ground, where the flat boats from the seaport at Ostia 
had their wharves, and low shops abounded, it was scarce a respect- 
able section. It was a symbol of truth abased in the world. The wor- 
ship of the true Jehovah dwelt in these humble abodes, overlooked 
by the haughty temple of the Capitoline Jove. How has history re- 
versed the contrast! Yet even here the stately synagogue rose, the 
rabbi established his school, and a hierarchy ruled in power. Nor was 
monotheism without its influence on imperial Rome herself t So prev- 
alent was the tendency of thoughtful persons toward Judaism as to 
become the subject of satire to more than one of the Roman, poets. 
And so crowded were the synagogues on the Saturday-Sabbath with 
Roman ladies that one poet recommends the young men to go thither 
to get sight of the beauty and fashion of Rome! 

"The 'strangers of Rome', (Ac. 2:10) returning from Pentecost to 
this humble Jewish quarter, were probably the first germ of Roman 
Christianity. They were purely Jewish. The only probable fact we 
have of history is that such excitements arose among the Jews (about 
A. D. 50) as to attract the notice of the city government, which re- 
ceived intelligence that the disturbances came from one Chrestus, 
obviously a modification of the name of Christ. (See . . . Acts 18:2) 
. . . the government ordered the Jews in a body to leave Rome. By 
this decree it seems that the elements of the first Roman church . . . 
were swept away. 

"It is from this epistle to the Romans that we get our next glimpse 
of the church at Rome. In this respect^the catalogue of names in 
chapter 16 has a singular interest. The banished Aquila and Priscilla 
have returned. There is a goodly number of Paul's friends there. And 
if we may judge of the whole from this catalogue we should say that 
the church was almost entirely Gentile, and far more Greek than 
Roman. Of the 28 names there but two are Jewish, and the Greek are 
twice as many as the Latin. The Church had existed there many years, 
(15:23); they had attained a reputation through the Christian world, 
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(1:8), Though not founded by Paul, the church recognizes his 
apostleship; nor has he any misgivings that it is an anti-Pauline 
Church, nor does he recognize the existence of any opponents or 
maligners. 

"The next view we have is not so much of the Church as of the 
escort of friends who met Paul at Appii Forum to conduct him to 
Rome (Acts 28:15) ... The career of the Church of Rome since that 
period is one of the wonders of history. Its spiritual empire, rising 
like the shadow of Rome's past imperial power, has exercised a 
mightier sway over the civilized world. That Peter was once at Rome 
and suffered martyrdom there is probably true; but that he was 
founder or Bishop of its church is supported by no adequate author- 
ity. And the stupendous despotism of Popery based its existence not 
upon the sacred canon, or upon primitive history, but upon forged 
documents that powerfully imposed upon the ignorance of the dark 
ages, but cannot claim to stand the test of modern criticism." 

D. The Design of the Epistle as Related to its Place in the New Testa- 
ment. Although it is not the first letter by Paul (being rather, the 
sixth), its place after the book of Acts is logical, for it contains a 
discussion of the grounds on which a sinner is justified before God, 

1. In Acts we are told what to do to be justified; in Romans we 
are told of the "how" and "why" of justification. 

2. We could say that Acts is a discussion of justification exter- 
nally, and Romans a discussion of justification internally, 

E, The Purpose as Related to the Ones to Whom it is Addressed. 

1. There is no doubt that one purpose for this epistle was to 
take the place of an intended but deferred visit (1:11-13). 

2. Upon its being delivered by Phoebe (16: 1-2) to the church in 
Rome, it would serve as a letter of personal introduction. 

3. It would also serve to establish more firmly the already ac- 
cepted fact of Paul's apostleship. 

4. This epistle was written to teach and instruct all Christians. 

a, Because it is not written as a defense of some particular fact or 
teaching, we conclude that there was no immediate problem of 
such proportion as to make this epistle apologetic. 

b, It was written to teach and instruct Christians, some of whom 
were misled and ignorant, but willing to receive instruction and 
to follow it, concerning the great theme of "Justification by Faith 
for the Jew and the Gentile." 

c, It was written to teach and instruct not only the Christians at 
Rome, but all the Christians of that day: hence, to teach and in- 
struct us also and with the same divine authority.

A GENERAL CONSIDERATION OF THE ENTIRE 

EPISTLE 

Preliminary Remarks 

It will be our procedure to follow the outline as given on the pre- 
ceding chart, and to enlarge upon the points of the chart by way of 
illumination and explanation. 

To receive the most good from this section of the study, the book 
of Romans must be read carefully. Follow this study with your mind 
open, and the real meaning of our comments will be readily under- 
stood. 

PART ONE 

Introductory Statements, 1:1-15 
Salutation, 1:1-7 

Text 

1:1-7. Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, called to be jxi apostle, sepa- 
rated unto the gospel of God, 2 which he promised afore through his 
prophets in the holy scriptures, 3 concerning his Son, who was born 
of the seed of David according to the flesh, 4 who was declared to be 
the Son of God with power, according to the spirit of holiness by the 
resurrection from the dead; even Jesus Christ our Lord, 5 through 
whom we received grace and apostleship, unto obedience of faith 
among all the nations, for his name's sake; 6 among whom are ye also, 
called to be Jesus Christ's: 7 to all that are in Rome, beloved of God; 
called to be saints: Grace to you and peace from God our Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Realizing Romans, 1:1-7 

Summaries, paraphrases, and commentaries_are all fine; but they 
are no substitute for your own knowledge of the inspired book. What 
do you think of the salutation of this book? I refer to verses 1-7 of 
the first chapter. Here are a few questions that are framed to stir up 
your sincere mind; answer them before you read farther. 

1. Why not refer to himself first as an apostle and then as a servant? 

2. Are not a servant and an apostle the same? 

3. When was Paul called to be an apostle? 

4. Are you an "apostle" in any sense of the term? Look up the 
meaning of the term before you answer in the negative (cf. Acts 
14:14).

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5. Specify several features of the "good news that was promised 
afore by the prophets in the holy scriptures." (We could give 
you references to look up, but this would not develop your 
initiative.) 

6. He was "born of the seed of David." Of what special significance 
is that? 

7. What is the "spirit of holiness" here spoken of? Would it be 
accurate to say "Holy Spirit"? 

8. In what sense did the resurrection proclaim Jesus as the Son of 
God? Are we not all sons of God? 

9. Who is the "We" of verse five? Do not be too quick to answer, 
"Paul and the other apostles." Who was with Paul when he 
wrote? 

10. What is there in "the faith" to obey? Can it be law? How then 
can it be faith? Is God's salvation dependent upon man's obedi- 
ence? 

11. "For His name's sake"— We often say, "for Jesus' sake." Is this 
the same? What is a name's sake? Do not look these answers up 
in a commentary (even if it is mine). Do your answering and 
writing and thinking before you read someone else's comment 
and conclusion. After all, they are only men — fallible like your- 
self, sincere, intelligent, but not infallible. Think for yourself: 
you are no parrot! 

12. In what sense do we belong to Jesus? How much of us? Is this 
really true or just a fine phrase? 

13. You are a saint. All the Christians in Rome were saints. What 
does this word mean? Or perhaps we should say, what did it 
mean? 

14. If the saints in Rome received what Paul wished for them as in 
verse seven, what would it mean to them? Just what is the "grace" 
God and Christ were to give them? 

Paraphrase 

1:1-7. Paul a servant of Jesus Christ, and an apostle called expressly 
as the other apostles were, and separated by him to preach the good 
news from God, 

2 Which he promised before, by his prophets in the holy scrip- 
tures, should be preached to the Gentiles, 

3 Concerning the coming of his Son to save the world, who, as it 
was foretold, was born of a woman descended from David, the king 
of Israel, with respect to his flesh,

4 But was declared the Son of God, with great power of evidence, 
with respect to his holy spiritual nature, by his resurrection from the 
dead, after he had been crucified by the Jewish rulers for calling 
himself the Son of God, even Jesus Christ our Lord. 

5 From whom, since his resurrection, I have received miraculous 
powers and apostleship, in order that through my preaching him as 
the Son of God, the obedience of faith may be given to him, among 
all the Gentiles, on account of his being the Son of God. 

6 Among the number of which Gentiles are also ye the called dis- 
ciples of Jesus Christ. 

7 Being thus commissioned, I write this letter to all who are in 
Rome; and more especially to those who are the beloved of God, on 
account of their faith, to the called seed of Abraham, to the saints by 
profession. May grace be multiplied to you, and peace from God our 
Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Summary 

Paul, a called apostle, is set apart to preach God's gospel, which he 
had before promised, through the prophets, in the holy Scriptures. 
The gospel respects his Son, who was born of the seed of David, as to 
his flesh, but determined, by power, to be God's Son, as to his spirit, 
by the resurrection of the dead. This Son is Jesus Christ our Lord. 
From him Paul received favor in becoming a Christian, and the office 
of an apostle, both these being received to induce men in all nations 
to believe and obey Christ. He writes this Letter to all the holy who 
are in Rome. 

Comment 

The apostle begins his epistle with a beautiful and solemn saluta- 
tion in the form of one sentence containing 126 words (in the Ameri- 
can Standard Version) . Note this very helpful outline of the saluta- 
tion. In this outline you can note the marvelous progression of 
connected thought. 

1. Paul, vs la 

a. A servant (slave) of Jesus Christ. 

b. Called to be an apostle (one sent). 

c. Separated unto the gospel. 

2. The Gospel, vs lb-2a 

a. Of God. 

b. Promised afore through his prophets in the holy scriptures. 

c. Concerning his son.

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3. His Son, vs 2b-5a 

a. Born of the seed of David according to the (his) flesh. 

b. Declared to be the Son of God with power according to the 
(his) (pure) holy spirit (or his inward man), by the resurrec- 
tion from the dead. 

c. We (Paul and others) have received from him grace and 
apostleship. 

4. Our grace and apostleship. vs 5b 

For the obedience of the faith among all nations for his name's 
sake. 

5. All the nations, vs 5c-6 

a. Obedient to the faith, 

b. Romans among them. 

c. Belong to Jesus Christ. 

6. Greetings to those in Rome, vs 7 

a. Beloved of God, 

b. Called saints, 

c. Grace and pence to you from God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

Here are a few comments on these verses. Our purpose will be to 
place a devotional, evangelistic emphasis upon these truths: 

Paul. How very many expressions the apostle could have used to 
describe himself. What a man thinks of himself in the revealing light 
of God's presence is a true indication of his spiritual stature. The first 
relationship Paul felt he sustained to Christ was not that of an apostle, 
but rather a servant or slave, The term "slave" is used sometimes in an 
official capacity of one who represents another in an official sense. 
This is not the use made of the word here. Paul places himself along 
with all other servants of Christ. He is just another common slave of 
Christ, Paul feels that he has been bought and paid for by Christ 
Jesus. To use his own words, he "is no longer his own; he has been 
bought with a price" (1 Cor. 6: 19, 20). 

How do we think of ourselves? What is my first answer to the 
question, 'Who am I?" Do I think of myself first of all as a preacher, 
an elder, a deacon, a teacher? If I do, I am not thinking as I should. 
I am first of all, and most of all, a slave to King Jesus. 

It might come as a shock to some to learn there are seventeen 
apostles in the New Testament! Yes, there are! Here they are; count 
them up; (1-12) The Twelve apostles; (13) Matthias; (14) Barnabas, 
Acts 14:14; (15) James, the Lord's brother, Gal. 1:19; (16) Christ, 
Heb. 3:1; (17) Paul. 

l 9 
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This use of the term "apostle" is easily explained in the meaning of 
the word. "Apostle" means "one sent." In a very special sense, the 
Twelve were sent by Christ to "the lost sheep" of the house of Israel. 
Paul was sent "far hence to the Gentiles" (Ac. 26:17, 18). Barnabas 
was sent by the church at Antioch (Ac. 13: 1-3 ). Evidently James was 
sent by the church in Jerusalem (Ac. 15:13). Christ was sent by God, 
our heavenly Father (Jn. 3:16). Matthias was apparently sent by the 
church in Jerusalem. 

Paul never forgot the heavenly vision by which he was called and 
sent forth (Ac. 26: Iff). Have not many of us forgotten the heavenly 
vision of our conversion in which we were called and sent into the 
world to bear fruit unto God? 

Saul of Tarsus was not only a slave of Jesus Christ, and one who 
was called to be sent, but he was also sanctified, or separated. 

Paul was separated unto something. It was not a negative separa- 
tion, but he was separated unto something. Paul's separation was for 
a purpose — that he might proclaim the "good news." 

The Gospel. Somehow, we do so miss the impact of this word. Our 
message needs to be of the good news. The joy of the angel's an- 
nouncement at Bethlehem needs ever to grip our hearts. Oh, for the 
exuberance of the youngster who bursts through the doorway to 
shout out in short exclamations the joy of some childish "good news." 
No, we need more, the unspeakable happiness of a released prisoner 
who has found pardon instead of condemnation. To Paul, the mes- 
sage he preached could vary according to the needs of his hearers or 
readers, But however varied, it was always a word that would finally 
produce happiness! Our message can only be good news to others 
when it is indeed this to us. 

Has Qod spoken to your heart and mind? Paul knew his message 
was from God. Do you? Do I? We are not speaking of direct com- 
munication to us, as to the inspired spokesmen. But we do speak 
God's truth; we have God's message. (1:1-7) 

Text 

1:8-13. First, I thank my God through Jesus Christ for' you all, that 
your faith is proclaimed throughout the whole world. 9 For God is 
my witness, whom I serve in my spirit in the gospel of his Son, how 
unceasingly I make mention of you, always in my prayers 10 making 
request, if by any means now at length I may be prospered by the 
will of God to come unto you. 11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, to the end ye may be established; 
12 that is, that I with you may be comforted in you, each of us by

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the other's faith, both yours and mine, 13 And I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to come unto you (and 
was hindered hitherto), that I might have some fruit in you also, even 
as in the rest of the Gentiles,

15. Who proclaimed "the faith" of the Romans? Were other 
churches and Christians talking to Paul about the faith of the 
Roman church? In what other way could the faith of the church 
at Rome be made known? 

16. What is meant by "the whole world" as used by Paul? Had he 
been in "the whole world"? 

17. Why did Paul call God to witness the truth of his statement? 
Would not the Romans believe him? 

18. Paul served God in, or with, "his spirit." What is meant? Jesus 
said "to worship in spirit and truth" (Jn. 4:24). Is this what Jesus 
had in mind? 

19. Paul refers to his prayers for many Christians. If he prayed "un- 
ceasingly" for the Romans, (28 persons mentioned in chapters 
15-16), for the Ephesians, Colossians, Philippians, Corinthians, 
and others, he must have spent a good deal of time just calling 
out the names in his prayers. Is this a fair evaluation of what he 
meant? 

20. "If by any means ... I may be prospered by the will of God to 
come unto you" (vs. 10). What does Paul mean by "means"} 
Can you think of some specific means through which the will of 
God was working out? Is the will of God working out in your 
life? Read carefully Jas, 4: 13-15 in this connection. 

21. What is the "spiritual gift" Paul wanted to impart to the saints in 
Rome? Let us have no hasty answers. Are you sure you do not 
know? There are some definite possibilities as to meaning. Name 
one. Perhaps there is only one. 

22. Please note now that verse 12 explains or enlarges on verse 11. 
How could the faith of Paul "comfort" the saints? Vice versa? 
Is there a better word than "comforted" to use here? Use one, 
and then look up the original from one source or another. 

23. Who "hindered" Paul— Satan or God? Consider this question in 
light of the one we asked on "any means" (Ques. No. 20). 

24. What "fruit" did Paul expect? Was it the fruit of the Spirit in 
the saints or the fruit of salvation in sinners? It does seem to me 
that more weight is to be found on one side of this question than 
on the other. Which is it? 

21 
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Paraphrase 

1:8-13. And first, I thank my God through Jesus Christ, on ac- 
count of all of you who have embraced the gospel, that your faith 
in Jesus Christ is so conspicuous, that it is spoken of throughout the 
whole Roman empire. 

9 In saying I am thankful for your conversion, I speak the truth; 
for' I call God to witness, whom, with the utmost earnestness, I 
serve in the ministry of the gospel of his Son, that constantly I make 
affectionate mention of you. 

10 Always in my prayers, requesting that by some means, now at 
length, I may have a prosperous journey to Jerusalem, (ch. xv. 25) 
by the will of God, under whose direction I execute my ministry, 
and then to come to you. 

11 For I greatly desire to see you, that I may impart to you some 
spiritual gift, in order that ye may be established against the heathens, 
who wish to bring you back to idolatry, and the Jews, who would 
subject you to the law. 

12 And this is proposed, that I may be comforted together with 
you, through the mutual faith both of you, whose faith will be con- 
firmed by thise gifts, and of me, whose faith will be confirmed when 
I see unbelievers converted by these gifts. 

13 Now, brethren, lest ye should be surprised that I, who am the 
apostle of the Gentiles, and who have expressed such a desire to 
see you, have never yet preached in Rome, I would not have you 
ignorant, that oftentimes I purposed to come to you, (though I have 
been hindered hitherto), in order, that I might have some fruit of my 
ministry among you, the idolatrous inhabitants of Rome also, even as 
among the other Gentiles. 

Summary . 

Paul is thankful that the belief of the disciples in Rome is spoken 
of everywhere. He always mentions them in his prayers, and desires 
at some time a prosperous, journey to them. He longs to see them, and 
to impart to them some spiritual gift to strengthen them. From their 
mutual belief, he hopes to derive much comfort. Paul had often pur- 
posed to come to them, and had been hindered. He desired some 
fruit among them, such as he had in the other nations. 

Comment 
After this, he then expresses his personal desires for those in Rome 
in a prayer of thanksgiving, a prayer on their behalf, and a state- 
ment of his desire to visit them for the purpose of mutual helpful- 
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ness. In speaking of his desired but hindered visit, he mentions that 
the purpose of his visit would be to "have some fruit in you also, 
even as in the rest of the Gentiles," (1:8-13) 

Text 

1:14-15 I am debtor both to Greeks and to Barbarians, both to the 
wise and to the foolish. 15 So, as much as in me is, I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you also that are in Rome, 

Realizing Romans, 1:14-15 

25. Why separate the Greeks from the Barbarians if he was debtor 
to all? 

26. What particular debt would Paul owe to the Greeks? Would 
it be different from that to the Barbarians? Of course, we know 
he owed the gospel to both of them, but he felt an individual 
debt to each. What was it?

Summary 

He is debtor to preach the gospel to all men, and therefore to 
those at Rome. 

Comment 

This thought led him to say that he was debtor to both Greek and 
Barbarians, both to the wise and to the foolish, and hence ready to 
preach or bring glad tidings (the gospel) to those at Rome also. 
(1:14-15)

If scientists will spend 
years and years of life— to say nothing of millions of dollars— 
to discover the laws of God in the physical world, is the thought 
incredible that we should spend much time and energy in

and spiritual law as revealed in His Word? 

Paraphrase 

1:16-17. For although the learned among you think it foolishness, 
I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ, because it is the power of 
God (I Cor. 1:24), the powerful means which God makes use of 
for working out salvation to every one who believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Gentile. 

17 First, the gospel is the power of God for salvation, to every 
one who believeth; because the righteousness of God's appointment 
by faith is revealed in it, in order to produce faith in them to whom 
it is preached. And to this righteousness the Jews cannot object, since 
it is written, But the just by faith shall live. 

Summary 

He is not ashamed of the gospel, for it is God's power for salva- 
tion to all who believe. In it is revealed God's justification by belief 
in order to induce belief. 

Comment 

In these two verses we have a proposition stated that takes nearly 
the whole book to develop. In verse 16a "the gospel" is spoken of as 
of great importance. In verse 16b we find that the gospel is of 
importance because "it is the power of God unto salvation". "In it" 
or "therein" (that is, in the gospel) is revealed "a righteousness of 
God" which is imputed (attributed) to man by his faith in the gospel. 
Simply stated, the gospel contains God's answer to Job's question, 
"Can a man be just before God?" The gospel contains God's method 
for making man just in His sight. 

The apostle's proposition, stated accurately in fewer words, could 
very well read, "Justification by Faith in the Gospel." We repeat 
again this condensed proposition with explanation given in parenthe- 
ses: Justification (being declared to be as if we had never sinned) by 
(through or by the means of) faith (which includes repentance, con- 
fession and baptism) in the gospel (which contains the facts of the 
death, burial and resurrection of Christ. These facts are the basis for 
God being both just and justifier.). (1:16-17)

20 For the. invisible 
things of him since the creation of the world are clearly seen, being 
perceived through the things that are made, even his everlasting 
power and divinity; that they may be without excuse: 21 because 
that, knowing God, they glorified him not as God, neither gave 
thanks; but became vain in their reasonings, and their senseless heart 
was darkened. 22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became 
fools, 23 and changed the glory of the incorruptible God for the 
likeness of an image of corruptible man, and of birds, and four-foot- 
ed beasts, and creeping things. '24 Wherefore God gave them up in 
the lusts of their hearts unto uncleanness, that their bodies should 
be dishonored among themselves: 25 for that they exchanged the 
truth of God for a lie, and worshipped and served the creature rather 
than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. Amen. 
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Realizing Romans, 1; 18-25 

37. Where is God's wrath revealed? Not from where, but where? 
To say simply "from heaven" will not answer the whole ques- 
tion. If you wanted to show someone the revelation of God's 
wrath, where would you look? 

38. Is there some difference between "ungodliness and unrighteous- 
ness," or was this said only for emphasis? 

39. You will observe that Paul says certain men "hinder" the truth— 
a most interesting word. Look up (even in our text here) a fuller 
meaning of the word. What does the word "hinder" suggest as 
to man's responsibility to the truth? 

40. Mark carefully the phraseology in verse 19. Knowledge of God 
is manifested in two places: to man, and in man. Does this mean 
that man is born with some innate knowledge of God, or that he 
is born with the faculty by which he can learn of God? Could it 
mean both? If so, how? Come on, friend. Do not bog down in 
your thinking processes. This is too important a matter to be 
treated lightly. This is most intriguing: think it out! Verse 20 
will help you.

Paraphrase 
1: 18-25. Next, the gospel alone is the power of God for salvation, 
because it alone grants pardon to sinners on repentance: wherein the 
law of nature, vs. 32 and in the law of Moses, the wrath of God is 
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plainly revealed against all impiety and unrighteousness of men; who 
conceal the truth concerning God from the vulgar, by their un- 
righteous institutions. 

19 Of this crime, all the Greek legislators, statesmen, and philoso- 
phers, have been guilty: Because that which may be known of God, 
is known among them; for God hath manifested it to them, by his 
works of creation. 

20 For his invisible attributes, even his eternal power and God- 
head, though not discernible by the eye of the body, ever since the 
creation of the world, are clearly seen by the eye of man's mind, 
being understood by the things which he hath made; so that they are 
inexcusable. (The apostle means that the Greek legislators and phil- 
osophers were inexcusable.) 

21 Because, though they knew God, they did not glorify him as 
God, by teaching th" people what they knew concerning him; neith- 
er did they give him thanks, by making him the object of their wor- 
ship; but became foolish by their own reasonings concerning the 
worship fit for the vulgar; and their imprudent heart was darkened, 
so as to relish idolatry equally with the vulgar. 

22 Thus, the. Grecian statesmen and philosophers, who assumed 
the pompous title of wise men, became fools in their public institu- 
tions of religion: 

23 For they misrepresented the perfections of the incorruptible 
God, by an image made in the likeness of corruptible men, 'and of 
birds, and of beasts, arid of reptiles, and thereby led the vulgar to be- 
lieve that God was like the animals whose images they worshipped. 

24. Therefore also, as the just punishment of their impiety in like- 
ening him to men and beasts, God, through the lusts of their own 
hearts impelling them, gave these pretended wise men up to every 
sort of. uncleanness; whereby they dishonored their own bodies be- 
tween themselves. 

25 I speak of the legislators, philosophers, and priests, who 
changed the truth concerning God into falsehood, by likening him 
to men and beasts; and who, pretending to worship God under these 
symbols, worshipped and served the creature rather than the Creator, 
who is to be praised for ever. Amen. 

Summary 

The wrath of God is revealed from heaven against the impiety and 

injustice of all men who keep down the truth. The Gentiles had the 

truth, for God had made it known to them. But when they knew 

God, they did not glorify him as God. By their reasonings they be- 

8. Paul has now presented the universal plan for salvation. What is his next 
logical step? 
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came foolish, and dull in heart, and exchanged the honor due to God 
for the worship of idols. For this, God gave them up to base passions, 
and as the result, they dishonored their bodies among themselves. 

Comment 

Since Paul has just laid down a universal plan for obtaining justifi- 
cation, it is only logical to read in the ensuing verses of the universal 
need for this plan, thus giving the reason for its inception. In verse 
18 we find the general heading for the development of the thought 
of the universal need. "The wrath of God is revealed from heaven 
against all ungodliness and unrighteousness of men who hinder the 
truth in unrighteousness." We will find as we examine the lives of 
men universally that they deserve nought but the wrath of God; 
and that this heavenly vengeance is brought upon man by his dis- 
obedience to what he knows to be God's law. 

The Gentiles (the heathen) were (and are) desperately in need of 
this justification found in the gospel, for they held the truth down 
or hindered it by their unrighteousness. Notice that they were not 
ignorant of the truth, but, having the truth, they did not choose 
to obey it, but rather to suppress it (vs. 18). Paul then tells us of the 
truth they possessed. He speaks of their knowledge of God's ever- 
lasting power and divinity which they attained from the material 
creation about them. Paul remarks that this truth about God has thus 
been accessible from the creation of the world. 

In view of God's wrath which he must visit upon them, such per- 
sons have no excuse to offer, for even though they knew God to be 
the one of all power and the one truly divine being, they did not 
choose to accept him as such, and gave him neither glory nor thanks. 
They looked rather to their own accomplishments and wisdom, and 
thus became not humble before this great Creator, but vain, and with 
this false use of their senses their heart was darkened. 

Though such action appeared as the mark of wisdom to the Gen- 
tiles, it was rather the mark of folly, for they thus exchanged the 
glory of the incorruptible God for the glory of corruptible man and

1:26-32. For this cause God gave them up unto vile passions: for 
their women changed the natural use into that which is against na- 
ture: 27 and, likewise also the men, leaving the natural use of the 
woman, burned in their lust one toward another, men with men 
working unseemliness, and receiving in themselves that recompense 
of their error which was due. 28 And even as they refused to have 
God in their knowledge, God gave them up unto a reprobate mind, 
to do those things which are not fitting; 29 being filled with all un- 
righteousness, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness; full of envy, 
murder, strife, deceit, malignity; whisperers, 30 backbiters, hateful 
to God, insolent, haughty, boastful, . inventors of evil things, dis- 
obedient to parents, 31 without understanding, covenant-breakers, 
without natural affection, unmerciful: 32 who, knowing the ordi- 
nance of God, that they that practise such things are worthy of 
death, not only do the same, but also consent with them that practise 
them.

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Paraphrase 

1:26-32, I say, because they changed the truth concerning God 
into a lie, God left them to be led by the most shameful lusts. For 
even their women changed the use of their bodies into that which is 
contrary to nature, burning with lust towards one another. 

27 In like manner also, the men, forsaking the natural use of the 
women, burned with their lust towards one another, men with men 
working habitually that which is shameful, whereby they received 
in their own minds and bodies that punishment for their error con- 
cerning God whiph was fit. The idolatry whereby they dishonored 
God, naturally led them to dishonor themselves, by lascivious prac- 
tices, in imitation of their gods, 

28 And as the Grecian legislators and philosophers did not ap- 
prove of holding the knowledge of God with that worship which is 
due to him, God delivered them and their people over to a dead 
conscience, so that they practiced habitually those things which are 
not suitable to human nature: 

29 Being not slightly tinctured, but filled with every kind of in- 
justice, uncleanness, treachery, covetousness, malicious dealing; full 
of envy, murder, strife, cunning, habitual bad disposition, whisper- 
ing evil of their neighbors. 

30 Revilers, haters of God on account of his purity, insolent 
towards their inferiors, proud, boasters of qualities which they did 
not possess, inventors of unlawful pleasures, disobedient to parents; 

31 Imprudent in the management of affairs, having no regard to 
the faith of covenants, without natural affection to their children 
and relations, implacable towards their enemies, unmerciful to the 
poor: 

32 So utterly corrupt are they, that although they know the law 
,of God, that they who practice such things shall be punished with 
death, they not only commit these crimes themselves, but even take 
delight in and encourage those who practice them; which is a demon- 
stration that their wickedness is not to be cured by their own natural 
powers. 

Summary 

Being abandoned of God, both their men and women degraded 
themselves by their vile practices. They received in their own bodies 
the due reward of their error. They rejected God from their knowl- 
edge, and he rejected them. After this they became filled with every 
vice and crime. These they not only practiced themselves, but even

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had delight in others for practicing them. All this they did, knowing 
the decree of God, both against their sins and against themselves. 
They therefore sinned willfully and recklessly. 

Comment 

Why did God give them up? Because they refused to have him in 
their knowledge. How could they have him before their mind while 
they indulged in such vile passions as attributed to both men and 
women in verses 26-27a? In all this free reign of lust there was to be 
found the sure recompense of their error in their own bodies (27b). 
Because they abandoned their minds to sin and gave God no place 
in their knowledge God gave them Up to do those things which are 
not fitting (28). The Gentiles were (and are) "filled" With the ter- 
rible catalog of sins described in verses 29-31. 

The final toll of the bell Of doom in all of this willful sin is that 
they who knew the law of God and realized that they who did such 
things under such conditions were worthy of the penalty of the 
wrath of God, actually encouraged others to do the same (32). 
(1:26-32)

2:1-11. Since all who practice these crimes are worthy of death, 
thou are inexcusable, O man, whosoever thou art, who thus judgest, 
and yet expected that thyself shall be saved: for whilst thou judgest 
the Gentiles worthy of death, thou-eondemnest thyself; because thou 
who thus judgest, committest the very same things. 

2 Besides, we know that the sentence of God contained in the 
curse of the law of Moses is ! agreeable to truth, even when it is pro- 
nounced upon the Jews who commit such crimes, and condemns 
them to death. 

3 This being the case, dost thou think, O Jewish man, who con- 
detnnest those heathens who commit such sins, arid yet committest 
the same sins thyself, that thou shalt escape the sentence of God be- 
cause thou are a son of Abraham, and a member of God's visible 
church? 

4 Or dost thou misconstrue* the greatness of his goodness, in be- 
stowing on thee a revelation of his will, and forbearing to punish 
thee, and his being slow to anger with thee, by inferring from these 
things that God will not punish thee-, not knowing that this goodness 
of God is designed to lead thee to repentance? 

5 Whatever thou mayest think, in proportion to thy own obdur- 
atness and impenitency of heart, thou layest up in store for thyself 
punishment, to be inflicted on thee in the day of punishment, when 
there shall be an illustrious display of the righteous judgment of God 
made before the assembled universe; 

6 Who will render to every man, not according to his external 
privileges, but according to the real nature of his works: 

7 To them, verily, who by perseverance (IThess i: 3) in faith and 
holiness, according to the light which they enjoy, seek glory, honor, 
and immortality, he will render eternal lire: 

8 But to them who, being of a proud skeptical disposition, dis- 
pute against, and obey not the truth concerning God and his will, 
made known to them, but obey unrighteousness from false princi- 
ples and evil inclinations, anger and wrath shall be rendered. 

9 I speak of all men without exception: for I say, the severest 
punishment will be inflicted on every man who practices evil; upon 
the Jew first, or heaviest,, because his sins are aggravated by superior 
advantages, and also upon the Gentile, because, being taught his duty 
by the light of nature, he is justly punishable. 

10 On the other hand, I affirm, that eternal life shall be to every 
one who practices good; first or chiefly to the Jew, who, through 
his superior advantages, hath made greater progress invirtue, and also 
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to the Greek, whose improvement hath been in proportion to Ms ad- 
vantages. \ 

11 For there is no respect of persons with God: A wicked Jew 
shall not escape at the judgment, because he is a son of Abraham', 
neither shall a wicked Gentile be spared, because he lived without 
revelation. 

Summary 

The Jew constantly condemned the Gentile for doing certain 
things, but in doing so he condemned himself, for he did the same 
things. God's just judgment is against all who do such things as the 
Jew did. Therefore he cannot escape condemnation. The goodness 
and patience of God are designed to lead men to repentance, but the 
Jew misconstrues these and does not repent. By this course he heaps 
up for himself wrath in the last day, when God will render to every 
one according to his deeds. To the good he will give eternal life; on 
the disobedient he will inflict wrath. There is no partiality with God. 

Comment 

While this passage (like the rest of the book) was written pri- 
marily for the edification of Christians, it seems to have an equally 
important secondary purpose— to convert the non-Christian Jew. 
This is seen in the fact that Paul is here addressing his remarks direct- 
ly to the Jew, as a careful reading will substantiate. 

With the above thought in mind we can realize that the eyes of 
the Jewish reader must have reflected the sense of self-righteousness 
he felt within his heart as he read Paul's conclusion of the state of 
the Gentiles. The apostle now turns to the other half of that world 
of "Gentiles" and "Jews." He is to finally demonstrate that they are 
in reality less excusable than the Gentiles, and thus laboring under a 
greater need for the gospel. Verse one indicates nothing of the per- 
sons addressed, and the argument continues in this concealed form 
until the 1 7th verse. Since this is true, the Jew would read and hear 
these words without the veil of prejudice over his mind and would 
imagine Paul to be continuing in his discussion of the sinful state of 
the heathen. This being so, he would readily assent to the principles 
laid down in these verses; and yet before he knew it, he would begin 
to behold his natural face in the mirror.

2 J. Explain the purpose of the personal note in Rom. 2:3. 
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It 'Would seem ridiculous to excuse the man who judged or con- 
demned another and at the same time practiced the very sins he con- 
demned (vs. 1). This evident fact is based upon the eternal truth that 
God will render judgment upon the basis of truth, not upon heredi- 
ty or position. The judgment of. God will be against all such hypo- 
crites (vs. 2). 

Making it still more personal (to the Jewish reader) : this is a good 
principle but personally speaking do you, O man, who are doing this 
very thing, suppose that you will escape the judgment of God? No- 
tice here the inspired author has anticipated the thoughts of the 
Jewish mind which were probably as follows: "He seems to be ap- 
plying this to me also, but I'll escape somehow; for although I am 
guilty of the above stated' charges, I see ho immediate judgment of 
God. He will overlook it. After all, I mean well and I am a son of 
Abraham and bear the mark of circumcision." (vs. 3). 

To correct this erroneous view, the inspired writer then points 
out that all this goodness of God, both in forbearing his judgments, 
and this suffering long with the offender, and in giving him a place 
in the family of Abraham, along with the mark of circumcision, is but 
directed to the end that he might repent. The fact that God has not 
sent his judgment Upon you is evidence that He is giving you a period 
of time for repentance. And now if you fail to repent, you will des- 
pise all the riches of His goodness. But what are you doing? Why, 
through your hard and impenitent heart yOu are storing up* for your- 
self a great portion of wrath in the day of wrath and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God. vs. 3-5. 

In this great day of judgment the Judge of the world will have 
one rule which He will be sure to use, and it won't be whether you 
are a son of Abraham and bear the mark of circumcision or not. The 
rule of judgment will be "according to works." Then follow ex- 
amples of the two classes of people who will appear before God to be 
judged by this rule. There are those who through patient continu- 
ance (stedfastness) in well doing seek for glory and honor and in- 
corruption; these shall be given eternal life. Notice: There is no in- 
dication here that sinless perfection is the requirement for receiving 
eternal life, but rather a constant, unwavering and honest effort to at- 
tain "glory and honor and incorruption" by doing that which they

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know to be right— right according to God's law. This may not seem 
to you to be true, but please conclude this part of the study before 
reaching a definite conclusion. Then there are those who through a 
proud, self -centered spirit, dispute against that which they know to 
be right and obey not the truth, but unrighteousness; to them shall 
be meted out the punishment due for such willful disobedience: 
wrath, indignation, tribulation, and anguish. This punishment will 
be rendered to every soul of man who works evil. Note that they 
are lost, but not because they simply fell short of perfection. They 
are lost not only because they did not even try, but rather because 
they stedfastly disobeyed and deliberately opposed God, clamoring 
against His law. (Cp. l:.18b, 25, 28a) Although the Jew and Greek 
will be judged by the same rule (according to works), the Jew, be- 
cause of his superior knowledge and opportunity is under a greater 
responsibility; hence he will receive more severe judgment than the 
Gentile who was less privileged, (Cp. Lu. 12:47-48) Thus we see that 
in the judgment, the Jew and Greek will each receive a fair con- 
sideration. Behold and admire the impartiality of God's coming 
judgment. Truly God is no respecter of persons. (2: 1-11)

2:12-16. For as many as have sinned without the law shall also 
perish without the law: and as many as have sinned under the law 
shall be judged by the law; 1 3 for not the hearers of the law are just

2:12-16. As many, therefore, as have sinned without revelation, 
shall also perish without being judged by revelation; their punish- 
ment will be less on account of their Want of revelation. And as 
many as have sinned under revelation shall be judged by revelation, 
their guilt being aggravated by the advantages which they enjoy. 
They shall be punished in proportion to their guilt. ■ 

13 For not those who have enjoyed revelation are esteemed just 
in the sight of God, but those only who do (vs. 10) the things en- 
joined in revelation shall be justified at the judgment. < 

14 When^ therefore, the Gentiles who have not revelation, do, 
by the guidance of their reason and conscience, the things enjoined 
by revelation, these persons, though they have no external revelation 
to direct them, furnish a revelation to themselves, by obeying that 
by which they may be justified through Christ, equally with the 
Jews. 

15 These show plainly, that the distinction between virtue and 
vice, inculcated in revelation, is written not on tables of stone, but 
on their hearts, their conscience bearing witness thereto, as also their 
debates with one another; in which they either accuse one another 
of evil actions, or else defend each other when so accused. 

16 What I have said concerning God's rendering to every one 
according: to his works, and concerning the judgment of those who 
have sinned, whether under law or without law, will happen in the 
day when God will judge the inward dispositions of men by Jesus 
Christ, according to the gospel which I preach. 

Summary 

The Gentiles who have sinned without a written law will be 
judged without one, while the JeWs will be judged by the law under 
which they live. Nations who <have no written law are law to them- 
selves in so far as they know right from wrong. What they know 
in this respect is attested by their conscience, and shown by their 
mutual accusations and acquittals.

ROMANS REALIZED 2II2-I4 

Comment 

Taking up the case of the Jew and Greek from a closer view- 
point, Paul now states the basis of judgment (Notice: the basis of 
judgment, NOT the basis of justification) for those without the 
law as well as those with the law (the Mosaic law). As many as 
have sinned who have not the law of Moses, will be judged by the 
law they do have, the law of nature. Paul does not tell us exactly 
what this law is, but he undoubtedly gives us the basis of it in chapter 
one, verse twenty. And if justice demands it, they will perish, Their 
judgment will be totally apart from the law of Moses. It is well to 
notice here that the case of the Gentiles presented in the first chap- 
ter would seem to indicate that nearly all, if not all of the Gentile 
world would be lost, being judged upon the basis of the law of 
nature. But those who have sinned under the law of Moses, what 
about them? They will be judged upon the very law they have 
transgressed. The apostle points out in verse 13 that what he has 
said in verse 12 is true because of the previously stated facts that 
God's judgment will be "according to works" and "without respect 
of persons." (Cp. 2:6,11) In effect, he says: "Just because you hear 
the law read in your synagogues every sabbath, you need not rest 
easily; for this will mean nothing toward your acquittal on the day 
of eternal equity. I repeat again, it is the 'doing of the law' that 
counts before God." Paul has thus removed the Jew's last vestige of 
hope of being counted as a special object of favor, and has placed 
before him the mirror where he can see his need of the gospel. 
2:12-13. 

It would be quite probable that some learned Jew would offer 
this objection: "Now how could the Gentiles be judged by this rule 
(that the doers of the law shall be justified) since they have no law?" 
This objection is answered in the parenthetical statement of verses 
14-15. The apostle says that even though the Gentiles have not "the" 
law, if they do by nature (naturally) the things of "the" law, they 
thus become "a" law unto themselves. This strange circumstance 
is explained in the fact that they have an accurate, though perhaps 
limited, knowledge of right and wrong which they received from 
the law of nature, and possibly through tradition. Thus the distinc- 
tion between virtue and vice (which is the "work of the law") is

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written upon their hearts. That it is written upon their hearts is 
demonstrated by their actions. Inwardly their conscience assents 
to the fact that right is preferable to wrong. When the decision of 
the will is made" and the deed is done, their thoughts or inward 
reasonings either accuse them if the deed was wrong, or excuse them 
if it was right. The Gentile will be judged according to his consci- 
entiousness in keeping the law of nature and the Jew according to 
his conscientiousness in keeping the law of Moses. (Cp. 2:6, 7, 10) 
(We notice here a certain element of mercy extended to those who 
never heard' the gospel.) The apostle has how clearly explained the 
way God will judge them "according to their works," 2:14-15. 

It is here necessary to point out that the thought of verse 13 is 
broken by the parenthetical statement of verses ,14-15, and is not 
completed until verse 16. Completely stated the thought is as fol- 
lows: "For not the hearers of the law are just before God, but the 
doers of the law shall be justified; in the day when, God shall judge 
the secrets of men, according to my gospel, by Jesus Christ." When 
God begins to mark the secrets of our hearts, "O Lord, who can 
stand?" But that will be absolutely fair judgment, will it not? Paul 
says that this is the message of the gospel he preaches, and that God 
will commit all decisions unto Jesus Christ, and act through him on 
that great day of judgment. 2: (13), 16. (2:12-16)

Summary 
The Jew made great pretensions to superior knowledge; yet he 
acted as though he himself needed to be taught. He was inconsistent 
in his conduct. He preached not to do this, but did it. He taught not 
to do that, but did it. He boasted in the law, yet broke it. He ab- 
horred idols; yet robbed temples of them to serve them. He affected 
great reverence for God; yet dishonored him by breaking his law. 
He even brought his name into disrepute among surrounding nations. 

Comment 

The Jewish readers of this letter have no doubt by this time come 
to see the personal application of what has been said, so the open 
statement of verse seventeen, directed as it is to the Jew, would be 
no great surprise. The 142 words of this remarkable sentence con- 
tain an undeniable expos6 of Jewish sins which demonstrate the need 
in their lives for the gospel of Christ. Notice the apparently com- 
plimentary touch of these words along with the masked sarcasm 
which finally bursts forth into open denunciation of undeniable 
sins. Hear Paul speak to the heart of these Jews: (Ro 2:17-20) 

First, he spoke of their high standing. 

a. Bore the proud name of a Jew. (Proud because it meant "praise" 
Gen. 29:35.) 

b. Rested upon the law. 

c. Glorified in God. 

d. Knew His will.

Whilst ye continue wicked, it is foolish to expect sal- 
vation because ye are circumcised; for cimcumcision, indeed, as the 
sign of God's covenant, will profit thee, if thou keepest the law of 
faith enjoined in the covenant; but if thou be a transgressor of that 
law, thou are in the condition of a wicked Gentile.

Summary 
Circumcision is of no value unless the law is kept. The Gentile 
who keeps the law, though not circumcised, will be accepted. The 
Jew who breaks the law, though circumcised, will be condemned. 
The Judaism and circumcision which save men are in the heart and 
spirit, and not outward in literal fleshly marks.

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Qomment 
Properly humbled, the Jew now searches for some way to bolster 
his deflated ego. He harkens back to the old prejudice of special 
favor supposedly found in circumcision. Paul speaks of the true mean- 
ing of circumcision after this fashion: Circumcision is indeed of 
profit if you are a doer of the law, but if you are not, of what value 
is your circumcision? You had just as well be uncircumcised. And 
speaking of the matter of circumcision, that person who does not 
bear this rite, if he keeps the ordinance of the law, will he not be 
considered as if he were circumcised? And would not such a person 
judge and shame you who have the law and circumcision, yet are a 
transgressor? As shocking as it may sound, being a Jew is not a 
matter of outward form, nor circumcision a mere physical rite, for 
God recognizes a man as a Jew from the condition of his heart. Like- 
wise with circumcision, it also is of the heart and not of the letter. 
The circumstances are thus constituted so God may dp the praising 
(since the name "Jew" means "praise") and not man. 2:25-29.

3:l-9a. If our privileges will procure us no favor at the judg- 
ment, and if the want of these privileges will be no disadvantage to 
the Gentiles, What is the pre-eminence of the Jew above the Gen- 
tile? and what is the advantage of circumcision? 

2 It is great in every respect; but chiefly, indeed, because the Jews 
were intrusted with the oracles of God; especially that concerning 
the blessing of the nations in Abraham's seed. 

3 But what benefit have we received from the oracles of God, if 
the greatest part of us have not believed on him whom ye call the 
seed, and are to be cast off? Will not their unbelief destroy the faith- 
fulness of God, who promised to be a God to Abraham's seed in 
their generations? 

4 By no means: the faithfulness of God will not be destroyed by 
the rejection of the Jews. But let God be acknowledged true to his 
covenant, although every Jew be a liar, in affirming that Jesus is not 
the promised seed, and be rejected on that account: for as it is writ- 
ten, in all cases God will be justified in his threatenings, and will ap- 
pear just as often as he punishes. 

5 But if our unrighteousness, in rejecting and crucifying Jesus, 
establisheth the faithfulness of God in casting us off from being his 
people, what shall we infer? Is not God unrighteous, who likewise 
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destroyeth us as a nation for that sin? (I write* this in the character 
of an unbelieving Jew.)

9a Well, then, since the pre-eminence of the Jews above the Gen- 
tiles consists in their superior advantages, do we acknowledge that we 
excel the Gentiles in piety? 

Summary 

The Jews, in being such, possessed many peculiar advantages, 
among the most important of which was being entrusted with the 
revelations of God. Still, though thus highly favored, many of them 
were very unfaithful. But this will have no effect upon God's faith- 
fulness. He will remain true, though all men should prove false. 
Moreover, even when the Jew's injustice had the effect to display 
the justice of God, still God must punish the injustice, and he does 
right in doing so. We must not do evil that good may come, and we 
will certainly be punished if we do. 

Comment 

The argument of Paul would suggest three objections to the Jew- 
ish mind. These objections and their answers are the subjects of the 
first nine verses of the third chapter. The objections are: 
a. If the moral Gentile is better off than the immoral Jew (as you 

seem to point out in your words concerning circumcision, etc.) 

what becomes of the Jew's advantages? 3:1 

Answer: He still has many advantages; First, of all, he has been and 
is the depository for the oracles of God, the advantage being that 
within these oracles are the promises of the coming Messiah; thus the

b. The second objection is suggested by the answer of the first. 
Since the Jews have the oracles of God, which contain God's 
will, will not their unbelief and consequent disobedience cancel 
His promises? 3 : 3 

Answer; God forbid. If every Jew on earth were a liar it would 
not affect the truthfulness of Jehovah. It is even as the Psalmist has 
said: God is just in every word spoken and in every case brought 
to trial he is only proved true. So your faithfulness or lack of it can- 
not alter the character of God; it can only magnify his eternal right- 
eousness. 3:4 

c. Again we find the objection growing out of the answer to the 
foregoing. Here it is: If our unrighteousness only results in the 
magnifying of God's righteousness, is he not unrighteous to visit 
us with wrath? (Paul speaks in the first person in giving this ob- 
jection, thus indicating that he is speaking as an unbelieving Jew.) 
3:5 

Answer: How then shall God judge the world? If, as you say, 
God now excuses evil and counts it as good because it serves the pur- 
pose of establishing his faithfulness, what will be the standard for 
judgement? Wrong is wrong and sin is sin under whatever condi- 
tions it is enacted and regardless of what the final results might be. 
On what other basis could He judge all men according to their works 
and be no respector of persons? 3:6 

The apostle then places before the mind of the Jew the illustration 
that completes in a unique way the answer to the third objection. 
He puts himself in the role of the Jew who has offered this objec- 
tion and then says: "You believe what I have been telling you con- 
cerning the Messiahship of Jesus of Nazareth is a lie, do you not? 
Well, if the truth of God (which ydU claim to have) is made to 
abound, or to be more evident by my lie, why are you calling me

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a sinner? (My, what an application of their own principle!) "In- 
deed," says the apostle, "why not do the very thing some of you are 
accusing me of— do evil that good may come?" Why, the justice of 
condemning those who would so slander the apostle is self-evident. 
3:7-8 

In chapter two the need of the Jews was thoroughly dealt with; 
they' were laid under the wrath of God and were thus shown to be 
without hope except it be in the gospel. In concluding his demonstf a- 
tion of the need or the Jew, Paul found it necessary to digress in or- 
der to answer the objections of chapter 3, verses 1-8. Now he returns 
to the subject and speaks of the pride of the Jews. 3:9a. Even though 
the Jews see themselves as lost along with the Gentiles, they some- 
how imagined that in spite of their sin and failure and because of 
the favors God has bestowed upon them (2:17-20) they still 
were a little bit better than the Gentiles. Paul places himself with 
them in voicing this egotistical question: "What then? are we better 
than they?" He then immediately rebels at the thought and denies 
it with the strong words, "No, in no wise." 3:9a

Summary 
In point of guilt, then, are the Jews any better than the Gentiles? 
None at all. All are alike under the dominion of sin, and therefore 
are alike guilty. This is proved by the very scriptures which the 
Jews have. The law condemns all, and justifies none. Therefore, by 
law, no One may expect to be acquitted in the presence of God. 
Instead of being justified by law, men Only learn from it that they 
are sinners. 

Comment 

Continuing the thought of verse nine, the apostle explains why the 
Jews were as needy as the Gerttiles. He says, "We before laid, to the 
charge both of Jews and Greeks that they are all under sin." At the 
time that he answers the question of the Jew, he lays down a propo- 
sition which sums up all he has previously said. The last portion of 
the ninth verse through the twentieth carries the conclusion of the 
whole matter. All that was needed in Paul's splendid argument was. 
a substantiation from the Old Testament. This he gives, and shows 
in the use of the quotations from the Old Testament that they spoke

In explanation of the above quotations Paul states that it is 
a well-known fact that whatever judgments are pronounced in a law 
are directed against those persons in possession of the law. In this 
case the Jews were such persons. When violations of the law are 
pointed out, and the offenders are truly guilty, there is nothing they 
can say to defend themselves. This was exactly the circumstance in 
respect to the Jew. But in addition to this effect, there was another: 
the whole world is brought under the judgment of God. How can 
this be true? How can the whole world be brought under God's 
wrath by pointing out violations of the law of Moses? We can un- 
derstand this: first, by realizing that the sins described are counted 
as sin because God so designated them in His law; second, that those 
Gentiles who practiced the same sins would likewise be guilty be- 
cause they knew or had the opportunity to know what was right 
(as we have already shown). The clear statement in the law brought 
to the surface the truth that all subconsciously felt: the whole 
world was under the judgment of God. 3:19 

"Because" is the first word of the twentieth verse, indicating 
that a reason is now to be given for what has just been said. Paul had 
just said that the whole world was under the judgment of God as a 
result of the giving of the law. He now says this is true "because by 
the works of the law shall no flesh be justified in his sight." This is 
the grand conclusion toward which the apostle has been leading 
from chapter one, verse eighteen. He stated that in the gospel was to 
be found a means whereby man could be declared just before God. 
The Jew imagined he did not need the gospel, for he felt that there 
could be found justification through the law. Paul pointed out that 
the law indeed formed a basis for judgment, but as to obtaining justi- 
fication through the law, this was proven to be an impossibility. To

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be just through the law, absolute obedience would have been essen- 
tial, and this no Jew (or Gentile) accomplished. Indeed, it has been 
shown that, using the law under which they lived as a basis for judg- 
ment, they could not even be constituted conscientious, much less, 
"just." The inspired writer points out that sin is brought to light by 
the law, hence, (because of sin made known) no one can be justi- 
fied by the law. The giving of the law made known the fact that all 
men had been and were transgressing God's standard of righteous- 
ness. These transgressions made justification through the law impos- 
sible. Looking into our own lives and then into the law we see that 
we are practicing the very sins spoken against. This being true, is it 
not absurd to think that we are just through the law? 3:20

But now, under the gospel, a righteousness appointed by 
God as the means of the justification of sinners, without perfect 
obedience to law of any kind, is made known: And it is no new 
method of justification, being taught both by the law and the 
prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness which God hath appointed to be 
through faith of Jesus Christ, (the faith which Jesus Christ hath en- 
joined), graciously counted unto all, and rewarded upon all who be- 
lieve: for there is no distinction between Jew and Gentile in the 
method of justification; 

23 Because all have sinned, and come short of praise from God: 
so that being all involved in guilt and misery, the same remedy must 
be applied to all:

Summary 

But although justification by law is impossible, still God has re- 
vealed another way of justifying men, a way, too, that is attested 
both by the law and the prophets. He has revealed a plan of justify- 
ing people by means of their belief in Jesus Christ, revealed it to all, 
both Jews and Gentiles. This justification takes its rise in God's 
favor; it is procured by a ransom which has been accomplished by 
Christ. Christ effected this ransom by his blood, and we attain the 
benefit of it by believing in him and obeying him. This ransom 
enables God to be just while forgiving the sinner, provided he is a 
believer in his Son. 

Comment 

"But now apart from the law a righteousness of God hath been 
manifested . . ." This righteousness of God is twofold: relating to 
the fact that God is righteous, and that man is to be made righteous, 
or just. The procedure of declaring man just is "apart from the law," 
and yet the law and prophets both spoke of it through type and 
prophecy. 21. This righteousness is that which comes through 
faith in Jesus Christ. It is given unto all that exercise this belief, "for 
there is no distinction." There is no distinction as to who can thus 
receive this righteousness; neither is there a distinction as to who 
needs this righteousness, "for all have sinned," and thus fall short of 
the glory of God. 22-23. This justification "takes rise in the favor 
of God." It is bestowed freely on all because of the redemption price 
paid by Jesus Christ. 24. Jesus Christ was set forth by God to be a 
covering for our sins, through faith in his blood. This covering for 
sins is the answer to the problem of those in the Old Testament who 
had no provision for the washing away of sins. The sins done afore- 
time in the days of the old covenant were passed over with the

Summary 

The justification of God is by belief, and not by deeds of law. It 
is a matter of favor, then, and not of merit. Consequently, no man 
can boast that he has deserved it or merited it. This justification is 
for Gentiles as well as for Jews. God is the God of both, and is ready 
to bless both, to bless them in the same way, and on the same 
conditions. 

Comment 

With this glorious picture before us where is the opportunity for 
pride and glory on the part of man? There is none; it is excluded. 
That it is excluded is evident, but how? What law did this? What 
works brought it about? Neither the law of the Jew nor of the 
Gentile has shut out this boasting, since through the law and obedi- 
ence to it there would be reason to boast. The law that has thus ef- 
fected such a state is the law of faith or "the gospel." Only through 
the gospel is man's boasting excluded, all glory going to God. 27. 

We concluded then that man is justified by faith apart from the 
works of the law. If this is true then there must be some hope for the 
Gentiles. Then, rather ironically, Paul poses the question, "Or is 
God just the God of the Jews and not the God of the Gentiles?" 
Then he answers his own question by saying, "Yes, he is the God 
of the Gentiles; what other God would they have? There are not 
two Gods, one for the Gentiles and one for the Jews." There is one 
God and all have sinned against him; thus all stand equal before him

in need, Therefore, He will justify both the circumcised and the un- 
circumcised through faith.

Finally, since the gospel has been pointed out so clearly to be the 
only way of justification, what has happened to the law? Is it now of 
no use? No, God forbid. Shall we, simply because the law has been 
proven valueless in securing justification, believe that it does not 
serve some other good purpose? "No, not at all," says Paul. "I preach 
and teach the real value of the law which is to point out right and 
wrong; thus I establish the law's true purpose." Moses E. Lard has 
said, "Law may be wholly useless for one purpose and yet indispen- 
sable for others." 3:31.

4 Now to him that worketh, the reward 
is not reckoned as of grace, but as of debt. 5 But to him that worketh 
not, but believeth on. him that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is 
reckoned for righteousness. 6 Even as David also pronounceth bless- 
ing upon the man, unto whom God reckoneth righteousness apart 
from works, 7 saying, 

Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven,

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2 For if Abraham were justified meritoriously by works of any

Abraham believed God, when he 
promised that his seed should be as numerous as the stars, and his 
belief of that promise was counted to him for righteousness. 

4 Now it is evident, that to one who, for a stipulated hire, worketh

5 But to one who does not work all that he is bound to do, but 
implicitly believeth the promise of him who gratuitously justifies the 
sinner, his faith is counted to him for righteousness as a favor. (The 
words, "as a favor", are supplied from ver. 4.) 

6 In like manner also, David (Psa. xxxii. 1.) declareth that man 
blessed, as Abraham was, to whom God counteth righteousness with- 
out his having performed works of law perfectly: 

7 Not saying, Blessed are they who obey the law of God perfect- 
ly: That he knew to be impossible: But saying, Blessed are they 
whose omissions are forgiven, and whose commissions are covered 
by an atonement. 

8 And, deeply affected with the goodness of God in pardoning 
sin, he says a second time, Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will 
not count sin. 

Summary 

Abraham was not justified by deeds. If so, he had ground to boast 
that he merited justification. On the contrary, his belief was counted 
to him for justification. Justification by deeds is like a debt, but justi- 
fication by belief is matter of favor. David describes justification to 
be the same as the forgiveness of sins. 

Comment 

Realizing the fact that this thought of justification through faith 
apart from meritorius works would be somewhat of a shock, the 
inspired writer now hastens to point out that the principle of justi- 
fication by faith is not new, for the great father of the faithful 
was so justified. That Abraham was justified was admitted by all. 
Now the apostle poses the question: "How did this justification take 
place? You say by law; I say by faith. Let us look into the case. What 
did Abraham obtain through the works of the flesh?" If he had ful- 
filled to the letter all the demands of God he would have been justi- 

76. Was there any question as to whether Abraham was justified or not? If 
not, why not? 
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fled by works and would then have had reason to glory. How- 
ever he did not so perform his obedience. This being true, he has 
no reason for self glory. Do you remember what the Scripture says 
about this matter? It says, "And Abraham believed God, and it was 
reckoned unto him for righteousness." So you can see that the faith 
Abraham exercised in God provided the ground for his justification, 
not his imperfect works. It is easy to see then that the justifica- 
tion granted Abraham was given because of the favor, or grace of 
God, through the belief of father Abraham. 4: 1-3 . 

Just think a moment. When a man works and does all the employ- 
er asked him to do, his pay, is not given because of the grace of the 
employer, but rather because of the merit of the employee. You 
have seen that Abraham was counted righteous only because of God's 
grace received by faith; so then your idea that he worked, and 
through his work, earned justification is out because it excludes 
the element of grace. Here is the thought:— to the man who has riot 
fulfilled all the demands of law, but yet has a great faith in the one 
who can justify the ungodly, justification is made possible through 
his belief. It is even as David has said concerning that happy man to 
whom the Lord granted justification apart ffom wbrks. Hear him: 
"Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered. Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not reckon sin." 
Ro. 4:4-8 cp.Ps. 32:l-2a 

Text 

4:9-12. Is this blessing then pronounced upon the circumcision, 
or upon the Uncircumcision also? for we say, To Abraham his faith 
was reckoned for righteousness. 10 How then was it reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, or in uncircumcision? Not in cir- 
cumcision, but in uncircumcision: 11 and he received the sign of 
circumcision, a seal of the righteousness of the faith which he had

4:9-12. Cometh this blessedness, then, of the Lord's not punish- 
ing sin, on persons in the visible church [assembly of Israel] only? 
or on persons out of the visible church also? Certainly on them also. 
For we affirm, that faith was counted to Abraham for righteousness, 
in uncircumcision. 

10 What state then was Abraham in, when it was so counted? 
When he was in circumcision or in uncircumcision? Not in circum- 
cision, but in uncircumcision. For it happened long before he and 
his family were made the church of God by circumcision. 

1 1 And instead of being justified by circumcision, he received the

1 2 Also the federal head of the circumcised, that is, of those who 
are in the visible church, to assure us that righteousness shall be 
counted m them who do not rest contented with being df the visible 
church only, but who also walk in the footsteps of that faith and 

obedience which our father Abraham exercised in uncircumcision; 
that is, while he was no member of God's visible church. 

Summary " 

The blessedness of justification by belief, is for Jews and Gentiles 
alike. Abraham was justified before he was circumcised, his circum- 
cision being a seal of that fact. Hence justification does not depend on 
circumcision. Abraham is father to all who believe in an uncircum- 
cised state, as well as to all the circumcised who walk in his steps, 

Comment 

Since the discussion has been concerned with Abraham, David 
also being mentioned, are we to conclude that only to the circum- 
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cised has the blessing or justification through faith been given? Or 
is it given to the uncircumcised also? This can be answered from the 
very illustration given, for we must realize WHEN Abraham was 
declared righteous. Was it when he was circumcised or before his 
circumcision? Ah, you know, it was before circumcision. If you will 
but consider foj.a moment you will remember that circumcision was 
given to Abraham as a seal or a sign of the fact that God had justified 
him. Then because of Abraham's submission to this rite as a token of 
God's covenant with him, he became the spiritual head of all 
in the world who have faith like his. cp. Gen. 17:11. He did be- 
come the father of all who, although not circumcised, had a belief 
like Abraham and through this faith were justified. And likewise he 
became the father of the Jew Who was not only circumcised but also 
walked by faith, faith like that exercised by Abraham while he Was 
yet in uncifcumcision. 4:9-12 

Text 

4: 13-22. For not through the law was the promise to Abraham or 
to his seed that he should be heir of the world,, but through the 
righteousness of faith. 14 For if they that are of the law are heirs, 
faith is made void, and the promise is made of none effect: 15 for the 
law worketh wrath; but where there is no law, neither is, there trans- 
gression. 16 For this cause it is of faith, that it may be according to 
grace; to the end that the promise may be sure to all the seed; not 
to that only which is of the law, but to that also which is of the faith 
of Abraham, who is the father of us all 17 (as it is written, A father 
of many nations have I made thee) before him whom he believed, 
even God, who giveth life to the dead, and calleth the things that 
are not, as though they were. 18 Who in hope believed against hope, 
to the end that he might become a father of many nations, according 
to that which had been spoken, So shall thy seed be.

Paraphrase 

4:13-22. Besides, from the scripture (ver. 3) it is evident, that not 
on account of a perfect obedience to any law whatever, the promise 
was made to Abraham, and to his seed, that he should inherit the 
world, but on account of a righteousness of faith. How then can the 
Jews expect to obtain the inheritance of heaven, on account of a 
righteousness of law? 
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14 For if they who are righteous by works of law are heirs of the 
world, their faith (ver. 11) is rendered useless, and the promise, by 
which they became heirs as a matter of favor, is made of no effect:— 
It does not, in reality, convey that blessing. 

15 Farther, instead of conferring a title to the inheritance, the law 
worketh out punishment, even to the, heirs who, by receiving the 
inheritance as a free gift, are declared to be transgressors of the law 
written on their hearts; because where law is not, there no trans- 
gression is, nor treatment of persons as transgressors. 

16 For this reason, the inheritance is bestowed on account of a 
righteousness of faith, and not of law, that it might be a free gift, in 
order that the promise made to Abraham concerning it might be sure 
to all his seed, not to that only which is his seed by the law of cir- 
cumcision, but to that also which is his seed by possessing the faith 
of Abraham, who is the federal head of us all who believe, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles; that is, persons not in the visible church of God. 

17 (Agreeablyto what is written, Gen. xvii. 5. Surely a father of 
many nations I have constituted thee); which honor of being the 
father of all believers, Abraham obtained when he stood in the pres- 
ence of him whom he believed; even of God, who maketh alive the 
dead, and speaketh of things in the remotest futurity, which exist 
not, with as much certainty as if they existed. 

18 Abraham, contrary to all the ordinary grounds on which men 
build their hope of offspring, believed with a strong hope, founded 
on the promise of God, that he should be the father of many nations, 
according to what was spoken, So shall thy seed be; namely, as the 
stars of heaven for multitude. 

19 And not being weak, either in his conceptions or in his belief 
of the power and veracity of God, he did not consider his own body 
now dead, in respect of procreating children, being about a hundred 
years old, neither the deadness of Sarah's womb, as obstacles to his 
having a numerous progeny by her, though she was nintey years old. 

20 Therefore against the promise of God he did not dispute 
through unbelief, by alleging that the thing was impossible; but hav- 
ing the firmest persuasion of the veracity of God, he gave the glory 
of that perfection to God, by waiting patiently for the performance 
of his promise. 

21 And was fully persuaded, that what was promised, God was 
able even to, perform; although the longer he waited, the accomplish- 
ment of the promise must have appeared, to an ordinary faith, the 
more difficult. 
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22 This strong faith, exercised by Abraham for so long a time, 
being highly pleasing to God, Therefore also it was counted to him 
for righteousness. 

Summary 

God promised to Abraham and his offspring that they should 
inherit the world. But the promise was in virtue of justification by 
belief, and not in virtue of law. If the inheritance depended on law, 
none could attain it. Therefore it is by belief that all may attain it. 
The power and influence of Abraham's belief is shown. 

Comment 

It might be well to put before us those historic events so precious 
to the Jew which are being discussed in these verses. 

a. God promised Abraham a son in his old age. Abraham, in spite of 
his age, believed God, and through this belief God constituted him 
just. cp. Ge. 15:1-6. 

b, God then made the promise to Abraham because of his faith that 
He would make him the father of many nations if he would con- 
tinue in his faith and circumcise all the males. This Abraham did 
and thus received an inheritance of many peoples, cp. Gen. ch. 17. 

The subject of justification and circumcision has already been set- 
tled. There yet remains the promise of God to Abraham as to his 
inheriting of the world. This Paul discusses beginning with vs. 13. 

The plain statement is that the promise given to Abraham and his 
seed (Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, etc.) concerning the inheritance of the 
world was not given because these fathers were perfectly obedient to 
any law, but rather because of their faith, faith which prompted 
God to call them righteous. Reason is then given for the thought 
expressed. If the only persons who will enter into this promise are 
those who are obedient to law, of what use is the belief spoken of 
when both Moses and Paul by the Holy Spirit said, "Abraham be- 
lieved God and it was reckoned unto him for righteousness"? What 
object would there be in extending to man grace and accepting him 
as righteous through his faith and imperfect obedience if it were 
possible for him to keep the law of God? Furthermore, the fulfill- 
ment of the promise could never have been realized on a basis of per- 
fect obedience to law since all have sinned, and the only possible re- 
sult is wrath. The law was not given so that man could receive the

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promise by fulfilling it. Yet if man had kept the law he would have in- 
herited the world. Since, however, man did not keep the law we can 
see that the promise would have utterly failed on such a basis, 4: 13-15a 

If perchance there should be some Jew audacious enough to sug- 
gest that he could inherit by law because he had never broken it, 
Paul places the following principle before him: When , there is no 
law, there is no transgression. In other words, only when no law 
is present can there be freedom from sin. Since no one has ever lived 
in this state (either Jew or Gentile) no one can claim freedom from 
transgression. No one can inherit through the law, for all have law 
and all have transgressed it; thus all have sinned. 4: 15b 

This promise to Abraham was given on the basis of faith for the 
purpose of showing God's favor. If the promise had been on the basis 
of law, God would have owed man the promise. Then too, the prom- 
ise would not have been sure, for if it had been of law it would have 
failed all. But being of faith it is obtainable by all. It could thus be 
obtained not only by the Jews under the law but also by those Gen- 
tiles who exercised the same kind of faith in God as Abraham, who 
was and is father of us all. cp. 4:11b ". . . as it is written, A father 
of many nations have I made thee." 4:16-17a 

The faith of Abraham is mentioned in verse 16b in connection 
with the type of faith man must have to please God. Abraham's 
faith in all its beauty and strength is then described from verses 17b 
through 22. Abraham is spoken of as standing, not only before the 
Jews and all men but even before God, in whom he believes, in the 
position of the father of many nations. Then the power of Abraham's 
God is illustrated in the circumstances of Jehovah's dealing with 
Abraham. He gave life to the dead and called the things that are not 
as though they were. There follow then the details of this general 
statement of God's power and Abraham'* faith. 4: 17b 

"Who in hope believed against hope" are the apostle's words which 
further describe the faith of Abraham. In Abraham's case there was 
absolutely no natural ground for hope. In spite of this fact, Abraham 
believed in hope. Furthermore, he exercised his hope through belief, 
against the adverse circumstances. He held this hope for the one pur- 
pose that he might indeed be a father of many nations, that the prom- 
ise of making his seed as innumerable as the stars of the heaven might 
be fulfilled. The end in view and his faith actuated his hope. Paul 
then speaks of the discouraging prospects of the fulfillment of the

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promise, namely, the agedness of Abraham and his wife, which made 
it humanly impossible to carry out the promise, Then notice the 
great faith of Abraham: a, He considered his own body at the age of 
one hundred, yet in spite of this he lost no faith in Jehovah, b. Like- 
wise, he realized the deadness of the womb of Sarah, c. He looked 
to the promise of God and did not waver through unbelief; he 
rather became strong, d. He gave God the glory. This bespeaks 
his humility for he, under the circumstances, could easily have 
gloried in his faith (even as Job), e. His faith is again described as 
"full assurance" in the ability of God to perform what he promised, 
(cp. Heb. 11:1) 4:18-21 

Let us sum up the matter. Have you seen the faith of Abraham? 
Have you beheld its beauty and strength? Have you noticed its sepa- 
ration from the law? Paul could then fittingly say: "Well, my Jewish 
friend, THAT faith was reckoned unto our father Abraham for 
righteousness." vs. 22

reckoned unto him; 24 but for our sake also, unto whom it shall 
be reckoned, who believe on him that raised Jesus our Lord from 
the dead, 25 who was delivered up for our trespasses, and was raised 
for our justification.

Summary 

The fact that Abraham's belief was counted to him for justifica- 
tion was written for our sake as well as his. Whom we must believe 
on, and what in, why Christ was given up to death, and the object 
for which he rose, are dealt with in this section. 

Comment 

We must not forget that the promise of righteousness by faith was 
not only written for the benefit of Abraham alone, but for our sake 
also. For to us God will impute this same justification if we believe 
in Him even as Abraham did. He, who raised Jesus our Lord from the 
dead, is the object of our faith. In the last verse of this chapter we 
find the rock upon which the whole structure of salvation by faith 
rests: "Who was delivered up for our trespasses and was raised for 
our justification." This is why God can declare us righteous through 
our faith. "He bare in his body" the sins we committed, both when 
we were in rebellion as a sinner, and now those committed in spite 
of our conscientious faithfulness as a Christian. Yes, he was raised 
and thus consummated our justification. The Jew who knew the true 
purpose of the Messiah could see in these remarks about Jesus the 
method by which Abraham and Christians are justified. 4:23-25

5 and hope putteth not to shame; because the love of God hath 
been shed abroad in our hearts through the Holy Spirit which was 
given unto us. 6 For while we were yet weak, in due season Christ 
died for the ungodly. 7 For scarcely for a righteousness man will 
one die: for peradventure for the good man some one would even 
dare to die. 8 But God commendeth his own love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 9 Much more 
then, being now justified by his blood, shall we be saved from the 
wrath of God through him. 10 For if, while we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God through the death of his Son, much more, 
being reconciled, shall we be saved by his life; 1 1 and not only so, but 
we also rejoice in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, through 
whom we have now received the reconciliation.

5:1-11. Wherefore, being delivered from the power of sin by 
faith, and having laid aside our enmity to God, we the spiritual seed 
of Abraham, have peace with God, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 Through whom also we have been introduced by faith into this 
gracious covenant in which we stand, and boast, not in seeing the 
glory of God in any tabernacle or temple on earth, as the natural 
seed do, but in the hope of beholding the glory of God in heaven. 

3 And this is not our only boasting, for while the Jews boast of 
the earthly felicity promised in the law, we even boast of afflictions 
knowing that affliction worketh out patience in us; 

4 And patience, approbation from God, and approbation, hope of 
enjoying eternal life. 

5 And this hope will not make us ashamed, as the hope which the 
natural seed of Abraham entertain of salvation, on account of their 
descent, will make them ashamed; because a convincing proof of the 
love of God is poured out into our hearts by the Holy Ghost, who 
is given to us. 

6 Besides, we being still so weak through sin, that we could not 
deliver ourselves, in the proper season Christ died for the idolatrous 
Gentiles, as well as for the Jews. 

7 Now, Christ's dying for all mankind appears a most astonishing 
instance of love, when we consider that scarcely for a just man, who 
only gives to every one his due, will any one die, though, for a be- 
neficent man, some one perhaps would even dare to die. 

8 But his own love of men God hath raised above all human love, 
because, we being still sinners, Christ died for us, to procure us a 
temporary life on earth, under a better covenant than the first. 

9 Much more then, being now allowed to live under the new 
covenant through the shedding of his blood, we shall be saved from 
future punishment through him, if we behave well under that cove- 
nant. 

10 For if, being enemies under sentence of death, we were respit- 
ed, and made to lay down our enmity to God, through the death of 
his Son; much more, being thus reconciled, we shall be saved from 
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punishment through his life in the body, which he regained, that he 
might govern us now, and acquit us at last. 

11 And not only do we hope to be saved from wrath by Christ's 
life, but we believers, the spiritual seed, even boast in God as our 
God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we have now received 
an opportunity of being pardoned. 

Summary 

Being justified by belief, we have peace with God. Through Christ 
we have access into our present state of favor, and through him, are 
filled with hope. God's love is poured out in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit given to us : While we were helpless and wicked, Christ died 
for us. Be a man ever so good no one will die for him; yet Christ died 
for us when we were sinners. Hereby God showed his love for us. 
Since Christ died for us when sinners, we may feel sure of being 
saved now that we are justified by his blood. We are reconciled to 
God by the death of Christ, by whom we are to be saved. 

Comment 

The inspired author has given ample proof that: a. Man needs 
justification; b. Man can be justified only by faith; c. Man to be 
justified by faith must follow the example given of Abraham. There- 
fore he feels free to make this positive, unqualified assertion, "Being 
therefore justified by faith . . ." There is no further doubt as to its 
truth. Then follow the glorious results that emanate from this posi- 
tion. 5:1a 

When we stand justified before God we have peace. Of course, 
this peace is given through the Prince of Peace, Jesus Christ. Through 
this superlative Prince we have been given our access by faith into 
this covenant of grace wherein we stand. Again, when we stand 
through this grace justified, we are prompted to rejoice. We rejoice 
when we contemplate the glories of God in the eternal home we are 
now prepared to enter. Still further, we can say that our rejoicing is 
not alone found in contemplation of the glory to come but that it 
even springs from that which causes others to sorrow— "we also re- 
joice in our tribulations." This is true because of our knowledge of 
the circumstances. We know that tribulations (borne like a Christian 
should bear them) will work put in our characters that valuable ele- 
ment known as "steadfastness." While we are thus continuing stead-

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fastly, there will arise within our hearts the knowledge that we must 
surely be pleasing God with our conduct. Thus we can know we 
are approved. Associated with this sense of approvedness, and aris- 
ing out of it, is "hope." This hope will not be frustrated, for the 
knowledge that God loves us and thus will keep his promise is mani- 
fested in his act of giving to us that great gift, the Holy Spirit. Our 
hearts are full of the knowledge of God's love because of this fact. 
5:1-5 
4. A Review of our state before justification. 5:6-11 

The positive side of the position "in Christ" has been given and a 
great appreciation has been aroused through considering its benefits. 
But it is equally true that gratitude can arise in the heart through a 
look into "the pit from whence we have been digged." This is the 
burden of the next five verses. Verse 6 refers back to the love of 
God mentioned in verse five. This love is expressed here in a most 
touching manner. While we were ungodly, having been too weak to 
resist Satan's suggestions, and in the very time when all looked hope- 
less, Christ provided our pardon by his substitutionary death. The 
love of God expressed in sending Christ for this purpose is brought 
more clearly to mind when we realize that it is hard to find a man 
who would give his life for a righteous man. Once in a while, you 
might find here and there a man who would give his life for a good 
man (one who had all the loving attributes of goodness). But one 
look at the cross and its purpose persuades us that God has there 
portrayed the greatest expression of his love toward mankind. We 
are not righteous nor good, but sinners, wilful transgressors of God's 
law, and yet Christ gave himself for us. There is yet "much more," 
for this truth proceeds from glory unto glory. We have seen that 
the justification provided by Christ through faith releases us from 
the guilt of sin. There yet remains the thought of punishment. This 
too is removed and through Him we are saved, not only from the 
guilt of sin, but also from the "wrath of God." 5:6-10 

The final word of victory is found in the thought that we not 
only realize our blessed position in reconciliation, but that our hearts 
are full or rejoicing in God through our Lord Jesus Christ through 
whom we have now received the reconciliation. 5:11

Paraphrase 

5:12-19. All mankind are brought into a state of salvation through 
Christ, for this reason, As by one man Adam, sin entered into the 
world, and by his sin death, and so death passed through the world 
to all men, because all have sinned; even so, by one man Christ, 
righteousness entered into the world, and by his righteousness life, 
and so life passed through the world to all men, because all have 
obeyed. 

13 Death hath come on all men for Adam's sin; for, from the fall 
until the law, sin was counted to every person in the world; it was 
punished with death: but sin is not counted, when there is no law 
transgressed, 

14 Nevertheless, death, the punishment of sin, reigned from Adam 
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to Moses, even over infants and idiots, who, being incapable of law, 
had not sinned actually, like Adam; who, because he brought death 
on all, may be called, by way of contrast, the representation of him 
who was to come and restore life to all. t , 

15 However, the resemblance is not exact; for, not as the fall by 
Adam, so also is the gracious gift by Christ. They differ in their 
power, the one to kill, and the other to make alive: for if by the fall 
of the one man Adam, all mankind died, much more the goodness 
of God and the gift of life by that goodness, which is bestowed on 
account of the one man Jesus Christ, hath abounded to all mankind, 
by giving them life under the new covenant, arid by raising them 
from the dead at the last day. 

16 Secondly, Not like the sentence passed through the one who 
sinned, is the free gift of pardon which is bestowed through the one 
who obeyed. They differ in their causes and consequences: for verily 
the sentence Was for one offence only, and issued in condemnation 
to death; but the gracious gift of pardon is of all offences, issuing in 
righteousness counted to the pardoned person, whereby he is en- 
titled to the reward of eternal fife, 

17 Thirdly, If, consistently with justice, (as was shown ver. 12), 
by the fall of one man Adam, death hath reigned over all mankind, 
through that one man; much more is it consistent with justice and 
goodness, that they who receive the overflowing of grace, in the 
glorious resurrection of the body, (ver. 15), and of the gift of right- 
eousness, (ver. 16) shall reign in the happy life which they are to 
regain through the one man Jesus Christ. 

18 Well then, as it pleased God, through one offence committed 
by Adam, to pass sentence upon all men, condemning them to death 
temporal; even so, it pleased God, through one act of righteousness 
performed by Christ, to pass sentence on all men, justifying, that is, 
delivering them from immediate death, and allowing them to live a 
while on earth, and declaring that, after death, they shall all be raised 
from, the dead, 

19 And as through the disobedience of one man, all were made 
liable to sin and punishment, notwithstanding many of them never 
heard of Adam, or of his disobedience; even so, through the obedi- 
ence of one man, all have been, are, and shall be made capable of 
righteousness and eternal life, notwithstanding many of them never 
heard of the person through whom these blessings are bestowed. 

Summary 

By one man sin entered into the world, and death by that sin. Sin 
was in the world before the law, but not counted. From Adam to

ROMANS REALIZED 5: 12-21 

Moses men died, though guilty of no sin like Adam's. Adam was 
a type of Christ, but not in all respects. The sin not like the gift, 
By the sin of one all died. The favor of God and the gift of Christ 
abound to all. Nor was the sentence like the gift. The sentence 
was because of one sin; the gift consists in being justified from 
many sins. Through one sin death reigns over all; yet all who 
are justified will reign in life through Christ. As by one sin all 
have been condemned, so by Christ's death all are to be so far 
justified as to live. By the sin of Adam all are constituted sinners; 
by the death of Christ all are constituted just. 

Comment 

5. Adam and Christ contrasted. 5:12-21 

Since the subject of sin had been introduced along with its re- 
sults, Paul now thought it only logical to offer the explanation of 
the existence of sin, and at the same time show how Christ completely 
answered every need man incurred through sin. The facts presented 
concerning Adam and his part in the circumstances must have been 
common knowledge to the Jew. The Jew must have known from 
ages past that "through one man sin entered into the world." John tells 
us that "sin is lawlessness" (A. R. V.), or the "transgression of law is 
sin" (K. J. V. I Jn. 3:4). God gave a law to Adam. He said, "Of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and evil thou shalt not eat of it." 
(Gen, 2:17a). Adam, through the influence of his wife, transgressed 
this law and thus sin entered the world. Where there is no penalty 
there is no power in the law; hence we find Jehovah not only giving 
a law, but also pronouncing punishment for disobedience— "for in 
the day thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely die." (Ge. 2: 17b). Hence 
we see the twofold result of Adam's act— sin and death, 

Now we come to those few words that have occasioned so much 
discussion and controversy. Here they are; read them carefully 
and think upon them as we make a few observations. ". . . and so 
death passed unto all men for that all sinned . . ." The literal trans- 
lation of Moses E. Lard is good: ". . . and thus it (death) spread to 
all men, because all sinned." What is the death spoken of? It must 
surely be the same type of death associated with Adam, for it is so 
used in this verse. The same death that Adam suffered is the death 
that spread to all men. What type of death then did Adam suffer? 
The only death spoken of in the life and experience of Adam was the

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cessation of physical life described in Gen, 5: 5 where it says, ". . , and 
he died." While it is probably true that Adam also died spiritually, the 
subject of physical or natural, death is the main one under discussion 
in this passage. We hope to clear this up by further study. Until then 
please keep it in mind. 5: 12a 

How can it be explained that Adam did not die "in the day" that 
he first sinned? The first answer is that he did begin to die then for 
he was cut off from the tree of life. Corruption and enf eeblement 
of his body immediately resulted which ultimately brought death. 
The second is that he was granted an extension of life because of the 
promise of God (Gen. 3:15) concerning the death, burial and resur- 
rection of Jesus, which as we shall see counteracted the physical 
death resulting from Adam's sin. 

Adam suffered physical death for this one sin of his and this death 
"spread to all men, because all sinned." When and how did all men 
sin so as to bring death into every life? Is death the result of the wilful 
sin in the life of eaCh individual? Surely not, for how then can we 
account for the death of babies who have no reasoning power and 
are not yet responsible? The only explanation seems to lie in the fact 
that when Adam sinned all men sinned also. McGarvey says: 
". . . one act of sin brought sentence of condemnation unto death 
upon all because all were in sinful Adam as their forefather, thus 
snaring his act." Moses E. Lard said, God decreed beforehand that if 
Adam sinned, both he and all his posterity should die." Thus we see 
according to the justice of God how the sentence: of death passed to 
all men. Though God has not clearly revealed just why Adam's de- 
scendants had to die for his one sin, the following statements may 
throw a little light on the answer. The answer seems to be based on 
this one fact, that at the time of Adam's sin he had no children. Had 
the full death penalty been inflicted upon Adam and Eve in the day of 
their sin, their descendants would have effectively received the pen- 
alty also seeing that they (the descendants) would thus have been 
denied the chance to live at all. Thus, because God's justice would .. 
have extended to both Adam and his posterity, also must God's mercy 
in lengthening Adam's life extend to his offspring in giving them a 
limited physical life. There also was given to man the opportunity 
to counteract his personal sin and to receive eternal life after death 
by availing himself of God's pardon and all the benefits of the prom- 
ise (Gen. 3:15) fulfilled. 5:12b*

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After Adam's sin until the law of Moses, sin as a transgression of 
God's will was in the world. There were laws of sacrifice (consider 
Cain and Abel) and there was a law against murder (Gen. 9:6) and 
also other laws of right and wrong. (Gen. 26: 5). If there had been no 
law the people of this period could not be held responsible before 
God for their deeds. That the people of this period sinned personally 
as well as in Adam is evident, 5:13 

"Nevertheless" (in spite of their personal sins) they all died. Their 
personal sins had nothing to do with the fact that physical death at 
some time overtook each of them. They died even though they had 
not sinned as Adam did. The natural consequence of Adam's sin both 
to him and his posterity was physical death. Though for some sins 
men might be put to death at the hands of society, such a death is not 
a natural result of their sin as is death from Adam's sin. Since, then, 
there was no law (and still is none), the breaking of which would 
bring physical death, we can see that it would be impossible to sin 
just as Adam did. Their sin which did bring death to them was unlike 
Adam's in that they sinned in him and were not personally respon- 
sible, while Adam was personally responsible. 5:14a 

The last part of verse 14 points out that Adam is a type, "a figure 
of him that was to come," Christ (cp. V. 15b). The comparison and 
contrast of Adam and Christ is not so much a personal likeness or 
unlikeness, but rather a viewing of their respective acts and the con- 
sequences of their acts. The similarity between them is seen only as 
far as the scope or range of their work is equal. Where the scope of 
Christ's work exceeds that of Adam, there is no longer a likeness but 
a contrast. Also a contrast is seen in the nature of the respective 
accomplishments of Adam and Christ. 5: 14b 

*It is interesting to notice that there are three exceptions to the 
statement, "death passed to all men": Enoch (Gen. 5:24), Elijah (II 
Ki, 2:1, 11-12) and the living Christians at the time of Christ's coming 
(I Co. 15:51-52; I Thess. 4: 16-17). 

In verse 15a the work of Adam (his first sin) is referred to as "the 
trespass," and the work of Christ (the benefits of his death, burial and 
resurrection) as "the free gift." The contrast is seen in that "the 
trespass" and "the free gift" are opposite in nature and also in that 
the latter superseded the former. Paul continues on (vs. 15b) to say 
that if because of Adam's one sin physical death came to all, then the

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sacrificial act of Christ not only counteracts physical death but 
"much more." Adam's sin brought physical death to all without any 
hope of a resurrection and still less hope of immorality. Christ by 
His "obedience unto death" redeems all men from physical death by 
accomplishing for them the resurrection of the dead. Thus fair the 
range of their accomplishments are the same; the work of Christ has 
only cancelled the work of Adam. ' 

Now we come to explain the "much more" of verse 15b. Christ's 
accomplishments did not stop at merely cancelling the effect of 
Adam's sin but far superseded it by making available to all a means 
whereby forgiveness of personal sins and eternal life could be ob- 
tained. Christ's act unconditionally accomplished for all the resur- 
rection from the dead which will release them from the penalty of 
their sin in Adam. This, however, is not sufficient, for all have com- 
mitted other sins than the one they committed in Adam, and for these 
there are other punishments beside physical death. Though Adam 
and his descendants will all be freed from physical death there is 
spiritual death with which all must reckon. Here we see the "much 
more" in that the work of Christ surpasses in scope that of Adam by 
bringing release from spiritual death also. Adahi and his offspring 
receive physical death as a result of his one sin. They also receive 
spiritual death as a result of their personal sins. "The free gift" 
counteracts the former unconditionally and the latter conditionally, 
through faith and obedience. Adam's act condemned many to 
physical death. Christ's act rescues all from physical death. Christ's 
act does more; it also saves from spiritual death those who have faith 
in Jesus Christ. 5: 15b 

Further contrast is seen in verse 16. Through Adam's first sin he 
only was condemned to spiritual death. But through "the free gift" 
the "many" personal sins of all who believe and obey Christ are for- 
given. Those who are thus forgiven are justified from their "many 
trespasses" and at the same time saved from spiritual death. Christ's 
death atoned not just for our sin in Adam, which brought physical 
death, but also for our many personal sins, which brought spiritual 
death. 5:16 

In verse 17 the apostle gives us two graphic word pictures. In the 
first, he describes death as a tyrant king reigning over the world 
because of Adam's sin. In the same picture, he also describes those 
who "receive the abundance of grace and the gift of righteousness" 
as kings who "reign in life" because of Jesus Christ. The second pic-

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ture shows how far the effect of the "abundance of grace" and "the 
gift of righteousness" surpasses in scope that of "the trespass." Here 
again we see the words "much more," The thought undoubtedly is 
that in Christ we are not only saved from physical death but also 
from spiritual death, God's grace unconditionally cancels the effect 
of Adam's sin (physical death) in the lives of all. But the "abundance" 
of God's grace cancels the effect of personal sins (spiritual death) in 
the lives of those who will receive it through faith and obedience, 
5:17 

In summary of the previous words, we have verse 18. The inspired 
writer simply says: "through one trespass (Adam's sin) the judgment 
(or we could say "the sentence") came unto all men to condemna- 
tion (that is, all men had to suffer the penalty of the sentence which 
was physical death); contrariwise, even so through the one act of 
righteousness (the death of Christ) the free gift came unto all men 
(the provision of forgiveness in His blood) to justification of life 
(the full result of the free gift)." 

In verse 19 we find the reasons given for the statement made in 
verse 18. In verse 18 we have the plain statement made that sentence 
was passed upon all men and all men died, but that all could live 
through Christ, No reasons were given for these conclusions but now 
we are informed of the circumstances. All die because through the 
disobedience of Adam they were "made" (or constituted) sinners." 
Likewise the many are to be given life because through the obedience 
of the one the many were "made" (or constituted) "righeous." In 
what sense were they sinners and in what sense were they righteous? 
Surely it would be without reason to say that any man had a part in 
the personal guilt of Adam's sin except Adam. The very thought of 
the word "constitute" or "made" has to do with an act not of man 
himself but of an objective accomplishment. If man was to be held 
accountable in a personal way for Adam's sin the text would read, 
"through the one man's disobedience the many ivere siinters", thus 
placing the guilt upon them and suggesting personal participation and 
responsibility, Again the same reasoning used to show personal guilt 
or responsibility in Adam's sin would provide universal salvation with 
no personal effort on the part of man. If through the one act of dis- 
obedience all men had a personal participation in that act without 
any act of volition upon their part at all, then through "the second 
Adam's" act of obedience all men could and would be saved or con- 
stituted righteous with no act of choice upon their part. This is a 
parallel and such would have to be the conclusion. The only pos-

5:20-21. But when Adam was allowed to live, law secretly entered 
into the world as the rule of man's conduct* even the law written on 
his heart, so that the offence hath abounded. However, where sin 
hath abounded, through the entrance of law, the goodness of God 
in the new covenant hath superabounded, through the gift, of par- 
don granted to all penitent believers: > 

21 That as sin* both original and actual, hath tyrannized over man- 
kind by introducing and continuing death in the world, with its train 
of sorrows and miseries; so also the goodness of God might reign, 
that is effectually exercises its power, through righteousness, (ver. 
16.), even the righteousness of faith, followed with eternal life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Summary 

The law entered that sin might increase. But the law did not in- 
crease sin by creating it. It increased it merely by discovering to men 
certain acts as sins, which before they had not known to be sins. But 
the more sin thus increased, the more favor to those committing it 
abounded. Sin* like a monster, reigned formerly and still reigns un- 
naturally in death. Favor, on the contrary, now reigns chiefly through 
or by means of justification. Hereafter, it will reign in and through 
eternal life. 
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Comment 

This whole section has discussed but one thought: the analogy of 
Christ and Adam. The Jew had ever before his mind "the law", so 
Paul answers the question of the Jewish mind and shows the relation 
of the law to this circumstance. Sin entered the world and the results 
of sin immediately followed. Now, in addition to sin and its results, 
the law came. For what purpose was it given? Well, we have been 
discussing sin, so what relation does the law have to sin? It came that 
"the trespass might abound." It came, not to cause men to sin, but to 
emphasize the sinfulness of transgression and to lay before the mind 
and conscience of man many more prohibitions or laws, the violation 
of which would be sin. In stepping across God's law, man did sin, and 
after the giving of the law sin surely did abound in the number of 
violations. Thus did the law cause the trespass to abound. "But where 
sin did abound grace did abound more exceedingly." Thus does the 
apostle point out the answer of God through Christ to man's sin. (In 
this case it was most especially pointed out to those under the law.) 
5:20 

Once more the view of the two kings is brought to our attention. 
This time it is the personification of "sin" and "grace." Sin could 
occupy the throne of the world and hold sway over each individual 
upon the earth, for into his hand had been given the power of death, 
This sentence had been pronounced upon every man; thus were all 
his slaves. But there is another king, "King Grace." In his scepter he 
holds the power of "righteousness", which means that God has pro- 
vided to free man from the guilt of Adam's sin and to deliver him 
from physical death; yes, much more, to free man from his personal 
sins and deliver him from spiritual death into eternal life. This king 
(King Grace) reigns only because of Jesus Christ our Lord; yes, he 
reigns "through" him. 5:21

6: 1-11. We who have declared the malignity of sin in killing men, 
what do we say when we teach the superabounding of grace? Do 
we say, Let us continue in sin, that grace may abound in our pardon? 

2 No. We who have died by sin corporally and spiritually, can we 
hope to live eternally by continuing in it? The thing is impossible, 
Unless the nature of God arid of sin were changed. 

3 Our baptism teaches us, that we have died by sin. For are ye 
ignorant, that so many of us as have by baptism become Christ's 
disciples, have been baptized into the likeness of his death, (ver. 5.) 
have been buried under the water, as persons who, like Christ, have 
been killed by sin? ver. 10. 

4 Besides, we have been buried together, with Christ by baptism, 
into the likeness of his death, (ver, 5.), to teach us this other lesson, 
that though we have been killed by sin, (ver. 6), yet like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the power of the Father, to live for- 
ever, (ver. 9), even so we also, by the same power, shall enjoy a new 
and never-ending life in heaven with him. 

5 For seeing Christ and we have been planted together in baptism, 
in the likeness of his death as occasioned by sin, certainly, by being 
raised out of the water of baptism, we are taught that we shall be also 
planted together in the likeness of his resurrection. 

6 Ye know this also to be signified by baptism; that our old cor- 
rupt nature was crucified together with him, that the body, with its 
affections and lust's, (Gal. v. 24), which sin has seized, might be 
rendered inactive, in order that we may not any longer as slaves 
serve sin in the present life. 

7 Sin has no title to rule you; for, as the slave who is dead is freed 
from his master, he who hath been put to death by sin is freed from 
sin.

Summary 

We are not to continue in sin that favor may abound. On the con- 
trary, as we died to sin before our immersion, it would be incon- 
sistent to still live in it now. By being immersed into Christ we were 
immersed into his death, and so were buried with him; and as he rose 
to live a new life, so we also, being risen like him, are to live in new- 
ness of life. We became united with Christ by being buried with him; 
and we are to remain united with him by doing as he does, not living 
our former, but a new life. We were crucified with Christ in order 
to render inactive our sinful bodies, and this is to the end that we 
might not serve sin. As we died with Christ and rose with him, so 
we must now live like him— we must live a new life free from sin, 
Christ being raised from the dead, is to die no more; and so with us. 
We have died to sin once, and this must be the end of our dying. In 
order to this we must sin no more. In dying, Christ died to sin 
once for all, but now lives to God; so our death to sin must be a 
finality; we must now constantly live to God, and consequently com- 
mit no more sin. 

Comment 

1. Objection as to the Abundance of Grace. 6: 1-14 

The Objection stated. From what Paul had said about sin and 
grace ("where sin did abound grace did abound more exceedingly") 
it would seem to some that they would be encouraged to go on sin- 
ning.

The apostle is horrified at such a suggestion. He cries out, "God 
forbid." Then follow the reasons for the denial. 6: 2a 

The whole answer to this objection is associated either directly or 
indirectly with the true meaning of baptism. Note: 

a. We cannot continue in sin any more than a corpse could con-

tinue in its former life. Just as the . dead man has died to his former 
life, so we have died to sin. Just as he cannot live any longer in his 
former life because of his death, we cannot live any longer in sin 
because of our death. This condition was brought about by our belief 
and repentance preceding our baptism. 6:2b 

b. Then follow comments upon that act that brought about our 
separation from sin. Since the thought of death to sin in repentance 
and the separation from sin in baptism were always so closely asso- 
ciated (cp. Acts 2:38; 3:19) the author places this comment in a self 
explanatory question. Being baptized, we were baptized "into Christ" 
and at the same time baptized "into his death." This gives abundant 
reason for not continuing in sin. Not only have we died to sin through 
our repentance, but in our baptism we have become identified with 
Christ in his death. The thought of the impossibility of a dead man 
still manifesting life is developed from a twofold position: (1) our 
death to sin; (2) our union through baptism with Christ's death. 6:3 

c. We find next a description of that act in which we came into 
the death of Christ. How did we find union with Christ? How did 
we become associated in his death? The answer is by being buried 
with him through baptism into his death. But that is not all, for even 
as Christ did not remain in the tomb, but was raised by "the glory of 
the Father" to that new life, even so, we who have met his death in 
baptism and have thus been buried with him must also be raised to 
walk in a new life. Here we see a further reason for not continuing 
in sin. How could we think of continuing in sin following our burial 
and resurrection any more than Christ could have continued in his 
former life following his burial and resurrection? The fifth verse 
expresses this very thought: "For if we have become united with him 
in the likeness of his death, (this has been thoroughly described) we 
shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection." (In other words, we 
are to follow Christ in this point also; even as Christ's life was not 
the same after his resurrection, so ours is to be "like" his. Following 
our resurrection from the waters of baptism we are to live and walk 
in a resurrected life.) 6:4-5 

d. Verse six carries a word picture of what has already been said. 
"Our old man" so often spoken of as "the animal nature," or as Paul 
calls it, "the flesh," has been nailed to the cross. When we were being 
immersed we were thereby signifying that we had died to sin and 
were now being buried. In the act of baptism we came into his cruci- 
fixion. This was carried out for the purpose of nullifying "the body

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of sin" or "the flesh" so we could be given freedom from the bond- 
age in which we were held by the animal nature, The method of 
attaining the crucifixion of self and thus being released from the 
bondage of the flesh is by way of faith and repentance before baptism, 
and repentance and prayer following baptism. This all, of course, 
presents a further reason for not continuing in sin, for if the whole 
purpose of our salvation was to free us from the bondage of sin, 
through self, we would be defeating the very economy of God to 
continue in sin, The final word of proof on this point is offered in the 
seventh verse which speaks of a legal fact. There can be no legal 
claims made on a man who is dead; his death has released him from 
any such claims. Just so with the Christian and sin, since he is dead, 
sin can lay no claim to him; through his death he is free from its 
power. 6:6-7 

e. "But if we died with Christ, we believe that we shall also live 
with him" (v. 8). It must be kept in mind that the apostle is still 
answering the objection. He has beautifully portrayed our death 
with Christ, and in this portrayal we saw many reasons why we could 
not continue in sin. Now he adds one further thought, and that is 
that if we were "in Christ" when he died, surely we would be in him 
when he arose; hence we must live like him, like he now is in his 
resurrected state. Being "in Christ" means something; it means living 
as a transformed "new creature in Christ Jesus." 6; 8 

f. A parallel is formed in the next three verses which serves to 
illuminate, illustrate and enlarge what has just been said. We have 
been told that when Christ died and arose again we were "in him" 
and thus were to participate in the benefits of his death (by our re- 
pentance and baptism) and to walk in the glories of the resurrected 
life. Notice now the description given of his death and resurrection. 
See the completeness of his death; behold the glories of his victory 
over the grave. Well, Christians of Rome, your death to sin is to be 
like his death. He died unto sin "once"; even so, you are not to fall 
back into sin and then have to die all over again. And your new life 
is to be like his: "the life that he liveth he liveth unto God." vs. 11

Let Us describe what happens when we continue in sin. Our 
members become instruments in the hands of Satan.

Summary 

We are not to allow sin to reign in our bodies by obeying bodily 
desires. Nor must we use our members in the service of sin; but, as 
persons alive from the dead, we must be devoted to God, and use 
our members as instruments in exclusively working righteousness. 
Sin is not to lord it over us in the end, by having us condemned, for 
we are now under favor, and will be forgiven, and not under law 
which knows no forgiveness. 

Comment 

Yes, brethren, "even so reckon ye also yourselves to be dead unto 
sin (in repentance and baptism) but alive unto God (through the new 
life begotten within you) in Christ Jesus." 6:12 

g. In the last two verses of this section we find the conclusion to 
the whole matter of continuing in sin. Reasons have been given for 
not living in sin, so the inspired writer feels free to say, "Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mortal body that ye should obey the lusts 
thereof." Sin in this verse is personified as a tyrant reigning in and 
through the body of man. This tyrant has certain lusts or desires, and 
we will surely fulfill them. Next we see the weapons that King Sin 
129. Give the sixth reason as found in vs. 9-12. 
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reigning in our bodies uses to further his kingdom of darkness. His 
weapons are none other than the members of our own bodies: our 
hands, our feet, our tongues, etc. But away with this thought! We 
have died out to sin; we have dethroned sin and have placed Jesus 
on the throne of our hearts; we are alive unto God and therefore we 
will present the members of our bodies as his weapons to be used in 
the battle against sin and for righteousness. The last triumphant 
thought is that sin will not finally be the victor. Even though we do 
yield to Satan from time to time, we can be forgiven, for we are not 
governed by law (which would demand absolute obedience) but by 
grace which offers forgiveness to those who fall through temptation. 
Thus we know that if we are faithful to Christ, on that last day when 
the books are balanced, we will be the victors over sin because of 
the grace bestowed upon us in Christ. 6: 13-14

Paraphrase 

6: 15-23. What then do we teach? That we will sin, because we are 
not under law but under grace? By no means. Our account of law 
and grace demonstrates, that we cannot possibly teach any such doc- 
trine, 

16 This however we say, that even under the gospel ye may 
be the slaves of sin or of righteousness, as ye choose: only ye should 
consider, that to whatsoever master ye make yourselves slaves to 
give him obedience, ye are his slaves whom ye obey, and must be 
contented both with his work and with his wages, whether it be of 
iin, whose service ends in death, or of the obedience of faith, whose 
service ends in righteousness. 

17 By thus speaking, I do not insinuate that ye have made your- 
selves slaves to sin; on the contrary, I thank God, that although 
formerly ye were the slaves of sin, ye have willingly obeyed the 
mould of doctrine into which ye were cast at your baptism: 

18 And that being set free from the slavery of sin by your faith, 
ye have voluntarily become the slaves of righteousness, whom there- 
fore ye ought to obey. 

19 I speak according to the customs of men respecting slaves, on 
account of the weakness of your understanding in spiritual matters, 
that I may give you a just idea of the influence which sinful lusts

have had over you formerly, and of the influence which holy affec- 
tions ought now to have. Wherefore, as in your unbelieving state 
ye presented your members servile instruments to unclean affections, 
and to unjust desires, to work wickedness; so now present your 
members servile instruments to righteousness, to work holiness. 

20 To devote yourselves to the service of righteousness, without 
serving sin at all, is reasonable: For when ye were slaves of sin, ye 
were free men as to righteousness; ye gave no obedience to righteous- 
ness. 

21 And what advantage did ye then reap from those base actions 
with which ye served sin, and of which ye are now ashamed? In- 
stead of being profited, ye have been hurt by them; for the reward 
of all such things is death eternal. 

22 But now being set free from sin, both in respect of its power 
and punishment, and having become the servants of God, your state 
is entirely changed; ye are real free men, and ye have holiness as your 
service, and, as the reward thereof, everlasting life. 

23 For the wages which sin gives to its slaves is eternal death; but 
the gracious gift which God bestows on his servants is everlasting 
life; a reward gratuitously bestowed through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Summary 
It is not true that we may sin because under favor, and not under 
law. We are to sin in no case and for no end. If we attempt to serve 
sin we become slaves to it, and in the end will be condemned to eter- 
nal death; but, on the other hand, if we are obedient to Christ, the 
effect will be release from all our sins. Though formerly sinners, we 
have now sincerely obeyed the gospel; and the consequence is. free- 
dom from all sins. Being thus freed, we are now living in holiness. 
When slaves to sin we were, in a sense, free from righteousness; and 
so now, being servants to righteousness, we are free from sin. We 
owe it nothing, and cannot serve it. Indeed as we derived no benefit 
from our former sins, it would be manifest folly to return to them 
again. The end would be death, and by this we must be restrained. 
But we can no longer serve sin; for we are now servants of God, and 
are living holy lives. We cannot serve both. The result of serving 
God will be everlasting life, which we cannot afford to forfeit. The 
end of serving sin is eternal death. 

Comment 

2. Objection Concerning Freedom from the Law. 6:15-7:6 

Objection Stated: Since you have said we are not under law (6: 14) 
but under the favor of God, what is to restrain us from continuing 
in sin? 
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The soundness of this thought is repudiated (vs. 15). Then follow 
the reasons for the disavowal: 

a, Reason Number One. 6:16-19 

(1) The first answer to the objection is found in verses 16 through 
19. The thought of this answer is, "Shall we continue in sin simply 
because we are free from the law, continue in unrighteousness be- 
cause we are now living under the covenant of God's grace? God 
forbid." Do you realize the application of a very well known fact 
to this situation? You are acquainted with the fact that when you 
become a bond-servant of another that you are bound to your master. 
When you obey, you are obeying your master. In a very real sense 
you belong to this man and as long as you remain in his service and 
obey him you are his property. Well, now, apply this thought to sin. 
If you obey the lusts or desires of sin are you not then a bondservant 
to sin? Remember too, that if the master of any slave were to suffer 
any disaster the slave suffers with him, If the master were to move 
the slave would move with him; they abide together in whatever 
place the master occupies. Now think a moment: what is the end of 
Satan and sin? You know it is the lake of fire, the second death. If 
you are then the slave of sin, what will be your final end? If on the 
other hand you choose not to obey sin but rather to obey Christ you 
will be given the end of obedience to him, i.e., justification here 
and eternal life hereafter, 6:16 

(2) "But thanks be to God" this is not the situation at all (giving 
the persons addressed the greatest benefit of the doubt) , for the pic- 
ture I have just drawn is a portrayal of your former condition and 
action. You were one time indeed the bondservants to sin, yet you 
escaped this bondage by dying out to sin and being baptized for the 
remission of your sins. Yes, you became obedient from the heart to 
that form of teaching of which we have just been speaking (6: 1-4); 
and thus having become free from sin you have become bondservants 
to righteousness. Just as your bondservice to sin was a voluntary 
service, so is your righteousness. 6: 17, 18 

(3) "I have used words which describe the everyday things of 
your life in metaphorically portraying this spiritual truth," so says 
the apostle. "But I have only done so because you in your present 
state of weakness in comprehending spiritual matters would not have 
understood it if I spoke to you in any other way." 6: 19a

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(4) One final word in this answer comes from the. apostle. Still 
using the metaphor of the slave, Paul says: "As you formerly came to 
the tyrant sin and offered him your hands, your feet, your mind, as 
his servants to be used in acts and thoughts of uncleanness and iniq- 
uity, so now come to Christ and present these same members as his 
servants in acts of righteousness to the end that you may be holy. 
In so doing, you will be set aside as God's possession." 6: 19b 

b. Reason Number Two. 6:20-23 

(1) While yet maintaining the thought of the relationship of a 
slave to his master, Paul introduces another reason why freedom from 
the law does not give license for sin. He suggests this thought: "It is 
true that while you Were living in sin you were free from any obli- 
gation to live a rigjiteous-life. (I see by your thinking that you would 
fain return to that position and yet have the hope provided by 
Christ.) Yet, what pleasure did you derive from your life of sin? 
Did it yield any peaceable fruit? In participating in those things of 
which you are now ashamed, did Satan give you any real satisfac- 
tion? The answer is self-evident. And after all, the end of such re- 
bellion is eternal death. 20, 21 

(2) But now let us lift our eyes from our past and look at the 
present. We are free from sin and are servants of God. What fruit 
do we have in this service? Ah, yes, the blessed fruit of sanctifica- 
tion, the benefits of a Christian that are to be found in the sanctified 
or holy life he lives. All of those elements of character that come as a 
result of living wholeheartedly for Christ are the fruit of holiness. 
cf. 6:1-5; II Pe. 1:5-8. The end of this life of joy and peace is eternal 
life. 6:22 

(3) How true it is in viewing the whole subject of living in and 
for sin that "the wages of sin is death." After we, have faithfully 
served sin and Satan, suffering all the time under the galling yoke, 
we will finally be paid for our service with eternal death. But the 
"free gift" of God, not something for which we must work, no, 
"not by works" but the "free gift" freely bestowed, is eternal life. 
But this gift is only given through Jesus Christ and in obedience to 
him. 6:23 

We cannot continue in sin even if we are delivered from the law, 
for a life of sin pays off with eternal death.

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Text 
7:1-6, Or are ye ignorant, brethren (for I speak to men who 
know the law), that the law hath dominion over a man for so long 
time as he liveth? 2 For the woman that hath a husband is bound by- 
law to the husband while he liveth; but if the husband die, she is dis- 
charged from the law of the husband. 3 So then if, while the hus- 
band liveth, she be joined to another man, she shall be called an adul- 
teress: but if the husband die, she is free from the law, so that she 
is no adulteress, though she be joined to another man. 4 Wherefore, 
my brethren, ye also were made dead to the law through the body 
of Christ; that ye should be joined to another, even to him who was 
raised from the dead, that we might bring forth fruit unto God, 
5 For when we were in the flesh, the sinful passions, which were 
through the law, wrought in our members to bring forth fruit unto 
death. 6 But now we have been discharged from the law, having died 
to that wherein we were held; so that we serve in newness of the 
spirit, and not in oldness of the letter.

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Paraphrase 

7: 1-6. Ye Jews think the law of Moses is of perpetual obligation; 
but know ye not, brethren, (for I speak to them who know law), 
that the law of Moses, as the law of God's temporal kingdom among 
the Jews, hath dominion over a man only so long as he liveth; its 
obligation being that of a marriage? . ■ 

2 For a woman who hath an husband, is bound by the law of mar- 
riage (Gen. ii. 21-24) to her husband while he liveth: but if her hus- 
band die she is loosed from the law of marriage, which bound her to 
her husband, and hindered her from marrying any other man. 

3 So then such a women shall be reputed, both by God and man, 
an adulteress, if, while her husband liveth, she, be married to another 
husband: but if her husband die, she is freed from that law which 
bound her to her husband, and hindered her to marry any other 
man; so that she is no adulteress, though, after his death, she be mar- 
ried to another husband. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, since marriages are dissolved by the 
death of either of the parties, ye Jews, who were married to God 
as your king, and thereby were bound to obey the law of Moses, are 
loosed from that marriage and law, because ye also, as well as the 
Gentiles, (chap. vi. 6), have been put to death by the curse of the 
law in the person of Christ, that ye may be married to another, even 
to him who died for you, but is now raised from the dead; and that 
we should bring forth fruit to God. 

5 Besides, the law of Moses never was intended as the rule of our 
justification; for when we were the subjects of God's temporal 
kingdom, the sinful inclinations which we had under the law, 
wrought effectually in the members, both of our soul and body, to 
bring forth such evil actions as, by the curse of that law, subjected 
us to death without mercy. 

6 But now we Jews are loosed from the law of Moses, having died 
with Christ by its curse in that fleshly nature by which, as descend- 
ants of Abraham, we were tied to the law, and are placed under the 
law of the gospel; so that we now should serve God in the new man- 
ner of the Gospel, and not in the old manner of the law. 

Summary 

The law rules over a man so long as he lives. As an example, take 
the married woman. She is bound by law to her husband while he 
lives. As proof that she is thus bound, if while her husband is alive, 
she marries another man she will act the adulteress. But when her 
husband dies she is released from the law which bound her to him. 
If she then marries she is no adulteress. And so you, my brethren, 
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died to the law by the body of Christ when he died. You thus be- 
came released from the law, and consequently are at liberty to obey 
the risen Savior. When we were under the flesh, which we were be- 
fore we obeyed the gospel, those sinful desires which are discovered 
to be such by the law, worked in us to produce fruit to death. But 
we are now released from the law, by dying to it, so that at present 
we serve God in a renewed spirit, through the gospel, and not in the 
old fashion prescribed in the law. 

c. Reason Number Three. 7:1-6 

Comment 

(1) Paul felt that he had established this premise in the minds of 
all Jews who would be honest in their consideration of what he had 
said. But to seal the argument beyond a word of retaliation, he strikes 
upon his readers' minds the truth that in the law was found the 
very principle for which he was pleading. Notice his words: "Or are 
ye ignorant, brethren (for I speak to men who know the law) , that 
the law hath dominion over a man for so long time as he liveth?" 
There is the principle. Then follows the illustration of this principle. 
The illustration given is that of a woman who, while married, is 
bound by the law to her husband, but if the husband dies she is free 
from the law that bound her to him. Now, of course, if she were to 
marry another while her husband lived she would be called an 
adulteress, but not so if she were to marry after her husband's death. 
7:1-3 

(2) "Well," answers the Jew, "how does that apply to the objec- 
tion I have raised? How does that demonstrate that although we are 
free from the law we cannot continue in sin?" Ah, yes, here is the 
wonderful application, that at the same time we were released from 
the law through the death of Christ (cp. Col. 2:13-16), we were 
joined to another, even to him who was raised from the dead. While 
we were married to the law, Paul says that we were bound to obey it 
because of the responsibilities of the married state, and now that we 
are married to Christ we are equally bound to obey him. In our 
obedience to him we will "bring forth fruit unto God." 7:4 

Continue in sin? How can we while we are joined in spiritual 
marriage to Jesus Christ? 

(3) Speaking of our bearing fruit unto God in our new marriage, 
contrariwise, we can look back to our old marriage and remember 
the wicked desires of Satan, coupled with a yielding of our wills. This

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transgression of God's will only resulted in, the fruit of death. 7:5 

(4) "But now we have been discharged from the law." How did 
this take place? The answer is found in the fact that we were in 
Christ when he died, and since he in his death blotted out the law, 
we too have thus died with him to the law. In coming into Christ we 
are delivered from the bondage of the law. We now serve God with 
a renewed spirit, a spirit made new by God's Spirit indwelling our 
bodies. We do not serve God in the old letter of the Mosaic law, but 
by the renewed spirit of a Christian. 7:6

tion) and eternal life hereafter, vs. 22 

(3) The wages of a life of sin is eternal death, but the free gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. vs. 23

(1) It is a well known fact of the law that a woman is bound 
to the man she marries as long as her husband lives, You 
were once married to the law; the law died in the body of 
Christ, so you are free from the law.

this time your husband is Christ. Continue in sin? How 
can we while joined in spiritual marriage to Christ Jesus?

(2) While in this new state, we are to bring forth fruit, not 
unto Satan as in times past, but unto God. vs. 5 

(3) We serve God now, not like we did once, from the letter, 
but from our spirits, vs. 6

7:7-12. What shall we say then? Is the law sin? God forbid. How- 
beit, I had not known sin, except through the law: for I had not 
known coveting, except the law had said, Thou shalt not covet: 8 
but sin, finding occasion, wrought in me through the command- 
ment all manner of coveting; for apart from the law sin is dead. 9 
And I was alive apart from the law once: but when the command- 
ment came, sin revived, and I died; 10 and the commandment, which 
was unto life, this I found to be unto death: 11 for sin, finding oc- 
casion, through the commandment beguiled me, and through it slew 
me. 12 So that the law is holy, and the commandment holy, and 
righteous, and good.

Paraphrase 

7:7-12. What then do I say when I affirmed, ver. 5. that, under the 
law, our sinful passions wrought in our members to bring forth 
fruit unto death? Do I say that the law is a bad institution? By no 
means. Nay, I could not have known sin in its extent and demerit, 
unless through law. For even strong desire of things sinful, I could 
not have known to be sin punishable with- deaths unless the law of 
Moses had said, thou shalt not covet. 

8 But I say that sin, taking opportunity under the law to kill me 
by its curse, wrought effectually in me the strongest desire of things 
forbidden, and thereby subjected me to death, (ver. 5) For without 
the law, sin is dead; hath no power to kill the sinner. 

9 Accordingly, I was in my own imagination entitled to life, while 
without the knowledge of law formerly: but when the command- 
ment, with its curse, came to my knowledge in their full extent, sin, 
which I fancied had no existence in me, lived again, and I died by 
the curse. 

10 And so the commandment written on the hearts of men, and 
published in the law of Moses, which was intended for giving life, the 
same was found by me, in my present state, to be the occasion of 
death. 

1 1 For as law neither remedies the weakness of human nature, nor 
subdues its evil appetites, sin, taking opportunity while Iwas under 
the commandment to kill me, deceived me into the commission of 
evil actions by its specious allurements, and through the command- 
ment slew me. 

12 Wherefore,- the law indeed, as it restrains us from sin by the 
fear of punishment, is holy even in its curse, and the moral com- 
mandment is holy, and just, and good. 
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Summary 
The law is neither sinful nor the cause of sin. On the contrary, sin 
becomes known by the law. As proof, I had never known desire to 
be sin, but for the precept of the law forbidding it. But so soon as 
the precept was given, sin took advantage of the circumstance to 
work up desire in me, the very thing the law forbade; and thus I 
fell under the condemnation of the law. Without law sin is dead or 
powerless to kill. Accordingly, before the law I was alive or uncon- 
demned, but when the precept came I broke it. Thus sin arose, and for 
it I was condemned to die. It was in this way that a precept which 
was designed for life turned out to end in death. The law then is not 
sin; but is holy in all its parts. 

Comment 

a. The Objection Stated: Since it is so desirable to be released from 
the law, is the law a form of sin? 7:7a 

b. The answer is given. 7: 7b- 12 

The apostle, in this instance as in the former two, first states the 
objection then immediately denies it. Then follow the reasons for 
his refusal to accept the validity of the objection. 7; 7b 

Since the subjects of sin and law have been brought together, Paul 
takes this opportunity to explain the relationship of the law to sin 
and vice versa. 

(1) His first observation is that although the law of itself is not 
sin, it does make sin known. In other words, it defines sin. As an 
illustration of this thought Paul says, "I would never have known it 
was a sin to covet unless the law had been given. In the law I was 
informed that a condition of covetousness was a condition of sin." 
7:7c 

(2) His second thought is to describe the work of sin (or Satan, 
as sin is here personified) in its relation to the commandment. When 
the commandment was given it afforded an occasion to Satan for 
temptation. Even as Satan took the command of God in the garden 
and, appealing to the power of choice, tempted Eve, so now he comes 
to you and me and says, even as of old, "Yea, hath God said?" 
In the case cited by the inspired writer he would have said: "Yea, 
hath God said, 'Thou shalt not covet'?" Thus when man makes the 
wrong choice, all manner of coveting is given entrance to his heart. 
We can see then indeed that "apart from the law sin (or Satan) is 
dead" or powerless. 7:8

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(3) The third point in this discussion recalls the days of innocent 
childhood, before the demands of the law were comprehended or ere 
the light of reason shone upon its penalties. Regarding his childhood, 
state Paul could truly say, "I was alive (or happy, living in blissful 
unconsciousness of moral responsibility) apart from the law. , But 
when I became conscious of God's demands upon my soul, when I 
understood God's will for my life, no sooner had this taken place, 
than sin (or Satan) came alive and I died." How his death took place 
has already been described. 7:9 

(4) Further describing the work of the commandment: it was 
given to point men to a life in God. But tragic as it may sound, I 
found it to result only in death. It is even as I have already observed, 
that Satan found an occasion through and by the commandment to 
beguile me, even as he in his craftiness did beguile Eve. Thus we see 
that Satan actually used the commandment as a death weapon in his 
hands to slay me. 7 : 1 0-1 1 

(5) So, in conclusion, and in direct answer to your objection, I can 
say that the law is not a form of sin. The commandment bears no 
vestige of sin. "The law is holy, and the commandment holy, and 
righteous, and good." From what I have said, you know the true 
relation of the law and sin. 7:12 

Text 
7:13-25. Did then that which is good become death unto me? 
God forbid. But sin, that it might be shown to be sirt, by working 
death to me through that which is good;— that through the com- 
mandment sin might become exceeding sinful. 14 For we know that 
the law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 15 For that 
which I do I know not: for not what I would, that do I practise; 
but what I hate, that I do. 16 But if what I would not, that I do, 
I consent unto the law that it is good. 17 So now it is no more I 
that do it, but sin which dwelleth in me. 1 8 For I know that in me, 
that is, in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing: for to will is present with 
me, but to do that which is good is not. 19 For the good which I 
would I do not: but the evil which I would not, that I practise. 20 
But if what I would not, that I do, it is no more I that do it, but sin 
which dwelleth in me. 21 I find then the law, that, to me who would 
do good, evil is present. 22 For I delight in the law of God after the 
inward man: 23 but I see a different law in my members, warring 
against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity under 
the law of sin which is in my members. 24 Wretched man that I am! 
who shall deliver me out of the body of this death? 25 I thank God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. So then I of myself with the mind, in- 
deed, serve the law of God; but with the flesh the law of sin.

Paraphrase 

7:13-25. The good law, then, which you praise so much, to me 
hath become the cause of death? I reply, It is by no means the law, 
but sin, which hath become the cause of death to sinners. And God 
hath so appointed it to be, that sin might be seen to work out death 
to sinners, through the good law; that is, that sin might become 
known to all God's subjects, as a thing most exceedingly destructive, 
through the commandment, forbidding it under the penalty of death. 

14 Besides, we know that the law is agreeable to our spiritual part, 
but that I am led by my carnal part, being enslaved to sin. 

107 



7:15-25 ROMANS REALIZED 

15 The spirituality of the law we know; for what evil things in 
an unregenerate state I habitually work, I do not approve: and our 
slavery to sin we know; for I practise not the things which reason 
and conscience incline, but what they hate, that I do. 

16 And if, as often as I obey the law, I do that which reason and 
conscience incline not; by thus condemning these actions, I ac- 
knowledge the law to be good. 

17 Now, therefore, it is not reason and conscience which work 
out these evil actions, but they are wrought out by the sinful inclina- 
tions which prevail in my animal nature. 

18 These evil actions I justly ascribe to the prevalence of fleshly 
appetites: For I know that good is not predominant in me, that is, in 
my flesh. Indeed, to have an inclination to what is good, is easy for 
me, or any one whose conscience is not wholly seared; but to prac- 
tise what is excellent I do not find easy. 

19 Therefore I and others do not the good which reason and con- 
science incline; but the evil which these higher parts of our nature 
are averse to, that we practise; we omit many duties, and commit 
many sins, contrary to the dictates of reason and conscience. 

20 Now if I omit good, and commit evil, contrary to the inclina- 
tion of my reason and conscience, which constitute my higher part, 
it is no more I who practise it, but sin dwelling in my carnal part. 

21 Well then, what experience discovers [reveals] to me, and to 
every one, is, we find, this law in us inclining to do what is excellent, 
that evil lies near at hand; is easy to be practised, being agreeable to 
our strongest passions. 

22 For I am well pleased with the law of God, according to the 
dictates of my inward man, or better self . 

23 Yet I, and all other men, while unregenerated, find in ourselves 
a variety of lusts, whose influence is sO strong and constant that it 
may be called another law in our animal part, warring against the 
law of our mind, and making us abject slaves to the law of sin which 
is in our animal part. 

24 In this miserable situation, having from law no assistance to 
subdue my lusts, nor any hope of pardon, I, in the name of man- 
kind, cry out, O wretched man that I am, who will deliver me from 
the slavery of the body, ending in this death! 

15 Our deliverance from these evils does not Come from the law 
but from the gospel: therefore I thank God, who delivers us through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Being thus delivered, Do I' myself, then, or any delivered person, 
as slaves, still serve with the mind the law of God, by ineffectual ap- 
probations of good and disapprobations of evil, but with the body the 
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law of sin, (ver, 23), performing wicked actions habitually? No, 
as becomes delivered persons, we serve God both with the mind and 
with the body, 

Summary 

Did then a holy law become death to me? No, But sin did, in order 
that by effecting my death by a just law, its true nature might be- 
come known. The law is no source of death, because it is spiritual; 
but I am fleshly, and therefore at times under the dominion of sin. 
As evidence that I am fleshly, and consequently under evil influences, 
I often do what I do not approve, that is, I do wrong, and practise 
what I do not wish to practise. If now I do what I do not approve, 
I agree with the law that it is right; for the law requires just what I 
wish to do, and condemns only what I do not wish to do, Now when, 
under these circumstances, I sin, it is not I alone that of my own ac- 
cord do it, but it is the sinful influences which I am under that im- 
pel me to it. There is no good dwelling in my flesh; for while I can 
wish to do right, I am unable, because of the flesh, to do it, Indeed, 
I find it the rule with me, that whenever I wish to do right, evil is 
present, because the flesh is ever ready to prompt me to do wrong, 
In the inner man I delight in the law of God, but then there is an- 
other law in my members— this strong tendency to sin; and under 
its power I often sin. I am toil-worn in this strife between wishing 
to do right and not doing it, and hating to sin and yet sinning. Who 
shall deliver me from it? Thanks to God, he will, So then with the 
mind at least, I serve the law of God which is the great matter; but 
with the flesh I at times serve the law of sin. 

Comment 
4, Objection as to the law in respect to death. 7: 1 3-25 

a, Objective Stated; "Did then that which is good become death 
unto me?" This, of course, refers to the commandment which is 
called good in verse 1 2b, 

b, Objective answered; God forbid that such a condition should 
exist; no, it does not exist. The answer to this objection entails in 
it some of the same considerations that are found in Paul's answers 
to the law in respect to sin. However, the answers, though neces- 
sarily similar in content, are given to answer two different prob- 
lems. The other problem was the act of sin but this one is in 
regard to the result of sin. 7; 13a 

(I) The first comment is a direct answer to the question, "Who

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brought this spiritual death if the commandment didn't?" It is an- 
swered in the statement: sin, or Satan brought it. If Satan took that 
which was good and used it wrongly, why did God choose such a 
procedure? This reason is that the true evil nature of Satan could 
be shown. So it is that through the use Satan made of the command- 
ment his exceeding wickedness is clearly shown. 7:13b 

(2) When we think of the law Satan used we must confess that it 
is from God, spiritual; but when we examine ourselves we see that 
we are fleshly. Paul says of himself that he is "carnal, sold under sin." 
This we take to mean as an ordinary Christian, not as an apostle; he 
was tempted by Satan through his flesh, and struggle as he would 
against it he could not completely free himself from the bondage in 
which sin, through the flesh, held him. Please remember that he is 
describing here a circumstance to which there is a deliverance 
through Jesus Christ. The extent of the deliverance depends entirely 
upon the willingness of the individual to avail himself of it. 7: 14 

(3 ) In verse 14 the apostle states a condition, that the law is spir- 
itual, but "I" am fleshly. In verses 15-25 he discusses the results of this 
condition. 

(a) "That which I do I approve not." (We render the, word 
"know" as "approve", since it is one translation of the Greek word 
and fits more easily into the sense of the passage.) Here is the skua-: 
tion: I practice not what I wish, but rather I do the very things I 
hate. 7:15 

(b) But of course in doing this if I hate the things I do because 
they are contrary to God's law, I thus consent to the law that it is 
good. 7:16 

(c) So you can see that of myself, as a Christian, I would not do 
these things; hence there must be some other force at work. That 
power is sin (or Satan) which is dwelling in me. (Of course this 
dwelling would only be in the sense that Satan is a spirit and thus 
could associate with our spirits and exert his influence upon our 
flesh.) 7:17 

(d) As a further conclusion to this matter L can see that in me 
alone (apart from Christ), as an individual, a mere creation of the 
dust, there dwells no good thing. It is not that I do not want to do 
right, for I do, but the power to do it just is not there. For when I 
decide to do good, somehow I never get it done; and the evil which

(e) The law says to do good. That is fine; I consent to it and I 
would do it, but evil is present. Why, I delight in the law in my very 
soul; with my spirit I revel in the beauty of God's will; but there is 
another law, or power, or tendency in my flesh, in my nature, or in 
my being, and since the members of my body are directed by my 
mind I can say that this tendency to do evil is a veritable part of my 
members. This tendency, which becomes a lust when excited by 
temptation, wars against the "law of my mind," the desire, the tend- 
ency to do good, of which I have already spoken. Hence there is a 
terrible conflict between the tendency to do evil and the tendency to 
do good. "Wretched man that I am (or as Lard words it, 'Toilworn 
man that I am',) who shall deliver me out of this body of death?" 
What is the body of death? In answer, we might inquire, what body 
was it that was being used by Satan to cause sin and spiritual death? 
Was it not the "body of flesh," the "mortal body" in which sin could 
reign? (6: 12) So then, the cry of Paul is for release, from the power 
of the flesh, a cry for deliverance from the thralldom in which the 
flesh can hold a man. We can see clearly now who caused spiritual 
death. It was not the law, but Satan using the law to beguile man 
through the tendency to sin which is in man's flesh. Is there an an- 
swer? Is there a deliverer? Yes, thank God, Jesus Christ our Lord 
can effect our deliverance. He can release us from spiritual death. 
He can through his Spirit give us victory over the flesh. The extent 
of this victory is dependent solely Upon the willingness of the Chris- 
tian to give himself, body, soul and spirit, into the hands of Christ. 
We can indeed say that only by a denial of self, coupled with a com- 
mitment of our bodies as a "living sacrifice," can we hope to be 
delivered from the power of Satan through the flesh. 7:21-25a 

(f) In review of" the whole situation, we have the words of Paul: 
"So then I of myself with the mind, indeed, serve the law of God. 
I of myself apart from any thought of the power of Christ, I of my 
natural self as a Christian, assent to the worthiness of obedience to 
the law of God, but with the flesh the law of sin. There is also with 
me "the flesh," and under the influence of this nature I serve the law 
of sin, or yield to the tendency to sin." This choice is before us and 
we know how to become the conqueror rather than the victim. 7:25b

Ob j ection Answered : 

(1) God forbid. The law of itself brings about the death of no 
one, Satan uses it as an occasion, and through it spiritual 
death makes its advent, vs. 13-14 

(2) The law is from God, but man is fleshly and through the 
weakness of man's flesh Satan occasions his death. Our spirits 
are willing, but the flesh is weak. This circumstance results 
in great inward pain, and we are moved to cry out, "Who will 
deliver us? " The answer and deliverance comes through 
Christ Jesus, vs. 15-25

8:1-11. Mankind under the new covenant being delivered from 
the curse of the law, there is therefore now no condemnation to 
those Christians who walk not according to the inclinations of their 
flesh, but according to the inclinations of their spirit, enlightened 
and strengthened by the Spirit of God. 

2 We the disciples of Christ are able so to walk, because the law 
of the gospel, which promises eternal life by Jesus Christ, has de- 
livered us from the power of sin in our members, and from the curse 
of death. 
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3 For God sending his own Son is the likeness of sinful men to 
teach us, and of a sin-offering to procure pardon for us, hath de- 
stroyed the power of sin in the flesh, so that it can neither enslave 
nor kill believers, (which is the tiling impossible to be done by the 
precepts and threatenings of the law, because it was weak through 
the corruption of our nature). 

4 This destruction of sin in our flesh God accomplished, that the 
righteousness enjoined in the law of the gospel, (ver. 2) may be ful- 
filled by us, who walk not according to the flesh, the law in our mem- 
bers, (chap. vii. 23), but according to the Spirit, the law of our mind. 

5 Now, they who live according to the flesh, employ themselves 
in enjoying sensual pleasures, and in making provision for these en- 
joyments; and they who live according to the Spirit, employ them- 
selves in the things which reason and conscience dictate: (Gal. 
5:16-26.) 

6 But whatever wicked men may think, the minding of the body, 
to the neglect of the soul, is eternal death; and the minding of the 
soul, is the road to eternal life. 

7 The minding of the body to the neglecting of the soul, will be 
justly punished with death: First, Because to mind the body in th" 
manner, is enmity against God; secondly, Because this temper of 
mind is not subject to the law of God, neither indeed can be; it is 
actual rebellion against God. 

8 Wherefore, they who live after the flesh cannot be the objects 
of God's favor, in any dispensation whatever. 

9 Now ye live not to the flesh, but to the Spirit, because the 
Spirit of God dwells in you. But if any one have not the Spirit of 
Christ dwelling in him, and forming him into the temper and be- 
havior of Christ, whatever such a person's profession may be, he is 
none of Christ's disciples. 

10 And if the Spirit of Christ be in you, the body, with its lusts, 
which formerly governed you, (chap. vii. 18), will certainly be dead 
with respect to sin; but the spirit, your rational powers, will be alive, 
or vigorous, with respect to righteousness. 

1 1 For, if the Spirit of him who raised up Jesus from the dead 
abide in you by his influences, he who raised up Christ from the 
dead, will make even your dead bodies, (ver. 10), your animal pas- 
sions, together with the members of your mortal bodies, alive, that 
is, subservient to the spiritual life, through his Spirit who dwelleth in 
you. 
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Summary 

There is no condemnation' to them that are in Christ, for by him the 
gospel freed me, when I first became obedient to it, from the law of 
sin and death. This the law could not possibly dd, because of its weak- 
ness through the flesh. But what was impossible for the law, God 
did, by sending his Son into the world in a body of human flesh, and 
as a sin-offeringl Moreover in this body he condemned all sin com- 
mitted under influence of the flesh, by showing that such influence 
can be resisted. He came as a sin-offering that the justification of the 
law, remission of sins, might be accomplished in us who live not in 
obedience to the flesh, but to the spirit. To live according to the 
flesh is t6 be led by it into sin- to live according to the spirit is to be 
led by it to do right: They that do the former will die; they that do 
the latter shall live. Attending to the flesh is continued hostility to 
God; and he that does it is never obedient to his will; nor can he be 
so long as he thus acts. We are in the spirit, under its control, provid- 
ed the Holy Spirit dwells in us; and if it dwells not in us we are not 
Christ's. If the Holy Spirit dwells in us God will one day make our 
bodies alive by it. 

Comment 
1. Freedom in the Gospel. 8:1-11 
Introductory Remarks ' 

There has been no little discussion over this chapter as to whether 
it is a conclusion of the closing remarks of the seventh chapter or a 
conclusion of the whole preceding treatise. It seems to me that both 
thoughts could well be held in viewing this chapter. It develops in a 
wonderful way the thought of deliverance from the bondage of the 
flesh expressed in 7: 24-2 5a, as well as bringing forth a conclusion for 
all that has been said of the power of the gospel over the law and the 
flesh. 

a, "There is therefore now no condemnation to them then that 
are in Christ Jesus." The heart cry of the apostle when he said, 
"Wretched man that I am! Who shall deliver me from the body of 
this death?" was answered in the deliverance provided by God 
through Jesus Christ. So now he can say while considering this happy 
state, "There is therefore now no condemnation to them that are in 
Christ Jesus." It would be well to point out that to be free from 
condemnation we must first of all be "in Christ Jesus". How this is

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achieved was thoroughly discussed in 6:1-4. And after we are "in 
Christ" we must "abide in him" (Jn, 15:1-12) in order to escape from 
the tragic victory of the flesh over the spirit described in 7:13-25. 
But once we are placed "in Christ" through immersion, and we con- 
tinue in him by denying self daily (Lu. 9:23), truly there is "no 
condemnation." God does not demand sinless perfection, but he does 
demand absolute sincerity. 8:1 

In considering this passage in a broader scope we can say there is 
no condemnation to those who "are in Christ Jesus," in the sense that 
God has provided through the death of his Son an escape from "the 
stroke that was our due," for it fell upon him. Jehovah made him 
our substitute as an offering for sin. 8: 1 

b. Now follow the words of the inspired writer as to how this 
glorious position was achieved. It is like this: "The law of the spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus made me free from the law of sin and death." 
In other words, the gospel (the preaching of the death, burial and 
resurrection of Christ) treed me from the condemnation of the law 
under which I was living. The law was a law of sin, for it gave the 
definition of sin, and also because it became, by the use Satan made 
of it, a means of bringing sin into my life. When I sinned, the penalty 
of death was passed, But it is wonderful to know that all that is lifted 
from my heart; the Son through his gospel has made me free and I am 
free indeed. 8:2 

c. There was only one other provision made by God for man's 
justification. That was the law. If man had kept the law he would 
indeed have stood justified before God, but the law was weak; its 
weakness lay not within itself but in the flesh of man. Man's spirit 
was indeed willing to obey the law, but his flesh was too weak to 
carry out the demands of the law. But our Father of love did not 
leave us to the power of the evil one through the law, for what the 
law could not do the law-giver could, and what he could, this he 
did through sending his Son. We know how it took place; the eternal 
word was made flesh, that is, inhabited a body in which there was as 
much tendency to sin as in any other mortal creation. But this one 
did not only come "in the likeness of sinful flesh," but he came to be 
offered "for sin." He came knowing no sin that he might be made to

Further, in coming in this body of flesh and being tempted in all 
points like as we are tempted, and yet not yielding to Satan's sugges- 
tions, he condemned the idea that because we are "in the flesh" we 
must of a necessity yield to sin.

But back to the thought of how God through Christ did what the 
law could not do. What was the purpose of the law? Was it not 
justification, that man through keeping the law was to be made just 
before God? But this the law failed to accomplish. What the law 
failed to provide, God provided through his Son. "In us" the require- 
ment of the law finds its fulfillment by Jesus Christ. Of course the 
persons discussed are Christians who are to walk according to the 
leading of the Spirit of God. Only by thus continuing in a hfe lived 
unto God can we hope for final justification on the day of judgment. 
8:3-4 

There is a connecting thought between the discussion of verse 
4 and verse 5. The thought of justification is the burden of verse 
4, whereas we find the course of the Christian's life to be the thought 
of verse 5. How are they connected? Simply by realizing that al- 
though we were brought into this glorious position of justification 
at our conversion, we will not finally be acquitted unless we follow 
the life of the spirit. This life of the spirit is discussed in the following 
verses. 

d. The first observation in this life of the spirit that will lead to 
final justification is a perfectly obvious fact. If our spirits are led 
by Satan to go after the flesh then we will be giving our attention to 
the activities of the flesh. (These would be synonymous with the 
"works of the flesh" mentioned in Gal. 5:19). If on the other hand 
we allow Jesus to be the leader and captain of our spirits we will be 
led into the fruitful life of the Christian. There is good reason to 
choose to follow the life of the spirit rather than the life of the flesh, 
for the end of a life of sin is death, but the life led for Christ brings 
peace here and eternal life hereafter. 8:5-6 

The reason God has to be so severe with some persons is found in 
the fact that a mind and heart filled with the desires of the flesh is 
a mind and heart filled with that which is exactly contrary to God's

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will; that person is at enmity with God, and while thus giving 
himself to the lusts of the flesh he is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can he be while so continuing. It is impossible for 
sweet and bitter waters to flow from the same spring. While living 
for the flesh, you may as well know that "you cannot please God." 
8:7-8 

e. "But," remarks the apostle, "this is not your situation for you 
are not following a course of fleshly desire, but rather you are follow- 
ing the dictates of your spirit which has been educated to do God's 
will in Christ. This is true providing the Holy Spirit abides in you, 
for you could not hope to live a life pleasing to God just of yourself 
(Cf. 7: 13-25); hence the Holy Spirit has been sent to strengthen and 
energize your spirit to the end that we might live after the spirit and 
not after the flesh." 8:9a 

f. Here is a plain statement of fact:— To be a Christian we must 
have Christ's spirit or the Holy Spirit. How did we obtain the Holy 
Spirit? Let Peter answer that question for you in Acts 2:38. "And 
Peter said unto them, Repent ye, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ unto the remission of your sins and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Spirit." So it follows we cannot be 
counted as children of God without first obtaining as a gift from 
God the Holy Spirit. And further, that we cannot continue in a life 
pleasing to God without the help of the Holy Spirit. Truly, how 
important does the Comforter become to man! 8:9b 

g. Speaking of the Holy Spirit, Paul now brings to our minds that 
to have the personality of the Holy Spirit, is to have "Christ in us." 
When we examine ourselves in the light of God's Word we find our- 
selves to be temples of the Holy Spirit. We also find that although 
our physical bodies are the sanctuary of God's presence, they never- 
theless must die because of Adam's sin. But our spirits will not die. 
No, they will live eternally with God because of the justification 
provided by Christ. We need not even despair of the loss of our 
physical bodies for "if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwelleth in you, he that raised up Christ Jesus from the dead 
shall give life also to your mortal bodies through his spirit that

15 
For ye received not the spirit of bondage again unto fear; but ye 
received the spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father.

8:12-15. Well then, brethren, having such assistances, we are not 
constrained by the corruptions of our nature to live according to 
the flesh: we may overcome our evil inclinations. 

13 Wherefore, I say a second time, if ye live according to the 
lusts of the flesh, ye shall die eternally; but if, through the Spirit of 
God, (ver. 9) ye put to death the lusts of the body by continually 
restraining them, ye shall live eternally with God. 

14 Because, in every nation, as many as are habitually guided by 
the Spirit of God, these are the sons of God: they partake of his na- 
ture, and are heirs of immortality.

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15 That ye Romans are the sons of God, appears from your dis- 
positions.

Summary

and we have this Spirit, for we received it at our baptism; and in it 
we now cry to him, calling him Father. 

Comment 
2. New Life in Christ. 8:12-17 

a. With the thought of our wonderful deliverance found in Christ 
comes the thought of the new life in Christ. What responsibilities do 
we have as we thus live? Our responsibilities are expressed here in 
the words of Paul: "We are debtors." To what are we debtors? 
We owe nothing to the flesh; we have died out to its bondage. 
We are debtors to the spirit. We know if we live out the desires of 
the flesh we will reap the penalty or wages of sin, which is death. 
But contrariwise, if we, although in the flesh, do not yield to Satan's 
efforts but rather "put to death," by the help of God's Spirit, the 
suggestions and actions of the flesh we can indeed live— live unto 
God. Thus our debt is paid to the spirit. 8: 12-14 

b. The result of such a life lived after the desires of God through 
the Spirit is to make us know that we are sons of God. There is no 
thought here of the Holy Spirit imparting knowledge apart from the 
word to enable man to be led by the Spirit. God leads us through his 
Spirit by the Spirit's word in the sacred scriptures, and by his 
Spirit's leading in providence. 8:14 

c. The Spirit we received was not a spirit that would lead us into 
bondage, bringing fear of punishment upon our hearts, like the con- 
dition as found under the law, which did truly lead into bondage 
and fear. But the Holy Spirit is the sign of adoption. He is the "seal" 
(Eph, 1:13), the "earnest" or "down payment" (2 Cor. 1:22) of our

The Holy Spirit testifies with our spirit that we are children of 
God, and if children, then joint-heirs with Christ, provided we suffer 
with him. 

Comment 

d. The testimony of the Holy Spirit with ou^ spirit affirms that 
we are the children of God (8:16). There are many and varied 
remarks upon this passage but those remarks which seem best to 
explain the witness of the Spirit with our spirit are as follows: 

The Holy Spirit has spoken in the form of the written Word, 
which is his "testimony". He has told us what to do to become a 
Christian, or a child of God, and what to do to continue as a child of 
God. Please notice the all-important fact that the Holy Spirit and our 
spirit are said to stand side by side in voicing the testimony that we

are children of God. The Holy Spirit has already given his testimony. 
Anyone who ■will comply with what he has said can become and stay 
a Christian. We come now to the testimony of our spirit. Can our 
spirits stand, as it were, alongside of the Holy Spirit and witness to 
the fact that we are God's children? This testimony could be given 
by our spirits, if we have done what the Holy Spirit commanded to 
become a Christian, and are now doing what the Holy Spirit asks to 
remain a Christian, Thus our spirits can testify "with the Holy Spirit 
that we are children of God", and the "Spirit himself" can bear wit- 
ness "with" (not "to") our spirits, that we are children of God. 8:16 

e. It follows then that if we are children of God we will surely 
inherit in the Father's family. Not only are we heirs of God, but 
having Jesus as our elder brother, we are joint heirs with him. The 
glories of our inheritance cannot be comprehended with mere mortal 
mind; only heaven itself will reveal the riches of the heirs of God 
and joint heirs with Christ Jesus. 

There is yet one further word on this matter of inheritance. We 
can only be counted worthy of being glorified with Christ if we are 
also willing to suffer with and for him. 8:17 

Text 

8:18-25. For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with the glory which shall be revealed 
to us-ward. 19 For the earnest expectation of the creation waiteth 
for the revealing of the sons of God. 20 For the creation was sub- 
jected to vanity, not of its own will, but by reason of him who sub- 
jected it, in hope 21 that the creation itself also shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into the liberty of the glory of the 
children of God. 22 For we know that the whole creation groaneth 
and travaileth in pain together until now. 23 And not only so, but 
ourselves also, who have the first-fruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting for our adoption, to wit, the 
redemption of our body. 24 For in hope were we saved: but hope 
that is seen is not hope: for who hopeth for that which he seeth? 
25 But if we hope for that which we see not, then do we with pa- 
tience wait for it. 

Realizing Romans, 8: 18-25

8: 18-25. However, the thoughts of suffering with Christ need not 
terrify you. For I reckon, that the sufferings of the present time are 
not worthy to be compared with that glorious resurrection which is 
about to be Revealed to the whole universe, in the persons of us the 
heirs thereof. 

19 What a blessing a resurrection to immortality is, may be under- 
stood by this, That the earnest desire of mankind hath ever been to 
obtain that glorious endless life in the body, by which the sons of 
God shall be made known. 

20 Nor is their expectation without foundation; for mankind were 
subjected to misery and death, nor by their own act, but by God, 
who, for the disobedience of the first man, hath subjected all his off- 
spring to these evils: 
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21 In the resolution that, on account of the obedience of the 
second man, even the heathens themselves shall be set free from the 
bondage of the grave, and those who believe be brought into the full 
possession of the happiness which belongs to the children of God. 

22 Besides, we know that every human creature hath groaned to- 
gether under the miseries of life, and hath undergone together 
sharp pain, like that of child-bearing, till now, on account of their 
uncertainty with respect to a future state, 

23 And not only do they groan under these evils, but ourselves 
also, who are the sons of God by faith in Christ, and who have the 
chief gifts of the Spirit as the earnest of eternal life, even we ourselves 
groan within ourselves, while we wait for that great event by which 
our sonship will be constituted and manifested, (ver. 19.)) namely, 
the deliverance of our body from corruption, by raising it glorious 
and immortal. 

24 The redemption of the body is not bestowed at present; for 
we are saved only in hope, that our faith and patience may be exer- 
cised. Now hope which hath obtained its object, is no longer hope; 
for what a man possesses, how also can he hope for it? 

25 But if we hope for what we do not possess, we wait with pa- 
tience for it, and so display our faith in the promises of God. 

Summary 

But the sufferings we are to undergo are not worthy to be named 
with the future glory which awaits us. So great is that glory that 
even creation, or as much of it as was affected by the fall, is waiting 
for and anxiously expecting the day when the children of God shall 
realize it. Creation was, by the curse, subjected to frailty much in 
the same way as man, and, like him, awaits deliverance from it. Un- 
der this curse, creation groans together and is in pain till now, and 
not only creation, but we too who have the earnest of the Spirit 
groan with it, while waiting for the deliverance of our bodies from 
the grave. In hope of this deliverance we were saved, and we are 
cherishing that hope still. Although we have not yet attained what we 
hope for, we are waiting in confidence that we shall attain it. 

Comment 

3. Encouragement to Endure Suffering. 8:18-39 

The concluding words of Paul in verse 1 7 suggest the topic for this 
section. 

a. The first encouragement is found in the realization that as trying 
as may seem the tribulations we are now undergoing, as much as we 
sometimes make of our ills and heartaches, that it is not even reason- 
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able to think of comparing them with the glories of the world to 
come. If we attempted a comparison in order to ascertain whether 
the glories of heaven would recompense our sojourn amid "this vale 
of tears," the glories to come would so far outweigh "the sufferings 
of this present time" that there would really be no comparison. Paul 
ought to know for we believe he caught a glimpse of those things 
when he departed from his body and returned again (cp. 2 Cor. 12:1- 
6.). 8:18 

(1) Concerning the event and the time of the event spoken of in 
verse 19: The greatness of this event can be appreciated when we 
realize that the very creation itself is waiting expectantly for "the 
revealing of the sons of God." There are many and detailed remarks 
upon the meaning of the term "creation." We take it to mean all that 
which was affected by Adam's sin, both animate and inanimate. The 
creation is personified in this passage and is pictured as a man earnest- 
ly waiting out the time until the sons of God will be revealed. What 
is the meaning of "revealing of the sons of God"? We know because 
of the context that it refers to the same time and event as "the glory 
which shall be revealed" spoken of in Verse 18. The sons of God are 
spoken of as being concealed and awaiting a time when they shall be 
"revealed," and truly they are. There are literally thousands upon 
thousands who have departed this life and are thus concealed to us 
and the world. Those sons of God who are upon the earth are not 
now revealed in glory. The humble estate of the minority will in the 
resurrection day be changed to the proud state of the majority. 8:19 

(2) The questions might be asked, "Why is the creation waiting 
in expectancy for the resurrection day? For what does it wait?" The 
whole creation waits to be "delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the liberty of the glory of the children of God." (vs. 
21). The creation did not come under this bondage of its own will 
(for it has no will), but was subjected to frailty and corruption 
through the sovereign will of him who subjected it, even God (vs. 
20). But he did not thus place it in bondage with no hope of release, 
for even at the time of the curses pronounced upon earth (Gen, 
3: 17b), God was looking forward to his great plan for man's redemp- 
tion, and the consequent resurrection of his children, and the deliv- 
erance of the creation from its frailties (Gen. 3:15). 8:20-21 

(3) Again, speaking figuratively, Paul portrays both the animate

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and the inanimate creation as groaning and travailing in pain as a 
woman with child, looking to that time when a new life will be 
brought forth, The thought of a "new heaven and a new earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness"' (2 Pet. 3:13) is herein suggested. 
The thought of a purified, renovated heaven and earth is at least 
intimated. It is not our purpose to discuss it pro or con; let it suffice 
to say that this thought is not unreasonable. 8:22 

(4) Speaking of the expectation of the creation reminds the writer 
of the expectant longings of his own spirit, yes, the desire of every 
child of God: "And not only so, but ourselves also, who have the 
first fruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for our adoption, to wit, the redemption of our body." Even 
though we have the earnest payment on heaven with us, the Holy 
Spirit, we yet groan while waiting within this earthly tabernacle. 
Our groanings take the form of desires to be rid of this body of flesh 
which is subject to much suffering and temptation and to be adopted 
into that glorified family. This act of adoption into that new world 
will simply be the deliverance of our bodies from the grave on the 
resurrection day. 8:23 

(5) We find the closely associated truth that all this revelation of 
the future glory was comprehended in our salvation. When we were 
converted we considered this fact; the hope spoken of was before us 
when we accepted Christ. This is true, but we must ever keep before 
us the true nature of hope. Hope is only hope when it is directed 
toward something as yet unseen. If the object of hope is seen then 
hope gives place to realization. We must not, as Christians, grow dis- 
couraged because we do not immediately possess heaven. But if we 
really have our hope set on our goal (firmly established because of 
the great and glorious reasons for hoping), then we can with patience 
and confidence wait for the fulfillment of our fondest hopes. 8:24-25 

Text 

8:26-27. And in like manner the Spirit also helpeth our infirmity: 
for we know not how to pray as we ought; but the Spirit himself 
maketh intercession for us with groanings which cannot be uttered; 
27 and he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh intercession for the saints according to the 
will of God.

Paraphrase 

8:26-27. And likewise, for your encouragement to suffer with 
Christ know that even the Spirit helpeth our weaknesses, by strength- 
ening us to bear. For what we should pray for as we ought we do 
not know, being uncertain what is good for us; but the Spirit him- 
self, who strengthens us, strongly complaineth [pleads] for us, by 
those inarticulate but submissive groanings which our distresses force 
from us. 

27 And God, who searcheth the hearts of men, knoweth what the 
design of the Spirit is, in strengthening us to bear afflictions, that to 
God he complaineth [pleads] for the saints, by these submissive 
groanings, that he may deliver them when the end of their affliction 
is attained. 

Summary 

While in the flesh we are weak, and know not what we should 
pray for as we ought. But the Holy Spirit, which dwells in us, helps 
this weakness by interceding for us in inarticulate groanings. God 
who searches our hearts knows their true state. He also knows what 
the Spirit's mind is in these groanings, aware that the Spirit always 
pleads for his children as he wishes. 

Comment 

b. The Second Encouragement to Endure Suffering is found in 
the aid the Holy Spirit gives to the Christian. 8:26-27 

The hope just expressed in the foregoing verses is a great help to 
the heart of the child of God. There is yet another help; it is that 
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which is found through the personal contact of the Holy Spirit. For 
one example of the way the Spirit aids our weaknesses, we can con- 
sider his work in our prayers. We do not know many times how to 
pray as we ought. It is not that we do not know how to pray at all, 
but there are occasions when words fail us. We may have a great 
burden upon our hearts which we bring to God. Our spirits are 
drawn out to him in prayer. It is then that the Holy Spirit's ministry 
of help takes up its work. Our groanings and inarticulate sighs are 
directed by the Holy Spirit and have within them the real and right 
expression of our needs before God. 

The Holy Spirit takes the message of these groanings before God 
for us. The way these petitions are borne to God is described in 
verse 27. "He (God) that searcheth the hearts (that is, the inmost 
being of man— his spirit) knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the saints according to the will 
of God." Jehovah looks into the inner man, the abiding place of the 
Holy Spirit, and also looks into the mind or understanding of the 
Spirit. He there sees and understands the petition the Holy Spirit has 
helped to express, thus receiving the intercession of the Spirit on 
behalf of the saints. This is all according to the will of God, for the 
Holy Spirit would not inspire any message that was not in God's 
will. 8:26-27 

Text 

8: 28-30. And we know that to them that love God all things work 
together for good, even to them that are called according to his pur- 
pose. 29 For whom he foreknew, he also foreordained to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among 
many brethren: 30 and whom he foreordained, them he also called: 
and whom he called, them he also justified: and whom he justified, 
them he also glorified. 

Realizing Romans, 8: 28-30

Show the progress in God's 
dealings with you. What happened first, second, etc., first from 
God's view, then from yours? 

382. If we are already glorified in God's plan, could we ever be 
otherwise? In other words, does this verse teach eternal se- 
curity? 

Paraphrase 

8:28r30. Besides, we patiently suffer, because we know, from 
God's love and from Christ's power, that all things, whether pros- 
perous or adverse, co-operate for the salvation of them who love 
God, whether they be Jews or Gentiles, even to them who are called 
the children of God according to his purpose. 

29 For those whom God foreknew were to be called his sons, he 
also predestinated to be conformed to the image of his Son, by hav- 
ing their minds adorned with his virtues, and their bodies fashioned 
like to his glorious body, that he might be the first-born of many 
brethren, the children of God. 

30 Moreover, whom he predestinated to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, them he also called his sons, (ver. 28.): and whom 
he called his sons, them he also justified, by counting their faith for 
righteousness: and whom he justified, them he also glorified, by put- 
ting them in possession of the eternal inheritance. 

Summary 

All things work together for good to those that are called accord- 
ing to God's ancient purpose, to those that are called by the gospel. 
Those who would obey him, he predetermined to be, when raised 
from the dead, of like form with that of his Son. Those whom he 
predetermined, he also called; and those whom he called, he justi- 
fied; and those whom he justified, he glorified. The perfection of 
God's ancient purpose, or plan, is evident. 
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Comment 

c. Encouragement Number Three is found in consideration of 
God's eternal purpose for his children. 8:28-30 

The encouraging words have all been addressed "to them that 
love God." We find now this word of conclusion, that "all tilings 
work together for good" to these persons. We know that all things 
which come into the experience of the Christian are not good. God in 
his infinite wisdom, however, by his everlasting love, works all things 
together in such a way that they will result in our good. This life 
may not even see the final good for the child of God (although many 
times it does), yet in the eternal realm we will know that God has 
kept his word. There is yet another descriptive comment to be made 
about those persons who are the objects of God's love. Not only do 
they "love God," but they are "called according to his purpose." 
This is the very reason why God works all tilings together for their 
good. 

The phrase, "called according to his purpose," says Lard, is the 
clue to understanding all that is said in verses 28b-30. The one word 
"purpose" is the most important word of the whole section. We 
quote from Moses E. Lard concerning the meaning of this word. 
" 'Prothesis' here rendered 'purpose' is from 'protithimi,' which means 
'to place out' or 'set before.' Accordingly, 'prothesis' means a placing 
or setting before, 'Purpose,' from the Latin 'propono,' 'to place be- 
fore,' literally and exactly translates it. But 'prothesis' is not predi- 
cated of men, but of God, and it denotes not his physical act of 
placing things locally before or in front of him, but his act of placing 
them before his mind so as distinctly to see them. The placing is 
before his mind, and the seeing is mental seeing." Lard, p. 280. 

When did this setting before his mind take place? The answer 
cannot be given as to the exact time, but we know it to be "before the 
foundation of the world" (Eph. 1:4), at some time before the ma- 
terial universe (including man) came into existence. 

What was involved in this setting before? What was compre- 
hended in it? Again we quote from Lard: ". . . . man, including this 
world with all that in any way pertains to it, from his conception on,

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to say the least, until his glorification. Beyond this period, for the 
present, we need not attempt to look. God, as it were, set before him 
the whole human race with their entire destiny. All that man is or 
shall be stood before him— sin, redemption, glorification— all were 
naked and open to his eye. It was there that the Logos was foreor- 
dained before the foundation of the world (I Pe. 1 : 20) to be the lamb 
of God that takes away the sin of the world; and from that point 
forward he was ever viewed as slain. There the whole gospel was 
ideally perfected; in a word, the whole of time, with all that shall 
transpire in it, was in vision as completely before God as it will ever 
be in fact when it is past. To us this is utterly incomprehensible, and 
yet we cannot conceive how it could possibly have been otherwise. 
In that prothesis, accordingly, each man was as distinctly before God, 
as saved or lost, as he will be when the judgment is past, not because 
God decreed that this man should be saved and that one not, but 
because, leaving each absolutely free to choose his own destiny, he 
could and did as clearly foresee what that destiny would be, as 
though he himself had fixed it by unchangeable decree. To assume 
that God must foreordain what a man's destiny shall be, in order to 
foresee it, is a profound absurdity. He can as unerringly forecast the 
end of a perfectly free agent as he can that of a being to whom his 
decree has left no more of volition than belongs to the merest ma- 
chine. Can any one be found so daring as to deny that he can do 
this?" Lard, pp. 280-281. 

It yet remains to say that the calling of those who love God was 
accomplished even as Paul said elsewhere— "through the gospel." (II 
Thess. 3:13-14) 

With these thoughts in mind, we can approach verse 29 with the 
preparation necessary to understanding. 

"For whom he foreknew." The "fore" refers back to the thought 
that this is the reason we know all things work together for good. 
The sense in which God foreknew has already been stated: he did 
foreknow all things regarding the Christian from before his birth 
to his glorification. His foreknowledge had nothing to do with the 
choice of man. "He foresaw in the 'prothesis' that certain persons 
would, of their own choice, obey him or his Son.

There is no need to be alarmed at these words if we but remember 
that the conditions here spoken of were spoken of as if they had oc- 
curred long before they actually took place, So, to say that God fore- 
ordained or predetermined certain persons to be conformed to the 
image of his Son is to speak of the conclusion without comment as to 
what could have occurred between the time they were called and 
the day they were ushered into eternal presence. It is our convic- 
tion that God does not foreordain the life or actions of anyone. 
He foreknows, it is true, but the shaping of life is done by free 
choice in obedience to God's will. Because God foresaw that certain 
persons would of their own volition be faithful to him, he fore- 
ordained such individuals to be his. "In other words, their obedience 
was not determined by his act of predetermination; but his act of 
predetermination was determined by their voluntary act of obedi- 
ence." Lard, p. 282 

Please notice that the only thing God foreordained (according to 
the text) is that those "whom he foreknew" would "be conformed 
to the image of his Son." The words "to be conformed to the image 
of his Son" have reference to the resurrection day when we will 
indeed be transformed into his likeness. ". . . . who shall fashion anew 
the body of our humiliation, that it may be conformed to the body of 
his glory . . ." (Phil. 3:21) Since Jesus was the first to receive this 
resurrection body, and since he also is our elder brother, we can con- 
sider him "the first-born from among many brethren." We then can 
give him due honor and praise. As the elder brother, the first-born 
was to be honored by all others of the family; so is Jesus to be 
honored who will give us his likeness on the resurrection morn. 8 : 29 

Still viewing the "prothesis" of God, we can say of those that have 
been predetermined that they were first called by the gospel, then 
through their surrender and obedience to Christ they were justified, 
and finally, viewing the matter as if it had already occurred, we 
could say, "Them he also glorified." 

In conclusion we can say that the help given to the child of God 
which will enable him to bear up under any circumstance is found in 
the bold statement: "We know that to them that love God all tilings 
work together for good, even to them that are called according to 
his purpose." The reasons why we know then follow. We know 
because of the knowledge we have of God's eternal purpose or "pro- 
thesis." 8:28-30

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32 He certainly who spared not his proper Son, but delivered him 
up to die for us all, for believers among the Gentiles as well as among 
the Jews, how, do ye think, will he not with him also gratuitously 
give us all the other blessings promised to the children of God? 

33 At the judgment, who will bring an accusation against the elect 
of God? Since it is God who justifieth them by faith, neither angel 
nor man can frustrate his sentence, 

34 Who is he who can condemn us believers? Since it is Christ 
who died to obtain pardon for us, or rather who hath risen from the 
dead to take possession of the government of the universe for our 
benefit; who is also at the right hand of God as ruler, and who 
maketh intercession for us. 

35 Elated with our privileges, we cry out, Will any thing induce 
us to renounce our faith, and make us no longer the objects of 
Christ's love? will affliction in body, or distress in our affairs, or per- 
secutions, or famine, or nakedness, or danger, or deadly weapons, 
be able to do this? 

36 Sufferings have always been the lot of God's people: As it is 
written, Psal. xliv. 22. Truly for thy sake we are put to death in a 
lingering manner; we are accounted as sheep for the slaughter, by 
our persecutors. 

37 These evils have not hitherto made us forfeit the love of Christ. 
Nay in all these things we do more than overcome, through the aid 
of him who hath, loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither the fears of death, nor the 
allurements of life, nor all the different orders of evil angels, against 
whom we fight, (Eph. vi. 12.) nor things present, nor things to 
come, whether good or evil, 

39 Nor prosperity, nor adversity, nor anything else made by God, 
will be able to make us, the elect, (ver. 33) through apostasy, forfeit 
the love of God, which is bestowed on us, through Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

Summary 

What now shall we say to these tilings? God is for us; no one then 
can successfully be against us. After giving his Son for us, he will 
withhold from us no other good. He will give us every good 
thing. No one can bring a charge against us, no one condemn us, for 
we have Christ to plead for us, and God to acquit us. Not only so, 
but nothing can separate us from God's love, neither persecution nor 
anything else, and although we may pass through sufferings, as we 
certainly shall, still over them all we shall be more than victors 
through Christ who gave himself for us. 
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Comment 

d. Encouragement Number Four (which forms also a conclusion 
to what has been said). 9:31-39 

"What shall, we say to these things?" What things? Why, the hope 
of the Christian, the help of the Holy Spirit and the eternal purposes 
of Jehovah. There is only one thing to say, only one conclusion 
that can be drawn, and that is, "God is for us." When we consider 
our own hearts and then behold "all his benefits," we are moved to 
cry out, "God is love." Then follows the thought, "God is for us" 
—that is, all that can be done for frail man by a loving father has been 
and is being done. If that be so, then who is there who could success- 
fully bring anything against us? This thought is based upon the 
truth of the superior strength and authority of Jehovah. If he is for 
us, then through him we can triumph over any adversary. 8:31 

The conclusion here formed is to the effect that because of all the 
great and glorious benefits God has bestowed upon us we can be 
assured of our glorification (providing, of course, we are faithful). 
Verse 32 emphasizes this very point by bringing to our minds the 
greatest of our gifts from the hand of Jehovah— the gift of his son. If 
God was willing to give us his own son, will he now hesitate to add to 
this unspeakable gift "all things," that is, all and any of those things 
that would help us in attaining a life of approval before him? Is this 
not a great source of encouragement to the child of God? This en- 
couragement is based on the hope of heaven even as was the first 
thought of this section, but it is approached from a different view- 
point. Section one discusses the glories of the new earth; this section 
discusses the basis for the certainty of our hope. 8:32 

There are many things that might arise from time to time to cause 
us to wonder. There are those who will attempt to lay something to 
our account so as to prevent us from attaining our reward. But let 
us think a moment— if our hearts are right before God, if we are 
living a life of faithfulness, who will be able to "lay anything to the 
charge of God's elect?" If God through his son has pronounced us 
just, who could successfully condemn us? No one can, for if the 
supreme authority of right and wrong declares us right, then there 
can be no further appeal in the case. More than this, Christ Jesus has 
died; yes, rather it should be said that he arose from the dead and is

Now follows a conclusion based upon the fact that Christ does 
love us, There are many circumstances which arise in the Christian's 
experience which must be explained in their relationship to the 
love of Christ, There is tribulation, anguish, persecution, famine, 
nakedness, peril and sword. When these things come upon us, what 
are we to say of the love of Christ? 8:35 Perhaps our sufferings could 
best be expressed by the words of the psalmist when he spoke of the 
children of Israel in Babylon (Psalms 44). They were God's chil- 
dren, and yet because of the very fact that they were his children 
they were being killed day by day as sheep in the shambles. 

This is even our experience, for we indeed suffer many things. 
What then shall be our answer? Does Christ love us and still permit 
these things to so press us? Has he not somehow forgotten us? "No 
in all these things we are more than conquerors." How so? Ah, it is 
easy to see, for we not only overcome these things through the 
strength divine, but we actually use them to work out in our char- 
acter those elements which enhance us in the sight of man and God 
(cf. 5:3-5). We are more than conquerors, for we not only can 
overcome our adversaries but can make them to fight on our side. 
The final note of victory will be struck when we one day pass from 
the presence of these earthly trials to be crowned above them in the 
presence of the one who loves us. 8:35-37 

So we can indeed say with Paul that we are going to hold to 
our persuasion that God loves us in Christ, that nothing is going to 
separate us from this persuasion: neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor things present, nor things to come, nor powers, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature. 8:38-39

9:1-13. I speak the truth in the presence of Christ, and do not lie, 
my conscience bearing me witness in the presence of the Holy Ghost, 
when I assure you, 

2 That I have great grief and unceasing anguish in my heart, be- 
cause the Jews are to be cast off, the temple is to be destroyed, and 
the nation to be driven out of Canaan. 

3 For I myself could wish to be cut off from the church [people of 
God] instead of my brethren, my kinsmen by descent from Abra- 
ham; and therefore, in what I am going to write, I am not influenced 
by ill-will towards my nation. 

4 They are the ancient people of God: theirs is the high title of 
God's sons, and the visible symbol of God's presence, and the two 
covenants, and the giving of the law, which, though a political law, 
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was dictated by God himself, and the tabernacle worship, formed 
according to a pattern showed to Moses, and the promises concern- 
ing the Christ.

7 Neither, because persons are of the seed of Abraham according 
to the flesh, are they all the children to whom the promises belong;

8 That is, the children of Abraham by natural descent, these are 
not all the children of God, and heirs of Canaan of whom God spoke 
to Pharaoh, Exod. iv. 22: But only the children given to him by the 
promise are counted to him for seed. 

9 Now, the word of promise was this: I will return to thee accord- 
ing to the time of life, and lo, Sarah thy wife shall have a son. Where- 
fore, Isaac is the only seed whom God acknowledged for his son 
and heir. 

10 And not only was there that limitation of the seed to the prom- 
ised son, but to prevent the Jews from thinking Ishmael was ex- 
cluded on account of his character, when Rebecca also had con- 
ceived twins by the one son of Abraham, even by Isaac our father, 

1 1 And these twins verily not being yet born, neither having done 
any good or evil, that the purpose of God, in making the one twin the 
root of his visible church rather than the other, might stand by an 
election, made, not on account of works, but from the mere pleasure 
of him who called Isaac the seed preferably to Ishmael, (see ver. 7.). 

12 It was said to Rebecca, 'Two nations are in thy womb, and two 
manner of people shall be separated from thy bowels; and the one 
people shall be stronger than the other people, and the elder shall 
serve the younger.' 

13 This election proceeded from God's own pleasure, as it is 
written, (Mai. i. 2,3.), I loved Jacob and I hated Esau, 'and laid his 
mountain waste.' 
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Summary 

The Apostle solemnly declares that he speaks the truth in what he 
is going to say of his countrymen, his conscience being his witness. 
He has great grief and sorrow on their account, preferring that he 
himself be cut off from Christ rather than his kinsmen according 
to the flesh. Enumerating the things that distinguished them, the 
chief is that from them Christ came as to his flesh. But although the 
great body of Israel is cut off, God's word of promise respecting 
them has not failed. Some of them will be saved. His word of prom- 
ise related to the true Israel only, and all are not true that are de- 
scended from Jacob. God counts only the children of promise as his. 
Accordingly, Isaac and his offspring were chosen, while Ishmael and 
his were rejected. This was also true in the case of Jacob and Esau. 
In these choices God was governed by reasons within himself, not 
by the acts of the persons chosen. 

Comment 

Proposition Reconciled with the Rejection of Israel. 9:1—11:36 
1. Paul's interest in his own nation. 9: 1-5 

The introduction to this section is very beautiful in its approach 
to the subject. Lest some Jewish friend should judge Paul's motives 
in a wrong manner, the apostle introduces the subject in this way. 
He says in essence: "Perhaps you think that I take a certain delight 
in the lost estate of the Jewish nation; that when I realize that I am 
in Christ and thus saved, and you are out of Christ, and thus lost, 
that I glory a little in my position and gloat over your blindness. 
God forbid, this thought has never entered my mind. Such a motive 
is utterly false." He makes a strange assertion concerning his intense 
love for his "kinsmen according to the flesh." He declares: "As 
I am in Christ and thus bound to tell the truth, I lie not" (both a 
positive and negative assertion) . My conscience is a witness to what 
I say. This conscience of mine which is educated by God and 
prompted by the Holy Spirit (cf. 2:15) commends what I say. 
I have great sorrow and unceasing pain in my heart for lost Israel. 
This concern of mine goes beyond mere feeling. I could wish and 
even pray that I myself were cut off from Christ for my brethren's 
sake, my kinsmen according to the flesh. If it were possible for me

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to take their place, and they mine, I would most gladly give myself 
for them." 

When we understand this to be the exact expression of the 
apostle's heart, we are moved to realize that he, above all, would be 
loath to accept the conclusion from the gospel that Israel was re- 
jected; but accept it he must, for God has declared it to be so. 

As to Paul's estimation of Israel, though he had already spoken 
before (2:17-20), he again describes the glorious heritage of God's 
former children. Notice the list: (1) "Israelites," so called for Israel, 
whose name means "a prince who prevailed with God." They would 
be "princes who prevailed with God"— a proud name. (2) ". . . . 
whose is the adoption." That is, they were in times past the children 
of God by adoption. (3) ". ... and the glory"-the "Shekinah" or 
glory of God's presence with them at the ark of the covenant. (4) 
". . . . and the covenants." They had the benefits of all the agree- 
ments that Jehovah had made with his children from Noah to Christ. 
(5) ". . . . the giving of the law"— the magnificence of God's pres- 
ence at the giving of the law, and their possession of the law. (6) 
". . . . the service of God." All the beauties and meaning of the 
Levitical worship service was their peculiar right. (7) "... . and the 
promises." Those promises relating to Christ and the gospel. (8) 
". . . . whose are the fathers"— that is, all of those great men, of God; 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, yes, and crowning the whole list, 
the Christ himself, for it was through the tribe of Judah that the 
Messiah came. The greatness of this one can break upon our under- 
standing when we realize that he is "over all, God blessed forever. 
Amen." 9:1-5 
2. Why God was Just in Rejecting Israel. 9:6-29 

The Jew would naturally object to the idea of Israel being re- 
jected, so the Holy Spirit, through Paul, presents and answers all such 
possible objections. 

a. The first objection stated and answered. 9:6-13 

(1) Objection stated. 9:6a "Why, Paul," some Jew is heard to 
say, "what you have just said regarding our position is exactly true, 
for it is thus found within the pages of God's holy Word. And yet, 
in view of all you have attributed to us, you have the audacity to 
say that we are rejected of God, that we are accursed. If then you 
are right, then the Word of God in which he describes the. glories of 
Israel has come to nought. If Israel is rejected, then all that was said 
of them was said for nought." 6a

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(2) "Not at all," says the inspired writer, "for you have in your 
haste and pride forgotten one thing, one all-important truth: that 
'they are not all Israel, that are of Israel.' " Paul here takes the con- 
struction that God places upon the word "Israel" and shows the 
Jew that outside of Christ he could not possibly be included in it. 
What did the Jew believe about Israel? Simply that all who were 
born from Israel were to be saved because they bore the name 
"Israelite". Now God had made certain promises to those of Israel 
just as he had to those of Abraham. But did he mean all those who 
were of the flesh of Israel or, of the spirit of Israel? To any thinking 
Jew it would immediately be apparent that it would necessitate 
more than mere fleshly descendancy to inherit in the Israel God spoke 
of in his promise. If then faith was the requirement for the promises 
made to Israel, then truly it could be said, "they are not all Israel 
that are of Israel" (i.e., of Jacob or his descendants). Who then is 
the Israel of God? It is not answered here (cf. Ga. 6:16); it is only 
inferred that the true Israel to obtain the promises of salvation were 
those in Christ. 9:6b 

But this is not enough. There is further proof that God's word 
has not come to nought. In the Word we have the statement that the 
children of Abraham would be considered children of God. What 
did this mean? Did it mean that simply because you happened to be 
of the lineage of Abraham that you were thereby a child of God? 
Well, every Jew knew better than that, for they could remember 
Jehovah had said that only those who were in Isaac could enter the 
covenant of promise. Abraham had many children who were of his 
seed, but they were children of Ishmael. There was no one among 
the nation of Israel who did not know "It is not the children of the 
flesh (i.e., children of Abraham through Ishmael) that are children 
of God, but the children of the promise are reckoned for a seed." 
But how does this apply to the thought of salvation in Christ? The 
Jews would very easily see the apparent application, but perhaps 
we, who do not have their background, will need a few words of 
explanation. The hidden application of what has been said is found 
in the method of determining God's children. How was it accom- 
plished in the experience of Abraham? We know simply by divine 
determination, ". . . . in Isaac shall thy seed be called." Why did 
God make this selection? It is not revealed, nor indeed is there a 

221. How does the statement, "For they are not all Israel that are of Israel," 
answer the first objection?

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need for revealing. It was his choice; his choices are always good 
and never to be called in question by man. What he did then could 
he not also do now? Yes, he has, for he now as then demands more 
than mere fleshly descendancy. He demands that we be in the great 
son of Isaac— in Christ. Further describing this eternal decision, Paul 
says, "For this is a word of promise, 'According to this season will 
I come, and Sarah shall have a son'." To emphasize the divine choice, 
we might say that at almost the same time Isaac was born Ishmael was 
cast forth. We do not mean to suggest that God determined the 
eternal destiny of either Ishmael or Isaac. All that is said in Genesis 
relates only to the choice or selection of God. The lives of Isaac 
and Ishmael were determined by their own volition. 9:7-9 

Not only in the case of Isaac do we see God's sovereign will 
being exercised, but it is equally manifested in the circumstances of 
the birth of Jacob and Esau. Shortly after Rebecca conceived by 
Isaac, the Lord said to her, "The elder shall serve the younger" (Gen, 
25:23). This was done before the children were born, before either 
one of them did anything either good or bad. Why did God thus 
deal with this case? There can be only one answer, which is this: 
He did it so that man might understand that the reasons for making 
certain choices are wholly bound up in the mind of Jehovah and 
are not to be contested nor questioned by man. And that is the very 
point under discussion. The Jew felt the word of God had failed 
because God had spoken too highly of them, and yet he would not 
grant them salvation upon the basis of their high standing, but 
rather demanded that they accept Christ to be saved. Why did he 
do this? Paul answers, "He did it for the same reason he chose Jacob 
instead of Esau. The reason is in the eternal purpose of God. But 
are you, the Jews, going to reject it because you cannot understand 
it? If you are, why didn't you reject the decisions of Jehovah in 
respect to these other two cases?" Looking back upon the history 
of Jacob and Esau, we could sum it up in the words of the prophet 
(Mai. 1-2), "Jacob I loved, but Esau I hated." "The extent to which 
God loved Jacob was shown in preferring him to his brother; and 
the extent to which he hated Esau, in rejecting him from being one 
of the heads of his chosen people. The words used may have had 
different connotations then than what they have now. 'Hatred', 
especially, we may assume to be used in the bold, exaggerating sense 
so common with the prophets." Lard, pp. 302-303. 9:10-13

9: 14-18. What shall we say, then, concerning the election of Isaac 
preferably to Ishmael, and of Jacob preferably to Esau, to be the 
seed to whom the temporal promises were made? Is not injustice 
with God? By no means. 

15 For, to show that God may bestow his favors on whom he 
pleases, he saith to Moses, I will be gracious to whom I will be gra- 
cious, and I will show mercy on whom I will show mercy. In con- 
ferring favors on nations, and in pardoning those who deserve de- 
struction, I act according to my own pleasure. 

16 So then, the election did not depend on Isaac, who willed to 
bless Esau, nor on Esau, who ran for venison, that his father might 
eat and bless him; but it depended on God, who may bestow his 
favors as he pleaseth. 

17 Besides, the punishment of nations is sometimes deferred, to 
show more conspicuously the divine justice and power in their after 
punishment; for the scripture saith to Pharaoh, even for this same 
purpose I have raised thee and thy people to great celebrity, and 
have upheld you during the former plagues, that, in punishing you, 
I might show my power, and that my name, as the righteous Gov- 
ernor of the world, might be published through all the earth. 

18 Well, then, from the election of Jacob, it appears that God be- 
stows his favors on what nation he will; and from the destruction of 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians it appears, that whom he will he hard- 
eneth, by enduring their wickedness with much long-suffering, ver. 
22. 

Summary 

Is it not unjust in God to choose one and reject another, as in the 
case of Jacob and Esau? Not at all, for in doing so, he acts according 
to his own avowed principles of conduct, which must be assumed 
to be right. Accordingly, he said to Moses, "I will make my own 
sense of right my rule in showing mercy." It was on this principle 
that he set up Pharaoh to be Idng. But all these choices create mere 
worldly distinctions. They are not choices relating to eternal life. 
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Comment 
b. The second objection stated and answered. 9:14-18 

(1) Objection stated: 9:14a. We come now to a new thought. It 
is connected with what has been said, but it is yet another thought. 
Paul has answered the question found in verse 6 concerning the word 
of God coming to nought, His reply was based upon the sovereign 
will of God, and although it would in itself answer the objection 
about to be raised, the apostle nevertheless raises this question: "Is 
there unrighteousness with God?" From what has been said, could 
we not imagine that God was a little too arbitrary, and would not 
his actions injure our sense of justice? 9:14a 

(2) Objection answered. 9: 14b-18. "God forbid." Then follow 
the principle and illustration which most completely answer this 
objection. First we have the principle stated. God stated it to Moses 
when Moses desired to see Jehovah (Ex. 33). He let Moses know 
that it would make no difference as far as his decision was concerned 
that Moses wanted to see him since Moses had done nothing that 
would merit a viewing of God. But because of God's own choice, 
he decided to let Moses catch a glimpse of him. Notice, please, 
that the matters wherein these choices are made never involve 
salvation of a man's soul. When the eternal destiny of man is involved, 
God acts in accordance to the principles he has laid down for their 
salvation, and these principles have ever been the same: faith, re- 
pentance and obedience. Nevertheless, Jehovah chooses both the 
occasion and the object of mercy, and he is not regulated by anything 
external to him. Likewise the stronger element of compassion (mercy 
with the heart in it) is also shown to those persons chosen by God. 
I deem it imperative that we understand one principle right here, 
and that is that this free reign of God's mercy and compassion is 
all related as occurring in the Old Testament and must not be carried 
over into the New Testament dispensation, We find in the new 
covenant no such free reign of sovereign decision relating to that 
great host whom God calls to be his children. "God was free, but 
in his goodness he chose to provide salvation to those who would 
accept it on his conditions. Thus the Lord, being free, chose to be 
bound by his covenants and promises, even as the Lord Jesus, being 
rich, chose to be poor (2 Cor. 8:9). Paul proves God's past freedom;

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no one save the Jew of his day ever denied it; but to say that Paul 
establishes a present freedom and absolute sovereignty in God, which 
robs man of his freedom to do right or wrong, repent or continue in 
sin, accept Christ or reject him, etc., is to dynamite the gospel, and 
blast to shivers the entire rock of New Testament Scripture. Calvin- 
ism denies to God the possibility of making a covenant, or giving a 
promise, for each of these is a forfeiture of freedom, a limitation of 
liberty. According to Calvinism, God is absolutely free; according 
to the Scripture, he is free save where he has pledged himself to man 
in the gospel." McGarvey and Pendleton, p. 397. 9: 14b-15 

In conclusion concerning the exercise of God's power of choice, 
we have a negative statement with a positive conclusion: "So then 
it is not for him that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God 
that hath mercy." "It is not of him that willeth" means that the de- 
sires of man have nothing to do with the decisions of God. Man's will 
has everything to do with his salvation, but nothing to do with the 
eternal decisions of God's economy. "Nor of him that runneth" is 
another figure of speech describing the same thought, suggesting that 
man could not influence God any more than a runner who has won 
a race could influence the judges (Man does influence God in some 
things, but not in the subject discussed). In other words, the reasons 
for showing mercy by making a choice between Isaac and Ishmael, 
Jacob and Esau, are all of God, not through anything that either 
Isaac or Jacob did to influence God in his choice. 9:16 

There is yet one more scriptural example of God's independent 
selection of men to occupy certain positions on earth. This had to 
do with his choice of Pharaoh. The choices we have discussed were 
confined to the Hebrew nation, but we now find an example of 
God's supreme authority in the life of a Gentile ruler. This would 
surely further strengthen the point under discussion that the Jew 
need not wonder that "it behooved the Christ to suffer" and that 
"by him everyone that believeth is justified from all things, from 
which he could not be justified by the law of Moses" (Acts 13: 39). 
If God could and did make these inexplainable choices, and espe- 
cially the one in respect to Pharaoh, if these were not questioned, 
then neither should his choice be questioned in respect to salvation 
in Christ. 9:17 

We do not wish to appear to be reproducing the works of another, 
but the words of McGarvey and Pendleton (pages 398-401) speak

2:9, 10; 9:9). The dispersion of the Jews and the spread of Christian- 
ity have kept God's name glorified in the history of Pharaoh to this 
day. Paul is still establishing by Scripture God's freedom of choice. 
He chose the unborn in preference to the born; he chose between 
unborn twins; he chose between the shepherd Moses and Pharaoh 
the king. In this last choice Moses was chosen as an object of mercy, 
and Pharaoh as a creature of wrath, but his latter choice in no way 
violates even man's sense of justice. Instead of raising up a weak and 
timid owner of the Hebrew slaves, God exalted Pharaoh, the 
stubborn, the fearless. And who would question God's right to do 
this? Having put Pharaoh in power, God so managed the contest 
with him that his stubbornness was fully developed and made mani- 
fest, and in overcoming his power and stubbornness through the 
weakness of Moses, God showed his power. The transaction is very 
complex. God starts by stating the determined nature of Pharaoh 
(Ex. 3:19) and follows the statement with the thrice-repeated 
promise, 'I will harden his heart' (Ex. 10: 1). Thrice it is said that his 
'heart was hardened as Jehovah had spoken' (Ex. 7:13; 8:19; 9:35). 
Once it reads that his 'heart was hardened, and he hearkened not 
unto them, as Jehovah had spoken' (Ex. 7:22). Five times we read 
that 'Jehovah hardened' his heart (Ex. 9:12; 10:20; 10:27; 11:10; 
14:8). Thus thirteen times (with Ex. 8:15, fourteen times) Pharaoh's 
hardness of heart is said to be the act of God. (cf. Deut. 2:30; 
Josh. 11:20; Isa. 63:17; John 12:40; 9:39; Mark 4:12.) Inexorably so? 
By no means: God would have gotten honor had he relented before 
matters reached extremes. Hence Pharaoh is called upon to repent 
(Ex. 10:3), and several times he is near repenting, and might have 
done so had not God been too ready to show mercy (Ex. 8:28; 9:27; 
10:24). So there was sin in Pharaoh. We read that his 'heart is 
stubborn' (Ex. 7:14); 'was stubborn' (Ex. 9:7). 'Pharaoh hardened 
his heart, and hearkened not unto them, as Jehovah had spoken' (Ex. 
8:15). 'Pharaoh hardened his heart' (Ex. 8:32; I Sam. 6:6). 'Pharaoh 
sinned yet more,' and hardened his heart' (Ex. 9: 34) . As the hardening

ROMANS REALIZED 9:17-18 

was the joint work of Pharaoh and God, and as Pharaoh sinned in 
hardening his heart, God's part in the hardening was not an absolute, 
overmastering act. It was not even a persuasive act, as in cases of 
conversion. God hardened Pharaoh's heart by providing opportunity 
and occasion, as the narrative shows, and Pharaoh did the rest by 
improving the opportunity in the service of the devil. The same act 
of patience, forbearance and mercy which softens one heart hardens 
another by delaying punishment, as we may see every day. The same 
sunshine that quickens the live seed rots the dead one. The Jews 
approved God's course toward Pharaoh, but resented the same 
treatment when turned upon themselves, ignoring the natural law that 
like causes produce like effects. God found Pharaoh hard and used 
him for his glory negatively. He found Israel hard and made the 
same negative use of them, causing the gospel to succeed without 
them, thus provoking them to jealousy. (Rom. 10:19) 'So then (see 
verse 16) he hath mercy on whom he will, and whom he will he 
hardeneth.' (This does not mean that God arbitrarily chooses the 
worst people upon whom to shower his mercies and chooses those 
who are trying hard to serve him and hardens them that he may 
punish them.) The point is that, in the absence of any promise or 
other self-imposed limitation, God is free to choose whom he will 
for what he will. As applicable to Paul's argument, it means that 
God's freedom of choice is not bound by man's judgment or estima- 
tion, for he may prefer the publican to the Pharisee (Luke 18:9-14) 
and may choose rather to be known as the friend of sinners than the 
companion of the rulers and chief priests, and he may elect the 
hedgerow Gentile to the exclusion of invited but indifferent Jews 
(Luke 14:23, 24). God is bound by his nature to choose justly and 
righteously, but all history shows that man cannot depend upon his 
sin-debased judgment when he attempts to specify what or whom 
God approves or rejects. Here we must be guided wholly by his 
word, and must also be prayerfully careful not to wrest it. In short, 
it is safer to say that God chooses absolutely, than to say that God 
chooses according to my judgment, for human judgment must rarely 
square with the divine mind. Had the Jew accepted Paul's proposi-

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tion, he might centuries ago have seen the obvious fact that God has 
chosen the Gentiles and rejected him; but, persisting in his erroneous 
theory that God's judgment and choice must follow his own petty 
notions and whims, he is blind to that liberty of God's of which the

"For, Och! mankind are unco weak, 

an' little to be trusted;

It's rarely right adjusted!"

Paraphrase 

9:19-29. But thou will reply to me, Since God is to cast off the 
Jews, why doth he still find fault? By destroying them, he might 
easily have put an end to their provocations. For who hath resisted 
his will? 

20 Nay, but, O man, who art thou that arguest to the dishonor of 
God? Is it reasonable for the thing formed, who hath its being mere- 
ly by the will and power of its maker, to say to him who made it, 
why hast thou made me thus? 
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21 To use the argument whereby God formerly illustrated his 
sovereignty in the disposal of nations, Jer. xviii. 6. Hath not the pot- 
ter power over the clay, to make, of the same lump, one vessel fitted 
to an honorable use, and another to a meaner service? 

22 Yet, not to rest the matter on God's sovereignty, if God, will- 
ing to show him wrath for the abuse of privileges bestowed, and to 
make known his power in the punishment of such wickedness, hath 
upheld, with much long-suffering, the Jews, who, because they are 
to be destroyed, may be called vessels of wrath fitted for destruc- 
tion, where is the fault? 

23 And what fault is there, if God hath long preserved these ves- 
sels of wrath for this other purpose; that he might make known the 
exceeding greatness of his goodness on the objects of his favor, 
whom, by his dealings with the Jews, he had before prepared for the 
honor of becoming his people? 

24 Even us whom, instead of the Jews, he hath called his church 
and people, not only among the Jews, but also among the Gentiles, 
because we have believed the gospel. 

25 This need not surprise the Jews: It is agreeable to what God 
saith by Hosea, 'I will have mercy on her that had not obtained mer- 
cy;' on the ten tribes whom I cast off for their idolatry: 'and I will 
say to them which were not my people, Thou art my people;' I will 
call the Gentiles my people. 

26 The calling of the Gentiles is foretold by Hosea still more 
plainly: And it shall come to pass, that in the countries where it was 
said to the idolatrous Gentiles, Ye are not my people, there they shall 
be called the sons of the living God; the heirs of immortality, by be- 
lieving the gospel. 

27 Besides, the rejection of the Jews at this time is not more con- 
trary to the promises, than the rejection of the ten tribes who were 
carried into captivity by the Assyrians, a rejection almost total; for 
Isaiah lamenteth concerning Israel, that 'though the number of the 
children of Israel,' who are carried away captives, 'be as the sand of 
the sea, only a remnant of them shall return.' 

28 For, as the same prophet adds, ver. 22. finishing and executing 
speedily this rejection, according to the righteous threatening of 
God, certainly the Lord will make their rejection a speedy work 
upon the land of Israel. 

29 And as Isaiah hath said before, (chap. 1:9), Unless the Lord of 
Hosts had left unto us a very small remnant of our nation, We should 
have become as Sodom, and been made like to Gomorrah, we should 
have been utterly destroyed as a nation. 
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Summary 

But if God makes men what he pleases, why does he still find fault 
with them? He does not do so, He finds no fault with them for be- 
ing what he makes them, but only for their own voluntary wrong. 
Again, in these choices, God's creatures should not presume to ques- 
tion him. They must take for granted that he acts justly. He has the 
absolute right to do what he does, and since he cannot do wrong, he 
must not be questioned. 

But God, though determined to punish evil-doers in the end, has 
always borne long with them. Surely none can say this is unjust. He 
may do as he pleases. And that he might show the abundance of 
glory he has to bestow on those who prove themselves worthy of it, 
he called his disciples both from among the Jews and the Gentiles. 
He has thus shown himself perfectly impartial. 

God did no injustice in choosing the Jews at first and in rejecting 
the Gentiles. Neither now does he do any injustice in choosing the 
Gentiles and rejecting the Jews. He has always intended to accept 
those who obeyed his Son, whether Jews or Gentiles, and to re- 
ject all the rest. This he long ago foretold both by Hosea and Isaiah. 

Comment 
c. Third Objection Stated and Answered. 9:19-29 

( 1 ) Objection Stated. 9: 19. Paul is very patient with the prejudiced 
mind of the Jew. We find the apostle in the next verse inferring that 
the Jew would certainly place the wrong construction upon what he 
has just said. He has established the fact that in the Old Testament 
period God exercised his absolute sovereignty in certain worldly 
choices. Not one word was said about God's choices concerning 
eternal life, but from the questions of the Jew, "Why doth he still 
find fault? For who withstandeth his will?", we can see that the 
Jew supposed God's selections related to eternity as well as this 
world. 9:19 

(2) The Holy Spirit did not even deem this position worthy of 
consideration. So repulsive was it when viewed in its true perspective 
that to offer an answer would have been to entertain a thought that 
was totally out of harmony with the position of man and the 
character of God. Indeed, it would have been even as Paul stated. 
It would present the awful spectacle of a mere creature of dust

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arguing with the eternal Creator. The case is presented in the words 
of Isaiah (29:16; 45:9), "Shall the thing formed say to him that 
formed it, 'Why didst thou make me thus? ' " 9: 20 

This idea of man criticizing God's choices is utterly preposterous. 
Even if he did foreordain or predetermine every soul by external acts 
for heaven or hell (which of course we know he didn't) we would 
have absolutely no right to question his justice. The relationship 
of man to God is as the potter to the clay: "Or hath not the potter 
a right over the clay, from the same lump to make one part a vessel 
unto honor, and another unto dishonor?" 9:21 

To ascertain the meaning and extent of the words "honor" and 
"dishonor," all we have to do is to look back upon those vessels of 
honor, Isaac, Jacob, Moses, and realize that the honor was purely of 
this earth and had to do with God's choice of men who would be 
best suited to carry out God's purpose through his children in the 
world. The honor bestowed upon them by God had nothing to do 
with their eternal destinies. And those vessels of dishonor, Ishmael, 
Esau and Pharaoh, were dishonored in a way which is the exact 
opposite of the way the other three were honored. 9:21 

Over against the facts just stated and in addition to them is the 
following thought: "What if God, willing to show his wrath, 
and to make his power known, endured with much longsuffering 
vessels of wrath fitted unto destruction: . . ." Paul now adds this 
thought: "You could not understand the selection of God in the 
cases just cited. Yet you agree to the justice in them, If you could 
not understand that, what will you say to the longsuffering of God 
with the sin of man? We all know that those who are wicked should 
be and will be punished, and Jehovah assents to this and is willing 
that it should be so. But are they who have fitted themselves for 
destruction, such as Pharaoh, punished immediately, or soon after 
their rejection of righteousness? We know that God is long suffer- 
ing with them and withholds his punishment to the intent that they 
might repent (cf. 2:4-5). This is all true, we know, but WHY? Oh, 
they are speechless before the mercy of God— they have no answer. 
Well, how then can they be so egotistical as to question any of those 
decisions which are exclusively Jehovah's?" 9:22 

Verse 23 presents a reason for the action described in verse 22. 
The purpose of God's longsuffering with the wicked is that in thus

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acting he can manifest the "riches of his glory upon vessels of 
mercy." How can this be? It is easy to see that if the judgment of 
God fell immediately upon the wicked, there would be no time for 
them to repent, and thus would there be torn up some potential 
wheat along with the tares (Mt. 13:28-30). He withholds his judg- 
ment even as he states that he might make known the riches of his 
glory (referring to the eternal glory in contradistinction to "des- 
truction") upon the vessels of mercy "which he afore prepared unto 
glory . . ." How was this accomplished? It was surely not done in 
an arbitrary way. We know this is true from what we have already 
studied on the subject. Then how? It seems to us that God long ago 
prepared (before the foundation of the world) a plan whereby 
man, if he were obedient to God's plan, could inherit heaven, that 
all those who were called by the gospel and were faithful to the plan 
of God were thus "afore prepared unto glory." 9:23 

Now comes the out-and-out statement of what has formerly only 
been directly inferred. What has been the purpose in all that has 
been said in this chapter? Has it not been to demonstrate to the Jews 
the reasonableness of their rejection in relation to the economy of 
God? If then the Jew is rejected, who is accepted? The answer is: all 
those in Christ Jesus. Whom does that include? Here we have the 
answer: ". . . even us, whom he also called, not from the Jews only, 
but also from the Gentiles." The statement just quoted is the latter 
portion of the repudiation of the question in verse 19, but it also 
contains the conclusion to the whole matter. 9:24 

Paul, having established the reasonableness of God's, rejection of 
Israel, now quotes from the prophets to show that they looked 
forward to this very circumstance. The first quotation is found in 
Hosea 2:23. It says that the time is coming when those that are not 
now accounted people, i.e., the Gentiles, will be called and con- 
sidered as God's people, and those which are not his beloved 
(the Gentiles again) will be then "beloved." Again another prophet 
is summoned to speak on behalf of this truth. Hear Isaiah as he 
speaks: "And it shall be, that in the place where it was said unto them, 
ye are not my people, there shall they be called sons of the living 
God." The place referred to simply means among the Gentiles gen- 
erally. 9:25-26

24(5. How does verse 24 form a conclusion to all that has been said in this

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There are two great facts to be established in this section: (1) 
that the Gentiles are to become the children of God; (2) that only 
a remnant of the Jews will be saved or finally become the true chil- 
dren of God. The first point was well established by the whole dis- 
cussion from 9:1-24. The quotations from the prophets corroborate 
it. The fact that only a remnant of Israel would be saved must have 
surely suggested itself to the mind of the thoughtful Jew; but now 
we find the full proof of this from their own prophet Isaiah. "And 
Isaiah crieth concerning Israel, If the number of the children of 
Israel be as the sand of the sea, it is the remnant that shall be saved." 
This prophecy is self-explanatory if we understand what has just 
been said. 9:27-28 

The final word of Isaiah on the thought of a mere remnant being 
saved is found in Isaiah 1:9: "Except the Lord of Sabaoth (Lord of 
Hosts) had left us a seed (speaking prophetically of those Jews who 
would accept Christ) we (the nation of Israel) had become as 
Sodom and had been made like unto Gomorrah." That is, in the sight 
of God, if the small number of Jews that had accepted Christ would 
have failed to do so, God would have considered the Jews as extinct 
and condemned as Sodom and Gomorrah. What a need was there 
then and is there now for the nation of Israel to accept the Messiah! 
9:29 

Text 

9: 30-33. What shall we say then? That the Gentiles, who followed 
not after righteousness, attained to righteousness, even the righteous- 
ness which is of faith: 31 but Israel, following after a law of 
righteousness, did not arrive at that law. 32 Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as it were by works. They stumbled at the 
stone of stumbling; 3 3 even as it is written, 

Behold, I lay in Zion a stone of stumbling and a rock of offence: 

And he that believeth on him shall not be put to shame.

That the Gentiles, who being ignorant of the righteousness necessary 
to salvation, did not pursue righteousness, have obtained righteous- 
ness by embracing the gospel: not that righteousness which consists 
in a perfect obedience to law, but a righteousness of faith. 

31 But the Jews, who endeavored to obtain righteousness by 
obedience to the law, have not obtained righteousness by obedience 
to law. 

32 For what reason have they not obtained it? Because not by 
obedience to the law of faith, but verily by obedience to the law of 
Moses they pursued it; for they stumbled at the stumbling-stone, and 
fell: they refused to believe on a crucified Messiah, and were broken. 

3 3 This happened according to what was foretold, Behold I place 
in Zion a stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence: Yet whosoever 
believeth on this crucified Christ, as a sure foundation of the temple 
of God, and rests his hope of righteousness on that foundation, shall 
not make haste out of the presence either of men or of God, as 
ashamed of believing on him. 

Summary 

The Gentiles, for some reason, were not seeking justification, yet 
they found it. Why? Because with glad hearts they received Christ 
in whom alone it is found. But Israel was seeking justification, 
and yet they did not find it. Why? Because they sought it not by 
belief in Christ, but by works of law, a way in which it can never be 
found. 

Comment 
3. Conclusion as to Why God Rejected Israel. 9:30-33 

The inspired author has now shown that God, in rejecting the 
Jews and receiving the Gentiles, has not been unjust, but has acted on 
principles which the Jews themselves approved. Their prophets 
had spoken of this time; hence it should not surprise them. We find 
in the three closing verses of chapter nine the conclusion of the topic 
of the chapter. The conclusion is stated in a rather paradoxical form. 
Paul says in substance: "It is strange, isn't it, that the Gentiles who 
were not looking or searching for justification, found it, and you 
Jews who were diligently seeking for a means of justification failed 
in your search? Why was this so? It was simply because the Gentiles 
attained a righteousness of justification by faith, or through Christ;

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on the other hand, you Jewish brethren were seeking to be justified 
by works, the works of the law," As to what was included in the 
faith of the Gentiles, enough has already been said to let us know that 
it was inclusive of obedience to the gospel. In further description of 
the tragic state of Israel, we can say that they fulfilled the very words 
of the prophet (Is. 28:16) and stumbled at the stone of stumbling. 
They were bound and determined to find justification through the 
law— any other method would be haughtily rejected. Hence when 
Christ came and offered in fulfillment of God's plan, justification 
through his blood, they accomplished to the letter the words of 
Isaiah: "Behold I lay in Zion (amidst Israel) a stone of stumbling and 
a rock of offence; and he that believeth on him shall not be put to 
shame," 9:30-33

10:1-13. Brethren, knowing the punishment which they shall suf- 
fer who reject Jesus, my earnest desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they may be saved from the sin of unbelief. See chap. xi. 26: 

2 For I bear them witness, that they have a great zeal in matters of 
religion: (see examples, Acts xxi. 27-31. ch. xxii. 3.) But their zeal 
not being directed by knowledge, hath misled them. 

3 Wherefore, being ignorant of the righteousness which God ap- 
pointed at the fall, as the righteousness of sinners; and seeking to 
establish their own righteousness, by observing the sacrifices, and 
ceremonies, and other duties enjoined in the law of Moses, they have 
not submitted to the righteousness of God's appointment by faith: 

4 Although the believing on Christ as the Messiah is the end for 
which the law was given, that righteousness might be counted to 
every Jew Who believeth. 

5 For Moses thus describeth the righteousness which is by the law, 
That the man who doth its statutes shall live by them. Now, that 
kind of righteousness being impossible, the law obliges all to have 
recourse to Christ for righteousness; ver. 4. 

6 But the gospel, which enjoins the righteousness which is by 
faith, to show that it is attainable, thus speaketh, Say not in thine 
heart, who shall ascend into heaven? that is, to bring down Christ to 
take possession of the kingdom, as if that were necessary to one's 
believing on him. 

7 Or who shall descend into the deep? that is, to bring again 
Christ from among the dead, raised to life, as if the crucifixion of 
Jesus had proved him an impostor. 

8 But what does it say farther? Why this, The matter required of 
thee by the gospel is nigh thee, and hath its seat in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart: that is, the matter of faith which we preach, as the right- 
eousness appointed by God fi is nigh thee; is easily understood and at- 
tained.

ROMANS REALIZED 10:1-13 

9 For we preach, that if, notwithstanding the danger accompany- 
ing it, thou wilt before the world confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, as the seed in whom all nations are blessed, and, as the ground 
of that confession, wilt sincerely believe that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For with the heart we believe, so as to attain righteousness, and 
with the mouth we confess our belief in Christ, so as to have in our- 
selves a strong assurance of salvation. 

1 1 That all who believe on Christ, and confess him, shall be saved, is 
certain: for the scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on the precious 
corner-stone, shall not make haste out of the presence of God or 
men, as ashamed. 

12 Indeed, in the salvation of mankind, there is no distinction of 
Jew or Gentile; For the same Lord of all is rich in mercy towards 
all who call upon him.

13 For so the prophet Joel hath declared, chap. ii. 32. Whosoever 
will worship the true God sincerely, shall be saved. 

Summary 
Paul desires in heart, and prays for the salvation of Israel. He testi- 
fies to their zeal, but declares it to be not according to knowledge. 
Their zeal displayed itself in seeking to establish their own theory of 
justification, and a rejection of God's. There is no justification ex- 
cept to the believer in Christ. The justification of the law is shown 
to be impracticable. No insuperable difficulties must be surmounted 
in order to be justified by belief. On the contrary, its require- 
ments are easy, and lie within reach of all. Belief and confession 
will secure it. There is no longer any difference between Jew and 
Greek in receiving God's favor. All may enjoy it on the same condi- 
tions. 

4. Why Israel Was Rejected. 10:1-21 

Inter-connecting Remarks 
The unanswerable logic of the Holy Spirit through Paul has pre- 
sented in the ninth chapter the fairness of God in rejecting Israel. 
The discussion of Israel's rejection as developed in the ninth chapter 
was "God-ward," an explanation of the reasonableness of Jehovah's 
actions in the case. The tenth chapter is likewise a presentation 
of God's rejection of Israel, but it is "man-ward," a discussion of 
Israel's part in the rejection. What did they have to do with God's 
decision to reject them? What were their actions in the circum- 
stance? These questions are answered in the tenth chapter. 
251. How are the ninth and tenth chapters alike, yet different? 
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a, They were rejected because they sought justification by another 
means than that provided by God. 10:1-5 

This chapter 1 begins very much as did the ninth. In the ninth chap- 
ter we find Paul strongly affirming his love for the Hebrew nation; 
it is likewise here. In speaking to the brethren at Rome he says: 
"Brethren, my heart's desire and my supplication to God for them 
(is) that they may be saved." The longing of his burdened heart and 
the prayer of his compassionate soul is for the salvation of Israel. One 
further admirable trait concerning Israel suggests itself, that "they 
have a zeal for God." Indeed they have, for an enormous amount of 
energy had been and still was being exerted in Paul's day by the Jews 
for their God. But alas, their holy ardor was misdirected, for it was 
not according to knowledge. Not that it was totally devoid of knowl- 
edge, but it lacked the greatest of all facts, that is, that Jesus of Naza- 
reth was their Messiah and Savior. This knowledge relating to the 
Messiah found a consummation in the justification or "righteous- 
ness" provided by him. Thus were they "ignorant of God/s right- 
eousness." This would have been tragic enough, but they were not 
only blinded to God's, but what is far worse: "They sought to 
establish their own (method of righteousness)." Therefore,, they 
would not submit to God's means of justification, since they were 
seeking through their own method to attain4t. It is a law of uni- 
versal application that as long as man , feels self-sufficient he feels 
no need of help from God. 10:1-3 . 

Christ was the very one sent to bring the law to its grand conclu- 
sion. The law pointed ever toward this one who would come to ful- 
fill the law, nailing it to the cross (Col. 2:16-17). There were many 
things in which "the law was not perfect," so Christ came to "take it 
out of the way" and to supply a "new covenant" which would be 
"perfect." The imperfections of the law all had to do with its funda- 
mental lack, which was its inability (because of the weakness of the 
flesh) to provide justification. Thus Christ came to fill up this lack 
and provide "righteousness", or justification, "to everyone that be- 
lieveth." 10:4 .

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The contrast of the two methods of justification is clearly brought 
out in verse five. Moses plainly stated the way in which a man could 
stand just before God through the law. The law demanded absolute 
obedience, so if one wanted justification by the law he would have 
to obey it to the letter. "Cursed is everyone that continueth not 
in all the tilings that are written in the book of the law to do them." 
Gal, 3:10, 10:5 

If Israel were to escape rejection, they had to be justified by faith. 
What follows is an explanation of this method of justification. 

b. Justification by Faith Explained. 10:6-13 

The method of attaining justification by the law has been spoken 
of. There remains the method of justification by faith. How does it 
operate? How is justification obtained by this method? 

Once again we find the apostle anticipating the thoughts of the 
Jewish mind on this subject. The method of justification by faith is 
personified, and is made to speak the mind of the Jewish critics. The 
one underlying difficulty of the Jew who in this section objected to 
justification by faith was that he wanted to dictate the terms of his 
belief; or better stated, he wanted to lay out the points of evidence 
which would constitute his basis for belief. These points are found in 
the sixth verse. He is heard to say, "If you will go up into heaven 
where you say Christ has ascended, and bring him down with you 
that I might see him, then I will believe." (This is very similar to 
what the same persons said at the foot of the cross. Matt. 27:39-42) 
Going to the other extreme, there were those who would better ex- 
press the unbelief of the Jew by saying, "Go down into the abyss, 
(the place of departed spirits) and there having found this Christ, 
bring him up, and then we will believe on him." But all of tins is an 
absurdity, for were it accomplished there would be no faith, but 
rather knowledge. Knowledge excludes faith, and we are discussing 
salvation by "faith" and not by "sight." It is not only absurd, but it is 
unnecessary, for all the evidence necessary to belief has been given, 
(cp. Jn. 20:30-31) There is no need to go to such great lengths in 
attaining salvation by faith. One need look no farther than his own 
mouth— than his own heart. This method of justification by faith is

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attainable now. "How is that?" someone is heard to say. The 
answer is found in the meaning of the words, "in thy mouth and in 
thy heart," as they relate to justification. "Because if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord and shalt believe in thy heart that 
God raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved (or justified)." 
10:6-9 

The Jew wanted to make God's method of justification as difficult 
and complicated as was the method under the law, hence the sug- 
gestions just made. The apostle answers that nothing like this is 
demanded or at all needful, for what Moses said of "the command- 
ment" (Deut. 30:41) can be applied to justification by faith. Restat- 
ing what has been said by way of conclusion, we have the tenth 
verse: "For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness and 
with the mouth confession is made unto salvation (or justification) ." 
This is a mere reiterating of two parts of the method of God for 
justification. It is not here to be concluded that these two conditions 
are all that is required by God for justification, for we find repent- 
ance and immersion likewise connected with salvation, remission of 
sins, justification (which are all synonyms expressing the same con- 
dition). Acts 2:38, 22:16; Mk. 16:1.6; I Pet. 3:21. 

Verses eleven through thirteen give to the Jews the substantiation 
of the Old Testament of the method of justification just described. 
Verse eleven speaks from the Old Testament scriptures of the neces- 
sity of belief (Isa. 28: 16). Verse twelve gives the real meaning to the 
word "whosoever" used by Isaiah in connection with belief. Paul 
says the word "whosoever" is to be understood in its broadest sense. 
In those that believe there is to be no distinction, neither in those who 
call upon the Lord. Then in verse thirteen we have the reference 
from the prophet Joel to the effect that this confession of Christ was 
to be enjoined upon all— "Whosoever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved." (Joel 2:32). Why the apostle did not here 
connect repentance and baptism with salvation as well as faith and 
confession is probably found in the fact that the subject of a death to 
sin through repentance and a burial into Christ through baptism have 
already been discussed. (See comments on the sixth chapter.)

16 Nevertheless, that the preaching of the true God would have 
been acceptable to the Gentiles in former times, is not certain; since 
all of the Jews, to whom the preaching of the Messiah ought to have 
been acceptable, have not obeyed the good tidings; for Isaiah saith, 
Lord, who hath believed our report? 

17 So then you acknowledge, that belief in the true God cometh 
from hearing concerning him; and this hearing, by the word or 
speech concerning God, uttered in some intelligible manner.

'The heavens declare the glory of the Lord, etc. Their line is gone out 
through all the earth, and their words to the end of the world.'

20 Besides, Isaiah is very bold, in speaking of the calling of the 
Gentiles, when he saith, (ch. Ixv. 1.), 'I am sought of them that ask 
not for me; I am found of them that sought me not. I said, Behold 
me, behold me, to a nation that was not called by my name.' 

21 But concerning the Israelites he saith, I have spread out my 
hands all the daylong, to a disobedient and rebelling people; I have 
long earnestly entreated that unbelieving and rebellious people to re- 
turn: But to no purpose. 
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Summary 

In order to call on the Lord, men must believe in him; in order 
to believe him, they must hear of him; in order to hear of him, he 
must be preached, But although all have not obeyed Christ who have 
heard of him, still the hearing is necessary, since by it belief comes. 
All Jews in Judea, and many Gentiles, at the time, had either heard of 
Christ or had the opportunity to do so, for the preachers of the gos- 
pel had offered it to them. Israel was ignorant of the fact of its 
rejection, notwithstanding the fact that both Moses and Isaiah had 
plainly foretold it. 

Comment 

The inspired author has just connected salvation with calling 
upon the name of the Lord, but as facts stood, vast multitudes of 
Gentiles and Jews had never called upon the name of the Lord. This 
was true for the simple reason that they did not believe in him. 
Indeed, this situation prompts the inevitable question: "How could 
they believe in him of whom they have never heard?" The answer 
is obvious— they could not; and yet the need can be met by the 
means God has provided— the preacher. They cannot believe with- 
out hearing, and they cannot hear without a preacher. The last 
question in this series of pointed questions bears the solution to all 
the needs, If the preacher is sent and he preaches Christ, then they 
will hear, then they will believe, then they will call upon the Lord, 
then they will be saved. Isaiah realized the terrible and yet beautiful 
import of sending forth the messengers of glad tidings. Note the 
words: ". . , and how shall they preach except they be sent? even 
as it is written, How beautiful are the feet of them that bring glad 
tidings of good things!" Indeed, the feet of those that carry the glad 
tidings of salvation are made beautiful by the news they bear. As it 
has already been stated, the preaching of the gospel bears in its train 
all the benefits of Christianity. 10:14-15 

It would be well to call to mind at this point the outline and pur- 
pose of this chapter. The heading of the chapter is, "Why Israel 
was Rejected." It could be outlined as follows: (1) Verses 1 and 2 
speak of Paul's earnest desire and prayer for the salvation of Israel. 
(2) Verses 3 and 4 tell us that Israel was rejected because they 
sought to establish their own method of justification, and in doing 
this they rejected God's method in Christ. (3) Verses 5-13 describe 
the two methods of justification: the one through the law, the other

It might seem to some, thought Paul, that since there were so 
many who had not accepted the message, the fact of their rejec- 
tion would cast reflection upon the truthfulness of the method. 
(Behind all of this discussion there Was the answer of the apostle 
to the Jew's attempt to escape their rejection.) Indeed, "All have not 
hearkened unto the glad tidings." This in itself suggests that some 
did hearken. The fact that all who heard it did not hearken was 
spoken of in 'prophecy by Isaiah. This prophet, looking down the 
corridors of time, saw that all would not heed the glad tidings. (Isa. 
53:1) Even if all have not believed the report, we can learn a 
lesson from the circumstance. We can learn of the method of 
obtaining faith. How were persons brought to belief? They were 
brought to believe by hearing the spoken word. "So belief cometh 
of hearing and hearing by the word of Christ." This, incidentally, 
destroys utterly the theory that faith is a gift of God separate from 
the Word. 10:16-17 

In verse 18 Paul takes up the answer to the problem at hand. All 
did not (and do not now) believe, but is it because they did not 
hear? No, for they had in truth heard. The fulfillment of the 
psalmist's words— "Their sound went out into all the earth, And 
their words unto the ends of the world"— has taken place in the 
preaching of the gospel; yes, they had heard, v. 18. The reason 
why Israel was rejected even though they heard can be found in the 
fact that they failed to understand the word of their own prophets. 
When the message of the Messiah was preached they failed to see 
that Jesus was the Messiah described in their scriptures. One of their 
illustrious leaders had spoken of God's reception of the Gentiles 
and also of the consequent jealousy of the Jews (Deut. 30:14), but 
they had utterly failed to understand. Further than this, Isaiah was so 
bold as to say: ". . . I was found of them that sought me not; I became 
manifest unto them that asked not of me." vs. 20 (Isa. 65:1). But 
Israel missed entirely the meaning of these words. The same prophet 
spoke of God's great love for Israel as well as his tender efforts to

11:1-10. I ask then, Do you from these prophecies infer that God 
hath cast off his people for ever? By no means, For even I am one of 
the ancient people of God, a descendant of Abraham, and sprung of 
the tribe of Benjamin: Yet I am not cast off; I am still one of God's 
people, by believing in Christ. 

2 God hath at no time cast off the whole of the Jewish nation 
whom he formerly chose. In the greatest national defections, there 
were always some who continued faithful to God. Know ye not 
what the scripture saith was spoken to Elijah, when he complained 
to God against the Israelites as having all followed idols, saying, 

3 Lord, 'The children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, 
thrown down thine altars, and slain thy prophets with the sword, and 
I, even I only, am left, and they seek my life to take it away.' I Kings 
xix:10. 

4 Elijah imagined that the whole nation had been guilty of idol- 
atry.

5 So then, even at this present time, there is a remnant, who, by 
believing on Jesus, continue to be the people of God still, according 
to an election by favor. 

6 And if this election to be the church of God is by favor, it can- 
not have happened on account of works performed, otherwise favor 
is no more favor: but if it be on account of works meriting it, there 
is no more favor in it, otherwise work is no more work: it merits 
nothing. 

7 What then is the sum of my discourse? Why this: The honor 
of continuing to be the people of God, which the Jewish nation 
earnestly seeketh, that it hath not obtained, having rejected Jesus; but 
the elected remnant hath obtained that honor, and the rest are 
blinded. 

8 Blindness hath ever been the disease of the Jews, as appears 
from what is written: 'The Lord hath poured out upon you the 
spirit of deep sleep.'— 'Hear ye indeed, but understand not; see ye 
indeed, but perceive not;' which stupidity and blindness hath con- 
tinued with the Jews to this present day. 
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9 And to show the causes and consequences of that spiritual blind- 
ness, David saith of Messiah's enemies, 'Let their table' become a 
snare to them, and that which should have been for their welfare, let 
it become a trap,' (Psal. lxix. 22.), and a stumbling-block, and a pun- 
ishment to them. 

10 'Let their eyes be darkened, that they see not, and make their 
loins continually to shake:' In consequence of their sensuality, their 
understanding shall be darkened, and as a punishment they shall be 
made slaves. 

Summary 

God has not wholly rejected Israel, as the case of Paul itself would 
prove. To suppose them wholly rejected is to repeat the error 
of Elijah. That prophet imagined that all God's prophets, except 
himself, had been killed. But God let him know that seven thou- 
sand still remained true to him.' tin like manner, there is now 
a large remnant of Israel who have not been rejected. This rem- 
nant is a chosen remnant, the choice proceeding from a principle 
of favor, and not from works or perfect obedience. Had the choice 
proceeded from perfect obedience, it could not have been from 
favor, for favor and perfect obedience mutually exclude each other. 
Israel sought to be retained as God's people, but failed through un- 
belief. The chosen, however, have been retained because they sought 
the honor by belief in Christ. The rejected Jews have grown hard in 
heart and feeling, as well as dull in perception— all of which has 
happened in accordance with predictions of their prophets. 

Comment 
5. This Rejection Neither Total Nor Final. 11: 1-36 
Introductory Remarks, 

We come now to the final section in the study of God's rejection 
of Israel, and also to the closing chapter of the doctrinal portion of 
the book. The last two chapters have been concerned with hut one 
subject: "the rejection of the Jews." In the eleventh chapter Paul 
is still discussing their rejection, but he here demonstrates that it 
was neither total nor final. This thought would help the Jews to 
realize that God had not rejected them unconditionally, nor was 
their rejection without hope of restoration. 

a. Their Rejection Not Total. 11:1-10

In verse one the question is raised: "I say then, did God cast off 
his people?" That is, did God cast off his people en masse? Did he 
cast them from him as a nation? The answer comes immediately in 
the negative: "God forbid." This thought of total rejection is not 
to be entertained for a moment. One good reason for repudiating 
this idea is found in the fact that Paul was an Israelite. Indeed, he 
was of the seed of Abraham and of the tribe of Benjamin. Was Paul 
rejected? No, God had not rejected him; he had rather dealt with 
him in a special way. Jehovah had abundantly shown to Paul that 
he was in his favor. The conclusion then to Paul's case is that 
God has not cast off or rejected his people completely, for Paul 
could not have stood in God's favor if this were true. v. 1 

The first part of verse two is the conclusion to the case of Paul. 
But what is the meaning of the words: "whom he foreknew"? We 
take the position that Paul is speaking of the nation of Israel, of the 
special favor they enjoyed, that of all the nations of the history God 
"knew" or recognized the Jews. In other words, we might say, 
"God has not rejected his people whom he has known for so long." 
He will not with one sweep of divine wrath reject the people he 
has known and loved over all these centuries, v. 2a 

An illustration is now given of the true condition of Israel. Was it 
possible that God had totally forsaken Israel? That was what Elijah 
thought, for the scriptures tell us how he pleaded with God respect- 
ing Israel because they had killed all the prophets, they had "digged 
down thine altars". Elijah believed Israel to be forsaken of God. 
The only faithful one left in the nation was Elijah, and his life 
was in danger. But this complaint was made in ignorance, for the 
Lord made it known that there were yet seven thousand men who 
had not bowed the knee to Baal. The application of this illustration 
is made in verse five: "Even so then at this present time also there 
is a remnant according to the election of grace." In other words, 
although a vast segment of Israel was cast off through their rejection 
of Christ, yet there were those here and there who had accepted 
him, and together they served to make up "the remnant." This 
remnant is referred to as being "a remnant according to the election 
of grace." What is the import of this?

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discovered that the election of certain individuals to become par- 
ticipators in God's grace was dependent upon their own choice, not 
upon the arbitrary election of God. So, then, we can say that this 
remnant was made up of those Jews who heard of "the grace of 
God" through Jesus Christ and chose to accept him. Thus they be- 
came God's remnant. God chose to elect all those who would choose 
to accept the grace extended through his son. vs. 2b-5 

( 2 ) The Reason for Their Rej ection. : 1 1 : 6- 1 

The words, "election of grace," suggest the thought that is de- 
veloped in verses 6 through 10. Israel was rejected because they 
rejected the grace of God. Paul deems the thought of "election 
by grace" worthy of an extended explanation since this was the 
reason for the rejection of Israel. Notice his comments upon this 
subject. 

(a) Acceptance by God is by grace; it cannot be by works, for 
works exclude grace, just as grace excludes works, vs. 6 

(b) This acceptance Israel sought but did not find; the elect 
alone obtained acceptance, vs. 7a. 

(c) All but the elect (those who chose the grace of God through 
Christ) "were hardened," even as it was prophesied: "God gave 
them a spirit of stupor, eyes that they should not see and ears thai 
they should not hear unto this very day." David also spoke about 
this condition when he said: "Let their table be made a snare, and a 
trap, and a stumbling block, and a recompense unto them: and bow 
thou down their back always." vs. 7b-10 

How were the rest hardened? One look at the occasion of hard- 
ening will answer this question. The statement is made that the 
elect obtained acceptance. How did they obtain it? By accepting 
Christ. And what happened to those, who heard but did not accept? 
The answer in the words of the apostle was simply, "they were 
hardened." How did it come about? Through their own rejection, 
choosing rather to obey Satan and his suggestions than the grace 
of God. 

But how can the words of the prophets be understood? "God 
gave them a spirit of stupor, eyes that they should not see, and ears 
that they should not hear." If we will keep before us the circum^ 
stances of this action, we will encounter little difficulty in under- 
standing them. Let us remember that Paul was speaking of the Jewish 
rejection of the gospel and Jesus as the IVlessiah.

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When we consider the refusal of the Jews to accept the plain 
evidence before them, we can understand that the spirit of stupor 
was brought about by their own stubbornness, and not by an arbi- 
trary act on the part of Jehovah. The spirit of stupor was the result 
of a continual refusal to heed the truth. As in the case of Pharaoh, 
God provided in his love the means of convincing man of the truth at 
hand, but man perverted these provisions and the result was even 
as Isaiah and David prophesied. 

It has ever been the nature of God to give man abundant oppor- 
tunity to do his will, but when man rejects this opportunity, then 
God cannot and will not project himself into the realm of man's 
free choice. Man is then left to receive the recompense of his wrong 
choice. David's descriptive words in verses 9 and 10 tell of the dire 
results of rejecting Christ. These words have had and are now 
having their fulfillment in the lives of the Jews who have rejected 
their Messiah. 

Text 

11:11-24. I say then, Did they stumble that they might fall? God 
forbid: but by their fall salvation is come unto the Gentiles, to pro- 
voke them to jealousy. 12 Now if their fall is the riches of the world, 
and their loss the riches of the Gentiles; how much more their ful- 
ness? 1 3 But I speak to you that are Gentiles. Inasmuch then as I am 
an apostle of Gentiles, I glorify my ministry; 14 if by any means I 
may provoke to jealousy them that are of my flesh, and may save 
some of them. 1 5 For if the casting away of them is the reconciling 
of the world, what shall the receiving of them be, but life from the 
dead? 16 And if the firstfruit is holy, so is the lump: and if the root 
is holy, so are the branches. 1 7 But if some of the branches were bro- 
ken off, and thou, being a wild olive, was grafted in among them, and 
didst become partaker with them of the root of the fatness of the 
olive tree; 18 glory not over the branches: but if thou gloriest, it is 
not thou that bearest the root, but the root thee. 19 Thou wilt say 
then, Branches were broken off, that I might be grafted in.

Paraphrase 

11:11-24. By applying these prophecies to the Jews, you represent 
them as in a state of utter rejection. I ask, therefore, Have they 
stumbled so as to fall for ever? By no means; but through their fall 
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salvation is given to the Gentiles, to excite the Jews to emulation, 
that by believing they may obtain the same privilege. 

12 Now, if the destruction of the Jewish church be the enriching 
both of the Jews and Gentiles, by making room for the gospel 
church, and if the stripping of the Jews of their privileges be the oc- 
casion of conferring these privileges on the Gentiles, how much 
more will their filling the church be followed with great advantages 
to the Gentiles? 

13 Now the rejection of the Jews, and the happiness of the Gen- 
tiles in their restoration, I make known to you Gentiles; and in as 
much as I am the apostle of the Gentiles, by proving these great se- 
crets from the Jewish scriptures, I do honor to my ministry; 

14 If by any means I may excite to emulation those of my nation, 
and may save some of them, by persuading them to enter into the 
church. 

15 This I desire also for the sake of the Gentiles: Because, if the 
casting away of the Jews be the occasion of reconciling the Gentiles, 
what must the resumption of them be, but life from the dead? It will 
occasion a revival of religion, after a great decay. 

16 Their conversion will be pleasing to God: For if the first Jew- 
ish believers have been accepted of God, the whole nation will be so 
through their faith. 

17 Now, if many of Abraham's children were cast out of the 
covenant for their unbelief, and thou who art a Gentile, art, on thy 
believing the gospel, ingrafted instead of them, and, though unfit 
for such a favor, art become a joint partaker with the believing Jews 
of all the privileges of God's covenant and church; 

18 Do not speak contemptuously of the broken off branches, as 
thinking thyself more excellent and more in favor with God than 
they: For if thou dost, know that thou bearest not the root, but the 
root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say, however, the natural branches were broken off, 
that we Gentiles might be admitted into the covenant and church of 
God. 

20 True; By unbelief they were broken off, and thou by faith 
standeth in their place. Do not think highly of thyself, as more fa- 
vored of God than they. But be afraid, lest through pride thou also 
be broken off. 

21 For if God spared not the natural members of his covenant, 
but cut them off for their unbelief, perhaps he will as little spare thee, 
if thou behavest unsuitably to thy privileges. 

22 Admire then both the goodness and severity of God: towards 
the Jews, who are cast out of his covenant, severity; but towards the 
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GentileS, whom God hath admitted into his covenant, goodness; if 
thou continuest in the state wherein his goodness hath placed thee, 
by improving thy advantages, otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. 

23 And even the Jews, when they abide not in unbelief, shall" be 
brought again into the church of God; for God is able and willing 
to unite them again to his church, on their believing the gospel. 

24 For if thou wert separated from thine idolatrous countrymen, 
and, contrary to thy nature, which was full of ignorance and wicked- 
ness, wert made a member of the covenant with Abraham, how much 
rather shall the Jews, who are the natural members of that Covenant, 
be restored again to their own honors and privileges, by believing 
the gospel, which is the accomplishment of the ancient revelations 
made to themselves? 

Summary 

The Jews stumbled at Christ. Did they stumble merely that they 
might fall? Certainly not. Rather, they stumbled that therebythey 
might contribute to the salvation of the Gentiles. If now their fall 
proves advantageous to the Gentiles, their reception back into the 
divine favor will prove still more so. This implies that they may be 
again received. And why not? The first converts from them were 
accepted. Surely then all will be received when they become convert- 
ed, The Jews were rejected because of unbelief. Let them then but 
believe, and they will be accepted. And you, Gentiles, stand by be- 
lief. Do not .grow proud and over-confident. For if God spared not 
the Jews when they did/ wrong, neither will he spare you. Towards 
the Jews, God has been severe in cutting them off; towards you he 
has been kind. Be careful now to deserve a continuance of his kind- 
ness. If not, you too will be rejected. as the Jews have been. ; 

Comment 

b.. Their. Rejection Not Final.. 11:11-24 

This section opens with a question, the meaning of which is not 
immediately apparent. The fall of the nation of Israel prompts, the 
one last inquiry; "Did they stumble that they might fall?" The 
Israelites had as a whole stumbled over Christ, What Paul is asking 
here is: "Was it the intention of God to place this stumbling block 
in their path with the express purpose of causing them to be eternally 
lost?" In other words: Was their stumbling of such a nature as to 
cause them to be forever v/ithout hope?" "Nay," replies the apostle. 
Then follow in close succession two reasons fori denying this 
thought. (1) It was not God's purpose that in the stumbling of the

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Jews they be without hope, but rather that in this way he might 
give opportunity to the Gentiles to be saved. It is wonderful to 
observe from time to time as we read the Word, the way the Father 
makes use of Satan's efforts and apparent victories to finally bring 
glory to his eternal name, If the Jews must reject Christ, then God 
will make out of it, not a means of bringing his vengeance upon his 
people, but rather of offering salvation directly to the Gentiles 
instead of through the Jews as he originally planned. (2) They did 
not stumble and fall in such a way as to be eternally lost, however. 
One day when they opened their blinded eyes to the purpose of God 
among the Gentiles, and were caused to think how God would so 
work among the Gentiles who were in times past "no people," they 
would see that he would certainly work among those who had been 
his people, providing of course they accepted Jesus as Messiah, the 
source of God's blessing among the Gentiles, v. 11. 

Verse 12a develops the thought suggested in lib. In verse 11 Paul 
has said that through the fall of Israel salvation was given to the 
Gentiles. Now in 12a he describes this salvation as: the "riches 
of the world" and "riches of the Gentiles." These riches were given 
because of, or through the "loss" or "fall" of Israel. How so? A clear 
case of this very thought is found in Acts 13:44-48. The Jews of 
Antioch of Pisidia were offered the riches of the gospel of Christ, 
but they refused it; they stumbled over it. Then it was that Paul 
said, "Lo, we turn to the Gentiles . . . And as the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad and glorified God; and as many as were or- 
dained to eternal life believed." Thus did the fall of the Jews become 
the riches of the Gentiles. Thus did the stumbling of the Jew become 
the riches of the world. It was necessary first that the gospel be 
carried to the Jews. If they had received it, they would have carried 
it to the Gentile world; but since they refused even the message, it 
was given to the Gentiles directly through the apostles, vs. 12a. 

In verse 12b we have the positive side of this two-sided truth. 
The thought is this: although some Gentiles were blessed with the 
riches of the gospel as a result of the fall of the Jews, how much 
more will they (the Gentiles) be blessed in "the fullness" of the 
Jews. We take this thought of fullness to mean the turning of the 
Jews to Christ, that when the Jews finally do turn to Christ in great 
numbers, then the Gentile world will be blessed even more in the

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riches of salvation than they were when the nation first rejected 
Christ. The Jews will one day be the evangels of the cross and cause 
such a stir among the world as it has never known. Now this might 
appear to be a rather fanciful interpretation if we did not have Paul's 
own explanation of this very matter in the 15th verse. In this verse he 
explains verse 12b. Verses 13 and 14 are parenthetical in thought 
and contain a personal: word of admonition to the. Gentile read- 
ers to give heed to what Paul is saying. As he says, he was an apostle 
to the Gentiles, and in saying the things that he has just said and is 
about to say he glorifies (the purpose of) his ministry. He further 
says in this interposed thought that he is only' saying these things 
that he might arouse in his brethren, the Jews, a godly jealousy 
so that they will desire and accept salvation in Christ. Now back 
to the thought broken by these words: Paul has just said that the 
Gentiles were blessed richly by the loss of the Jews, but he says 
this first blessing will not in anywise compare with the great blessing 
to be received when they finally lift the veil from their eyes and 
accept Christ. Now he states in verse 15 the same thought in other 
words:' "For if the casting away of them is the reconciling of the 
world (referring of course to the reconciliation that is to be found 
for the whole world in Christ) what shall the receiving of them be 
but life from the dead." Here we see that they who were once cast 
away will one day be received. How were they "cast away"? 
By their own willful rejection. How will they be received? In the 
same manner: by their own choice. And Paul says that this will be 
to the Gentile world like a resurrection. The power of God through- 
out the world will be so strong at this time that it will be as if God 
had caused a resurrection to occur over the land. In this case a 
resurrection of righteousness will occur in the conversion of the 
Gentiles. In verse 16 we have two similes which present pictures of 
the corning of the Jews to Christ. The first one is in the form of the 
familiar "first fruits" offering. It doubtless has reference to the 
example of Numbers 25:20. The harvest was gathered and the flour 
ground; then a general mass of dough was formed which must be 
consecrated before it was used. A portion of it was taken and baked 
into a small cake. This was offered to the Lord. In this way the Jews 
were saying that all belonged to God even as did the representa- 
tive small portion. Who in this analogy would represent the first 
portion? Before answering remember that the apostle is discussing

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the general turning of the Jews to Jesus as the Messiah. Therefore, I 
believe that the first portion, or "first fruits" were those few Jews 
in Paul's day who had accepted Christ. Because they had, they testi- 
fied that all could if they would. And then looking back to the 
thought that the rejection of Israel was not final, we can see in this 
a picture of God's estimation of Israel. He looks upon them as 
"holy," not in the sense that they were saved, but his heart went 
out to them for all that they had been to him, and for what they 
could be to him if they would but accept his Son. Israel is not with- 
out hope; they will one day return, and even now God looks upon 
them as objects of his love. vs. 16. As to the meaning of the second 
picture, we quote from Moses E. Lard, page 360: "The same senti- 
ment is reiterated, with the imagery changed. The root corresponds 
to the first Jewish converts, the branches to the rejected nation. 
Assuming the root of a tree to be holy, we naturally infer holiness 
of its branches. Such is the argument. The word "holy" has here the 
same meaning as in the preceding clause. If God has accepted the 
root, or first converts from the Jews, he will accept the whole 
nation when converted. Such is the import of the passage. It is a 
short, striking metaphor, with a perfectly clear meaning." Who 
were the branches in the last metaphor? Yes, the Jews. In verse 17 we 
have the statement that some of these branches were "broken off." 
This plainly speaks of the rejection of Christ among Israel. By that re- 
jection they were "broken off." We do not maintain that these 
metaphor in verses 16 and 17 are connected in any other sense. There 
is no need to carry the application of these simple pictures any 
farther than the apostle does. He simple states that some of the 
branches were "broken off"; he does not allude to the tree. He 
places no emphasis upon the tree; why should we? The thought is 
rejection, and it is plainly stated— let us leave it there, vs. 17a. 

Now appears once again the same comparison and thought of the 
Jew's rejection that has been dealt with throughout the discussion. 
The reception of the Gentiles is stated in these words: "And you, 
being a wild olive, have been grafted in among them." There were 
some branches who were not broken off; these of course were the 
Christian Jews. It was among these branches that the Gentiles were 
grafted in. The whole thought, of course, has reference to the sal- 
vation of the Gentiles as forming part of the church with the Chris- 
tian Jews. vs. 17b.

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In the midst of this imagery there is the practical note and ad- 
monition of the 18th verse. It is well to realize the blessing of par- 
taking of the wonderful benefits' of the gospel as described in "par- 
taking of the root and fatness of the olive tree." But then we must not 
become high-minded or proud and speak against the Jews, for, 
"Remember," says the apostle, "that salvation came of the Jews." 
We do not mock the branches, but keep in mind that we owe a great 
deal to those branches, for without them we would have no Saviour, 
no revelation, no salvation. The Jews are like the root of the tree, and 
we are like the ingrafted branches of this tree. vs. 18. 

A rather veiled objection is now raised by the imaginary Gentile. 
"Were not the branches broken off that I might be grafted in?" In 
a sense this might be true, for even as we have said, the Gentiles were 
given opportunity to hear the gospel through the refusal of the Jews. 
But on the other hand, it was not to be supposed by the Gentiles 
that God loved them or preferred them above the Jews, and because 
of this he cast out the Jew that he might receive the Gentiles. No, 
the Jews were broken off only because of their unbelief. And fur- 
ther consideration of the matter will show us that we only stand 
in God's favor because of our trusting reliance on Christ. Now if 
we begin to trust in ourselves and our position, we Will have fallen 
into the same snare as the Jews. Considering this, "be not high- 
minded but fear: for if God spared not the natural branches (when 
they looked to self-effort) neither will he spare thee (if you act 
in the same manner)." vs. 21. 

As a conclusion to this thought of acceptance and rejection, we 
have verse 22. In all that has been said, it is easy to see the immutable 
decisions of the Creator. We behold his goodness and severity. God 
must, and always does, maintain justice. Those who willfully refuse 
he must sever; but, on the Other hand, his goodness is always ac- 
cessible. The Gentiles were the recipients of God's goodness, which 
was summed up in the salvation they enjoyed. However, the Gen- 
tiles must also remember that a continuance in faith is as important 
as is the initial decision. The thought of continuing in God's good- 
ness as here used refers to the steadfastness on the. part of man in 
the provisions God has made for his life and hope, rather than 
trusting in his own wisdom or good works. So it was that Paul 
admonished the Gentiles to behold the overall picture and realize 
that a trusting, humble reliance upon God through Christ was the

only thing that could keep them from being cut off as was the Jew, 
vs. 22. 

Now once again back to the thought of this whole section: The 
nation of Israel was not without hope, for if they would but cease 
in their course of unbelief they would be grafted in. There was only 
one barrier— their unbelief. God was ready and God was able to graft 
them in, even as he did the Gentiles, vs. 23. Yes, indeed, he can graft 
them in. In some respects their acceptance by the Almighty would 
be more natural than his receiving of the Gentiles. A further point 
of comparison is made in the olive tree simile to emphasize this 
thought. The usual grafting process has been reversed in the case 
of the Gentiles. No one acquainted with the laws of grafting would 
graft a portion of a wild tree into the root of a tame tree, but this 
God has, in his mercy and wisdom, performed The wild branch of 
the Gentiles was grafted into the root of the Christian Jews. The 
plan of God was that the Messiah was predetermined to come to the 
world through the Jewish nation. Everything about him appeared 
in shadow and type in the scriptures of the nation of Israel. It should 
have been that Jesus would be welcomed as the crowning glory of 
Israel's heritage. The church should have been accepted as the 
wonderful new creation of the Messiah. Yes, the church was meant 
to be the Jews' "own olive tree," but they stumbled over the 
"suffering servant" and missed his glorious kingdom. But then, one 
day when they will finally open their eyes, how they will then 
understand it all, how then will the dark things be made plain and 
the great pattern of God all fit together! This we take to be the im- 
port of the thought of the grafting in of the Jews "into their own 
olive tree." vs. 24.

Paraphrase 

11:25-32. For, brethren, that ye may not have an high conceit of 
yourselves, on account of your being made the people of God in 
place of the Jews, I must show you this secret, that the blindness of 
the Jews in part, will continue only till the generality of the Gentiles 
come into the Christian church. For that illustrious event will render 
the evidences of the gospel irresistible. 

26 And so, laying ask' "their prejudices, all Israel, by believing the 
gospel, shall enjoy the means of salvation, according as it is foretold, 
Isa. lix. 20. The redeemer shall come to Zion, and to them that turn 
from transgression in Jacob. 

27 For this is my covenant with them, when I shall take away their 
sins of unbelief. 'My spirit that is upon thee, O Messiah, and my word 
which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out of thy mouth, 
nor out of the mouth of thy seed, saith the Lord, from henceforth 
and for ever.' 

28 With respect to the gospel indeed, they are, through their un- 
belief, enemies to God on your account; your reception into the

Summary 

Hardness in part has come upon Israel until the full sum of the 
Gentiles come into the church. By that time the hardness of Israel 
will give way, they will then become believers, and so a great many 
of them will be saved. You Gentiles should know this mystery to 
keep you from becoming puffed up with self-importance. The re- 
jected Jews are still beloved on their Father's account, and you Gen- 
tiles have now to preach the gospel to them, and so convert them to 
Christ. They are thus at last to realize the divine mercy through you. 
Their fall has proved a blessing to you, and your conversion is to 
prove a blessing to them. 

Comment 
c. Mercy to All; The Ultimate Purpose of God. 11:25-32 
In verse 25 we have a bold statement of fact that has before only 
been given in analogy. Lest the brethren in Rome (a great share 
of whom were Gentiles) distort the aim of this figurative language 
into a conclusion concerning their own self-importance, Paul says, 
"For I would not, brethren, have you ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye be wise in your own conceits, that a hardening in part has befallen 
Israel, until the fullness of the Gentiles be come in." The thought 
of "hardening in part" refers back to the thought that their rejection 
was not entire, but only "in part." The time element spoken of here 
points once again to the fact that their rejection is not final, only

until "the fullness of the Gentiles be come in." But what can the 
meaning of "the fullness of the Gentiles"' be? We have had a refer- 
ence to the "fullness" of the Jews (cf. vs. 12b). In this case we found 
the term "fullness" to be descriptive of the turning of the Jews to 
Christ, and in great numbers. Since then* the same subject is here 
being discussed, the turning of men to Christ, we could likewise 
say the fullness of the Gentiles refers to the extensive acceptance of 
Christ among these peoples; But there is one contrast in this com- 
parison, for the fullness of the Gentiles is said to "come in.';' What 
is the thought here? This would seem to mean that there are a 
certain number of persons in that multitude, and when that number 
has been reached then will come to pass the fulfillment of the prom- 
ise. We do not mean that no further Gentiles will be saved; indeed, 
we have already said that the fullness of the Jews would mean "life 
from the dead" among the Gentiles. The thought is that a change 
will take place as to who will carry God's good news. 11:25 

The apostle emphatically affirms that when the fullness of the 
Gentiles has been reached, "All Israel will be saved." Along with 
the salvation of Israel, Paul promises that the words of Isaiah, the 
prophet, will find their fulfillment. How is it that all Israel shall be 
saved? How is it they were lost? This is not difficult to answer. 
They were lost because they turned from Christ; they then will be 
saved when they turn to Christ. Notice please that the turning of 
the Jews to Christ is tied up inseparably with the fullness of the 
Gentiles. This would give us some light on the reason for the turning 
of the nation of Israel to their Messiah. It would seem that there 
will be something in the bringing in of the fullness of the Gentiles 
that will cause all Israel to be saved. This could be nothing short 
of the faithful preaching of the gospel by the Gentiles to the Jews. 
When the Gentiles have accomplished this in the way and manner 
that God wants it done, then will come to pass the fullness of the 
Gentiles and the salvation of Israel. That it could take place in any 
other way seems inconsistent with God's means for man's salvation. 
To state that "all" Israel will be saved does not necessitate the sal- 
vation of each individual in the nation, but only as the word "all" 
is used in other instances which speak of a large portion as "all." 
The "Deliverer" who was to come out of Zion could be none other 
than Christ. Zion in this instance would refer to Israel and the results 
will be that ungodliness will be taken from Jacob. Since the Jews

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are descendants of Jacob, this would refer to them. When the day 
comes that Israel accepts the salvation provided in Christ, then will 
they be able to look back upon these words of Isaiah and behold 
their fulfillment. The covenant made by God with Israel concerning 
this was probably made with Abraham and now finds its fulfillment 
in Christ, vs. 26-27 

Still speaking of Israel, the inspired writer speaks of their relation- 
ship to the gospel. When Jehovah views Israel in the light of the 
gospel he must say, "They are my enemies." It is not that God has 
refused them, but rather that they have refused him. But as has been 
considered before, God used this as a means of saving the Gentiles. 
When viewing Israel in relationship to his eternal purposes or "elec- 
tion," he says, "They are beloved." Why were they beloved and 
in what sense? As to why they are beloved, we have the answer 
given: "For the fathers' sake." Who are the fathers here spoken of? 
Notice that it does not refer to the heavenly Father, but rather to 
"the fathers." This we take to mean the fathers of the Hebrew 
nation, namely, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, etc. Because of the 
promises made to these great men of God, he yet loves Israel. 
The 29th verse serves to explain his consideration of Israel for 
the fathers' sake. He is saying in essence that many among the 
Jews will one day turn to Christ, for he so purposed it when he 
promised to these men of old that he would be their God and they 
his children. These are called "gifts and calling." God is not sorry 
that he thus made these promises, for although it might now appear 
as a mystery, it will one day be made plain, even as he purposed. 
11:28-29 

In conclusion to this whole matter of the salvation of the Jews 
and Gentiles, we have the statement of verses 30-32. Let us read 
verse 32 first and then see how it finds its explanation and fulfillment 
in verses 30-31. Notice: "For God hath shut up all unto disobedi- 
ence, that he might have mercy upon all." Consider first the diso- 
bedience of the Gentiles. This was described in the first chapter of 
this book, but was purely introductory and had nothing to do with 
mercy. Now we notice the disobedience of the Jew. This was so 
for a twofold purpose: not only that Gentiles might obtain mercy 
through Christ, but that we might bring the gospel to the Jewish 
people and thus cause them to enter into God's mercy. This only 
more firmly established the thought we before expressed, which

No one has ever been privy to his counsels, nor any appointed 
to aid him. All things originate in him, and all things are for his 
honor and glory. 

Comment 

d. Conclusion: 11:33-36 

We can think of no better words to express the thought of this 
conclusion than the paraphrasing of these verses as given by W. 
Sanday on p. 333 in the International Critical Commentary. 11:33 
"When we contemplate a scheme like this spread out before us in 
vast panorama, how forcibly does it bring home to us the inex- 
haustible profundity of that Divine mind by which it was planned! 
The decisions which issue from that mind and the methods by which 
it works are alike inscrutable to man. 34 Into the secrets of the ~ 
Almighty none can penetrate. No counsellor stands at His ear to 
whisper words of suggestion. 35 Nothing in Him is derived from 
without so as to be claimed back again by its owner. 36 He is the 
source of all things. Through Him all things flow. He is the final 
a use to which all things tend. Praised forever be His name! Amen."

Whereas we cannot comprehend many aspects of the nature of

God, there is one, quality of God which we can understand, and 
which calls for a response on our part. We can understand the 
mercies of God. A. review of the history of his dealings with both 
Jew and Gentile will show "he hath not dealt with us after our sins 
nor rewarded us according to pur iniquities." The goodness of God 
should indeed lead us to repentance, to "a change of mind." We are 
not abused at all, but marvelously blessed. In the heart of Paul so 
strong was this concept of God's goodness that he used a very strong 
word in calling for our response to God's mercies. He said, "I 
beseech you." It is as if he Were saying, "Come here apart with me, 
and let me impress upon you face to face the inescapable responsi- 
bility each of lis have as Christians in response to mercies to us." In the 
chapters to follow, Paul is to call upon believers to do many things, 
both for God and man, but now there is but one injunction which 
was inclusive of all others: "Present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable to God." When this is done, all other expressions 
of devotion and service will issue forth. Note, please, that the body 
does not present .itself. "We" must offer it up to God. By God's grace 
and in response to his mercy, we do have control over this body of 
flesh; we can make it an offering to God, or Paul would never have 
called for it. Other Christians have done it; they are now doing it. 
Can we do less? ' 

When we thus present our bodies to God, he will deerri them 
holy and acceptable. Not that we by such a surrender become sinless 
6r infallible, but he who looks on the heart so counts us holy and 
acceptable on the basis of his grace and our offering. Such action 
and devotion on our part is but the natural, sensible response of the 
heart and life to God. Anything short of this reflects upon our 
willingness to follow out the divine plan of God in dealing with 
man through Christ. 

In verse two are the details of the living sacrifice. If our bodies 
are to be laid upon the altar of devotion to God, it will be because 
the volitional, responsible part of man has been renewed, not once 
but day by day, for that is how often this sacrifice is to be made. 
Perhaps a morning and an evening oblation would be in order. How 
shall we dress? How shall we talk? How shall we think? If we see 
and follow only those things and persons which are near, we shall 
be likethem, corrupt, full of lust. But it is wondrously possible to

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set a "new fashion" by following Christ, who is the "fashion de- 
signer" of the Christian. To be in "fashion" with Christ calls for time, 
thought, energy on our part. All of this means we must set our 
minds on the things that are above, and not once, but continually, 
to have that divine power work in us both to will and to do his good 
pleasure. When our minds are renewed, so is our life. Our bodies 
then become "instruments of righteousness." 

What are we trying to prove? Better yet, to whom are we trying 
to prove it? We are proving the good, acceptable, and perfect will 
of God, or that God's will is good, acceptable and perfect. When 
once we have made this surrender, we will know it ourselves. It will 
be good, acceptable and perfect to us— life indeed! It will likewise 
appear so to other Christians, some who need such demonstra- 
tion. Above all, it will prove to Satan that God's way is the best 
way, good, well-pleasing, and perfect. We feel the emphasis is upon 
proving it to ourselves, but the other aspects of the thought are 
also true.

Paraphrase 
12:3-16. Also, by the apostolical authority which is given to me, 
I command every one among you, without exception, not to have 
an higher opinion of himself, nor a lower opinion of others, than 
he ought to have, but to think of both justly, so as always to behave 
wisely in his own station, without aspiring after offices in the church 
which he is not fit for; and to employ himself in the duties of his 
station and office, according as to each God has distributed his meas- 
ure of spiritual gifts. 

4 These gifts are necessarily different, both in their nature and 
dignity, (ver. 6.) For, as in one body we have many members, but 
all these members have not the same office in the body; 

5 So we, the many disciples of Christ, are but one body, or re- 
ligious society, under the government of Christ; consequently we are 
all members of one another, receiving edification and comfort from 
each other. 

6 Having then spiritual gifts, differing according to the offices 
assigned us in the church; if our gift be prophecy, let us prophesy 
only according to the extent of our inspiration, without adding to 
or taking from the revelations made to us, or meddling with subjects 
not revealed to us:

He whose gifts fit him for distributing the church's alms, 
let him do it with honesty, disinterestedness, and impartiality: he 
whose gifts fit him for presiding, let him do with assiduity and pru- 
dence: he whose gifts qualify him for taking care of the sick, the 
afflicted, the imprisoned, and of widows and orphans, let him per- 
form these services with cheerfulness. 

9 Let your professions of love be real: abhor every evil action: ad- 
here closely to a virtuous course of life. 

10 In love to one another as brethren in Christ, show that kindness 
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of affection which near relations bear to one another. In every hon- 
orable action, go before, and leading on one another. 

11 In caring for each other, be not slothful. In spirit be fervent, 
when ye serve the Lord in the ordinary duties of religion, or in 
spreading the gospel. ' 

12 Rejoice in hope of eternal life. Be patient in affliction. And as 
the best consolation in trouble, continue earnest in prayer, although 
your prayers be hot immediately answered.

Summary 

We should not be high-minded because we are gifted, but we must 
be right-minded, that we may place a proper estimate upon every- 
thing, especially upon gifts, our own as well as those of others. If we 
have a gift, we must exercise it, neither being proud of it, nor look- 
ing down upon others as inferiors because they have a less shining 
gift. Whatever we are best qualified to do, that we must do, and 
nothing else. This alone gives success. 

Our love must be unfeigned, for otherwise.it is hypocrisy. It is not 
enough that we simply oppose evil; we must abhor it. We must cling 
to what is good at every cost. Our love for the brotherhood must 
be very tender, while in the matter of showing esteem, we must be 
examples to one another. In serving the Lord, we must be full of 
zeal, and fervent in spirit. In affliction, We must be patient, constant 
in prayer, and full of hope. We are to share each other's wants, 
lovingly caring for strangers in our homes. We must bless even 
our persecutors, and never curse them. We are not to pattern 
after proud ways and high life, but evince a preference for lowly 
ways and meek life. 
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Comment 
2. Duties to those within the church. 12:3-16 

Paul was inspired, and his utterances came by divine inspiration, 
but he was not so blessed of God because he deserved it. He had 
such a ministry through the unmerited favor of God. We should 
heed his words as the words of God, and all the more so when 
we see reflected in the life of the inspired spokesman the very 
truths he seeks to impart. The church at Rome was graced with a 
number of spiritual gifts. There were men in the congregation who 
had the gift of prophecy (vs. 6); evidently some had the gift of 
supernatural wisdom or knowledge (vs. 7; cf. I Cor. 12:8.) Others 
were ministering (vs. 7a) and still others exhorting (vs. 7b). They 
were ministering and exhorting only by God's power and wisdom. 
There was a strong temptation to misuse these gifts, particularly 
in the area of pride. Let us put ourselves in their place. If we were 
blessed with the gift of prophecy, would we not consider such 
a power the greatest blessing of our lives? Would it not be a strong 
temptation to convince every other member of the church that 
what we had received from God was indeed high and holy? Find 
ten men and women with this same idea, and there will be confusion 
and collision! 

What is here said of spiritual gifts is also applicable to the ordinary 
places of service in the church today. 

A clear "renewed" mind will reveal reality. Sober judgment will 
be made and sound decisions formed. In the exercise of the super- 
natural gifts, faith on the part of the one gifted had to be exercised. 
For example: Peter and John could not heal the lame man at the 
beautiful gate without faith (Acts 3:1-10), but it was not the faith 
of the lame man but of Peter and John (cf. Acts 3:16). "The 
measure of faith" had reference to the power exercised by those 
possessing the gifts. The expression, "according as God hath dealt 
to each man a measure of faith," would seem to refer to the gift 
itself. It does so only in the sense that sometimes the result is put 
for the cause. The result was the exercise of the gift; the cause was 
the faith of the gifted. The faith, too, was a "gift" of God. 

In verses 4 and 5, the human body as compared to the spiritual one 
is discussed. This passage is not the first time Paul uses such a com- 
parison, nor the last one. (cf. I Cor. 12: 12-27) There is perfect unity 
through diversity in the human body. The hidden, though inevi- 
table, conclusion is that such is only true because there is a unified

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response to the one head. In the spiritual body, the church, Christ 
is the head (Eph. 1:22, 23). There should be that perfect willingness 
on the part or each one to count the other better than himself and 
as necessary as himself— no one indispensable and yet all doing what 
none -other can do. When, we realize that our proper relationship 
to the. head depends upon our proper relationship to, every other 
member of the body, we will work together without highminded- 
ness. , 

Note, please, the attitudes to be adopted by those who exercise 
their gifts, as in vs. 6-8. The gifts differ, but not the source. The 
expressions differ, but not the purpose. Each is to be used to its 
fullest extent, but with no attempt to control the use of another of 
God's gifted ones. There are seven areas of services here mentioned. 
In four of them we can see a need for special supernatural gifts: 
in prophecy, in ministry, in teaching and in exhorting, but not in the 
remaining three. We conclude, therefore, that the admonition is both 
specific and general. To those who are divinely blessed, as well as 
to those who serve without such needed aid, "do it with all that 
in you is" without thought of comparison with others. "He that 
giveth" evidently refers to those who have of this world's means 
and yet love the Lord. They are to give with liberality, perhaps 
realizing how rare such a person is and how needed is the gift. The 
rulers are doubtless the elders of the churches. Idleness or indiff- 
erence will not produce an elder who rules well. A real word of 
emphasis needs to be sounded on "he that showeth mercy," or 
perhaps better translated, "he that showeth pity," It is easy enough 
to show pity or mercy to someone who is ill or Shut-in the first 
time or the second or third visit, but how is our cheerfulness after 
the 100th call on the same unfortunate one? It should be the same 
as the attitude we expect from God when we ask him to attend 
to our needs (and many times the same ones) the 100th time. 

In verses 9-13 are a list of attributes to be found in the life of a 
genuine Christian. Let us not love in word, but in deed and in truth. 
If We pretend in our love, it is only a pretense to man; God is not 
deceived. In our relationship to one another, our motives and pur- 
poses should be transparent. 

It is not enough to pronounce a definition of evil; we must have 
an aggressive opposition to it. Within our inmost beings we must

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hate sin. It is fully as necessary to speak out against evil as it is to 
speak up for righteousness. This marks a very vital aspect of our 
relationship to Christ and God. If our emotions are not involved in 
our religion, we worship in vain. Intellectual assent to right and 
wrong will never accomplish God's will in our lives. There must be 
within us an emotional response to God's will, or we simply do not 
love the Lord. 

We are "to be glued to what is good." We are to adhere with all 
our hearts to the good. How many Christians are truly "lovers of 
good"? Too many are grey instead of white in their conception 
of good and evil. As a result, there is no conviction in either direc- 
tion. We can be sure they are in the power of Satan. 

In our love for each of God's family, we should have no mere 
polite acceptance of one another. Must we always find some attri- 
bute of loveliness in someone before we can love them? If our Lord 
had so waited, we would all be lost. Let us love one another with a 
true feeling of the family relationship for Jesus' sake. 

"In honor preferring one another" could also be translated, "set- 
ting an example for one another." Let us challenge (provoke) one 
another to love and good works. "If he can do it for Christ, so can 
I," is the thought here. 

In the care of the needs of one another do not be negligent. What 
a reproach this is to the average church! We do not even know the 
needs of one another, physically or spiritually; if we do, many 
times we do nothing "about it. "It's the job of the preacher," or, 
"Let the elders take care of that," is often heard. Here it is enjoined 
upon all. 

In zeal be "boiling over." Someone defined zeal as "communicated 
feeling." We love the Lord and one another, but our love is of no 
help to others or to our Lord until it is communicated. 

"Serving the Lord": never for an instant should we lose the sense 
of serving him, as a slave to a worthy Master. 

Here is a trinity of triumph for every Christian: (1) the hope 
of heaven; (2) the providence of God; (3) steadfast prayer. These 
qualities must become a veritable part of us. The factual knowledge 
that, on the basis of the death of Christ, we have the hope of glory 
is not at all enough. There must be the eagerness of a pilgrim going 
home, the joy of a true child at a family reunion. We can and will 
be patient with complete abandon in any and all tribulation. "All

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things work together for good to them who love God and are 
Galled according to his purpose." All our hope and trust must be 
undefgirded with constant, fervent prayer. 

When one suffers, all suffer. We come to the aid of one another 
as a loving brother or sister. When a brother in the flesh is seriously 
ill, how concerned we become. What of the ills of the spirit and 
the flesh of our brothers in the Lord? 

Moses E. Lard translates the next phrase, "keeping on in love for 
strangers." This was an Old Testament practice. It should indeed 
be the practice of each and every one as a Christian. Perhaps this 
could have reference to Christians who are strangers, but it should 
not stop there. 

Continuing the list of those wonderful qualities of a true child 
of God: "Bless the persecutors, bless and curse not." This was the 
admonition and practice of our Lord. Oh, that we might practice 
it today with those who misunderstand us and despitefully use us! 
A genuine! feeling of good will toward those who are unfriendly 
to us is the only Christian attitude. 

Verse fifteen contains a real barometer of our spirituality; showing 
how we can sympathetically share the joys and the sorrows of 
others when we have the mind of Christ. He bore our sorrows and 
carried our griefs. How this is needed today! 

"Let there be no distinction of persons" is the admonition of 
verse 16b. There are natural preferences that develop among bretlv 
ren. The Christian, and especially any leader of God's flock, cannot 
allow such personality traits to cause him to show a distinction to 
the extent of slighting one and honoring another. 

"Condescend" is a meaningful and strong word: "Be carried away" 
by (or "condescend to) the things that are lowly. Not only "things" 
but people are involved in this. It should be our desire to be hidden 
as much as possible by the work we do. No task or person should 
be too small or menial in the service of Christ. 

"Be not wise in your own eyes." This is, not an admonition con- 
cerning wisdom alone. Paul here says we should manifest our wis- 
dom or sound judgment before God and men rather than before the 
mirror. The estimate we hold of our wisdom should be one of true 
humility, seen in the light of our mistakes and lack of knowledge.

Injuries, we must not retaliate, and we are to be thoughtful to do 
what, in every one's estimation, is right. As Christians we must strive 
for peaee.

On the contrary, if our enemy be hungry, we must feed 
him; if thirsty, we must give him drink. We must be God-like in 
dealing with him.

Comment 

3. The Christian's duties toward those without the church. 12:11- 
21.' ■■>.■■■■ 

This is a fine sentiment, "Render to no man evil for evil," but 
who does it? The desire to get even with those who do evil to us 
is not the ■ Christian attitude. Rather, let us make it a rule of life 
that we shall not retaliate. If such a conviction is developed ahead 
of time, we shall be able to so respond when someone does evil to us. 

In contrast to the "eye for an eye" attitude is that in vs. 17b. We 
are to take thought beforehand so as to conduct ourselves in such 
a manner that all men, Christian and non-Christian, will come to 
appreciate our concern for them, and will see the consistency of our 
profession. A Christian will never go out of his way to offend any- 
one. On the other hand, he will make a conscious , effort to bring 
happiness to all. 

Verse eighteen seems to be an amendment of vs. 17. It will not 
always be possible to avoid conflict. Others will force evil upon the 
child, of God. Never let it be said that any blame is due the Christian. 
We can be at peace with others, even though others are not with us. 

What is the distinction between verse nineteen and verse seven- 
teen? It would seem that verse nineteen is stronger, in the sense that 
some not only retaliate with an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth* 
but they actually become the judges, meting out what God alone has 
wisdom or power to do. If we believe God is concerned about our 
lives, we will allow him to act as judge in matters that hurt us. 
The Lord's anger is always pure-^ours never. Besides these consid- 
erations is the bald fact that God has stated the case in plain words, 
"Punishment, is mine, I will-repay it." 

337. How shall we ever be able to fulfill the admonition "render to no man 
evil for evil"? 

338. We should .plan ahead of time to so conduct ourselves that our actions 
will show something to all. What is it? 
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Someone is certainly going to say that the thought of verse twenty 
has gone too far. This is true from a human standpoint. We would 
never think of treating our enemies as here described. But we are 
partakers of the divine nature. God does daily feed and care for 
those who are his enemies. Can we refuse to do it? 

The "coals of fire" of verse 20b probably refers to the burning 
of the conscience of the one so treated. When we return good for 
evil we are making an attempt to stir up his conscience to a recog- 
nition of his own guilt and our innocence. In this condition he is 
a candidate for the truth. 

Who will win in this great contest of right and wrong? Either 
we give place to wrath and are overcome, or we overcome the wrath 
of others by returning good for evil. We must overcome the desire 
to give evil for evil within our own heart before we can hope to 
conquer evil in the heart of anyone else. 

Looking back over the twenty-one verses of chapter twelve, 
we can now see in all its practical reality what it means to be trans- 
formed by the renewing of our minds.

Paraphrase 

13:1-7. Let every man, whatever his office in the church or his 
spiritual gifts are, be subject to the established government. For 
there is no power of government but from God; and the governing 
powers in all countries are subordinate to, and useful for carrying on 
God's benevolent government of the world. 

2 Wherefore, he who opposeth government, by disobeying its 
wholesome laws, or by attempting the lives of the governors, or by 
obstructing the due execution of their office, resisteth the ordinance 
of God: and they who do so shall be punished 

3 For rulers are appointed not to terrify those of the citizens who 
do good works, but who do evil. Wouldst thou then live happily in 
any country, without being afraid of the magistrates and the laws, 
carefully do the good actions which they enjoin, and thou shalt have 
protection and favor from the same. 

4 For the ruler, according to the true design of his office, is a serv- 
ant of God, appointed to make thee and the rest happy, by main- 
taining all in their just possessions.

5 For these reasons, it is necessary for you to be obedient to the 
laws and rulers of the countries where ye live, not only from the fear 
of punishment, but also from a principle of conscience. 

6 From the same principle, pay ye taxes also to the magistrates, be- 
cause they are public ministers, appointed by God to attend con- 
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tinually to the affairs of government, and to the distribution of jusr 
tice, that the people may live in peace. 

7 Render, therefore, to all, without fraud, what is due by law. To 
whom tax is due, tax: to whom Custom for merchandise is due, cus- 
tom: to whom fear is due, as having the execution of the laws in their 
hands, fear: to whom outward respect is clue on account of their 
office or rank, outward respect. 

SuTmnary 

All civil governments derive their origin and authority from God, 
and when doing right, have his sanction. He therefore requires his 
children to be obedient to them; where they fail, they resist not 
merely the government but him; Civil officers, too, are de'sigried to 
be for good to God's children, and not a source of fear. Neither, 
therefore, must they be resisted. Consequently, there are two reasons 
why we should obey the constituted authorities of the State: first, 
that we may avoid being punished, and, second, that we may not 
violate our conscience. Moreover, for these same reasons we pay 
tax, customs, etc. Besides, whenever it may be necessary, we 
must go farther and even honor those in authority. By all these acts 
we shall please God and promote our own happiness. 

Comment 
Duties to the Civil Government. 13:1-7 

Law and order are principles which come from God. The condi- 
tion of a people governed by law and the resulting order origi- 
nated in the mind of God. Here is a general principle which must 
be heeded without question, as long as the authorities do not 
demand of us anything inconsistent with our Christian profession. 
There is no authority but from God. God is the original source 
of all power— not that he ordains power to do wrong, but he does 
originate the power of authority, and sets it into operation through 
civil government. 

To the Jew it would be no light thing to ask him to submit to 
the government of Rome as being ordained of God. Paul goes 
farther— not only is government ordained of God, but whoever 
resists, resists God. It would not always bfe easy or Convenient, but 
the true Christian has no choice if he is to obey God. 

The Christian has no need to fear the rulers of a land whose laws

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do not conflict with the Word of God, and no terror need rise in the 
heart of that child of God when he sees a policeman. The Christian 
is in subjection to God's more perfect revelation through Christ; 
such makes him the very finest of the State's citizens. To be free 
from the fear of government interference, we of the free world do 
that which is good. We as Christians will be honored by God be- 
cause of our exemplary conduct. 

Those in power are to be obeyed because they are God's servants 
and are so serving to do us good. There are always some so-called 
"free spirits" who want to throw off all restraining influences and 
live by their own rules; even among Christians this is true. To such, 
the words of Paul have particular force, "an avenger for anger upon 
him who does evil." 

The Christian has a twofold obligation to the government— not 
only because he naturally fears the just anger of those in power, but 
for a much higher motive: his conscience has been educated by the 
Word of God, and upon such a basis he obeys. 

An application of the above truths could be: pay your taxes. 
When we fail to comply with those who collect taxes, we are dis- 
obeying God. This is a very pointed, up-to-date application in light 
of much loose thinking and acting on such matters today. 

Verse seven is a generalization and conclusion of all that has been 
said in the previous verse (1-6): 

Pay dues on exports and imports, and all other legal dues. 

Pay your taxes; they are your legal, as well as divine obligation. 

Pay proper respect to authorities. 

Pay with honest commendation those who serve well in public 
office.

'"ave finally discharged the debt. The reason is that he who loves 
another is sure to keep the whole law towards him. We will not only 
never injure him whom we love, but will do him whatever good we 
can.

Duties of love to all men. 13:8-10 

We must produce a good report from Christians and non-Chris- 
tians. Here are- personal obligations that must be paid. "Owe no 
man anything," would be a good motto to hang on the Wall of the 
preacher's study, or on the wall of the elder's home. But we do 
have a debt— an obligation of love. Perhaps one is inseparately linked 
to the other. We cannot love one another 5 if we fail to pay what we 
owe. We need not worry about moral regulations when We love 
in deed and in truth. We shall find, to our joy, (and that of our 
neighbor) , that we have gone far beyond whatever regulations man 
has set up for right or wrong.

Paraphrase 

13:11-14. This also I command: Form a better judgment of the 
present season, that it is already the hour for us to awake out of that 
sleep into which the sensual practices of heathenism have cast us; for 
now the doctrine of salvation, the gospel, is better understood by us 
than when we first believed. 

12 The night of heathenish ignorance is drawing to a conclusion, 
and the day of gospel light is about to shine with meridian splendor 
in all countries. Let us, therefore, who know this, put off the works 
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of darkness which we used to, perform in honor of idols, and let us 
put on the armor proper for the day of the gospel. 

13 Let us walk about decently habited (dressed) as becometh those 
who walk in the day, not employing ourselves, like the idolatrous 
Gentiles, in revellings and in drinking to excess; not in lying with 
harlots, and in lasciviousness, whether in action, discourse, or dress; 
nor in quarrelling about riches, or honors, or opinions, and in envying 
the prosperity of others. 

14 But be ye clothed with the dispositions of the Lord Jesus 
Christ; his' piety, temperance, purity, charity; in short, his whole 
character; and, like him, make no provision for gratifying the lusts 
of the flesh. 

Summary 

It is now time for us to awake from the sleep of the old unregen- 
erate night through which we have been passing, and to do our 
whole duty in everything. The reason is that the day of salvation 
will soon be upon us, and for it we must be ready. All our former 
evil deeds must be utterly abandoned, and the new life in Christ 
fully assumed. Henceforth we must live for the Savior, not for the 
flesh. 

Comment 
The Fact of Salvation Before Us Helps to Enforce These Duties. 

13:11-14. 

We all need an incentive to prompt us to obey. God has surely 
supplied such. If the eyes of our understanding Were enlightened, we 
should see how near we live to eternity. We can patiently endure 
hardship and tribulation when we see Heaven just ahead. Each day 
brings us one day closer to our eternal home. Could it be that some 
of the saints in Rome were sleepy? The night of life is nearly over; 
the morning of eternity is already streaking the eastern sky. Wake 
up! Dress up! Go to work! (We are all working on a night shift.) 

We are preparing for another time and place of work, in the 
Father's house. To enter here we must have on "the armor of light." 
We cannot have on the panoply of God's soldier, and the clothes of 
darkness at the same time. To quote Moses E. Lard on vs. 13a: 

"The komos was a sort of carousal in which a number of persons 
participated, and which commonly ended by, the whole party parad- 
ing the streets withmusic, songs, and dancing, It was simply a noisy 
drunken frolic. The komoi were very common among the idola- 
trous Gentiles, particularly among the devotees of Bacchus. (Ro- 
mans, pp. 408, 40a) 

How could it be said that some Christians were involved in such 
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sins as prostitution and lewdness? In Rome such was the rule among 
the populace. Many of "the saints" in the Roman church had once 
walked in these tilings. The strong desire to yet practice them was 
with many. Paul bluntly states that such things cannot be practiced 
if we are to walk in the light of the eternal day. 

The marvelous solution to the whole problem of returning to 
the old life is found in vs. 14. The expression, "put ye on," can have 
reference to the theater. Actors and actresses "put on" the character 
they attempt to portray. It is sometimes called "getting into the 
character." The true actor literally "becomes" another person. "We 
are not play-acting— this is real— but we are to "become" the living 
representation of the Lord Jesus. How shall we do this if we do not 
know "the script"? We have a copy of it— the New Testament— 
in which is found the eyewitness account of our Lord by Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John. Many actors and actresses memorize as much 
script copy as is in the New Testament to portray one of the prosti- 
tutes or drunkards spoken of in vs. 13. We can become another man, 
another woman, by the transformation of our minds. Christ is then 
formed within us. "It is no longer I that live—"

Paraphrase 

14: 1-12. The Jewish Christian who is weak in the faith concerning 
meats and days, receive ye into your company, but not in order to 
passionate disputations concerning his opinions. 

2 The Gentile Christian, indeed, believeth that he may eat every 
kind of meat; but the Jewish Christian, who is weak in the faith, eats 
vegetables only in heathen countries, because he cannot find meats 
which he thinketh clean. 

3 Since both act from conscience, let not the Gentile who eateth 
every kind of meat, despise the Jew who eateth not certain kinds; 
and let not the Jew who eateth not certain kinds, condemn the Gen- 
tile who eateth all kinds: for God, by the spiritual gifts bestowed 
on the Gentile, declareth that he hath accepted him. 

4 Who art thou that condemnest another's household servant? He 
is accountable to his own master, and not to thee; so that by his own 
master's sentence he must be acquitted or condemned: and he shall 
be acquitted; for God hath power to acquit him at the judgment, 
and will do it, if he hath acted conscientiously. 

5 With respect to days, the Jewish Christians, indeed, thinketh 
one day more holy than another; the new moons, for example, and

6 He who observeth the Jewish holy days, observeth them in 
obedience to Christ, who he thinks hath commanded them: He who 
doth not observe these days in obedience to Christ, he doth not ob- 
serve them, knowing that Christ hath abolished them.

eth his persuasion that they are not permitted, by giving God thanks 
for the food he is allowed to eat. 

7 In thus declaring their subjection to Christ, both of them act 
properly: for none of us liveth by his own will, and none of us is 
allowed to die by his own will. 

8 But whether we live by the will of Christ: or whether we die, 
we die by the will of Christ. Whether we live therefore or die, we are 
Christ's subjects; and should not, in religious matters, be guided 
either by our own will or by the will of others, but by his. 

9 To this implicit obedience, from all he hath the completest title: 
for to this end Christ both died and rose, and liveth again in heaven, 
that he might rule and judge both the dead and the living.

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Summary 

A brother who is weak in belief, and consequently narrow in his 
views, we are nevertheless cordially to accept, but in receiving him, 
we must let alone those thoughts of his which arise out of his weak- 
ness. Their correctness or incorrectness is not a question for our de- 
cision. And where one brother regards certain days as sacred, while 
another holds all days to be alike, the rule is to let each be fully sat- 
isfied in his own mind, and act accordingly. In this case, the strong 
who esteems every day alike, is not to despise the weak; nor is the 
weak, who thinks one day better than another, to judge the strong, 
The same rule applies also in the case of meats thought to be clean 
or unclean. In matters of indifference, each man is a law to himself, 
Accordingly, in such cases we must leave each to act out his own 
sense of right. And as to judging one another in such matters, we 
must wholly abstain from it. We are accountable to God only, and 
he will judge us. 

Comment 

Forbearance in Matters of Opinion for Those 

Who are Weak in the Faith. 14:1-15:13. 

1. The weak in the faith should not be harshly judged. 14:1-12. 

Once again we could say: if we are to be transformed by the re- 
newing of our minds, here is a guide to our thinking. The Christian 
brother who feels a thing to be wrong and a sin for him to engage in, 
let him be. Do not argue with him about it. Receive him into your 
fellowship as a Christian brother. In particular, the reference Paul 
has in mind has to do with eating. There were those persons who 
did not have a complete knowledge of God's will on this subject. 
They felt it would be wrong for them to eat meat. "When you 
talk with him," says Paul, "please do not invite him to your table at 
which you serve meat. On the other hand, the weak brother ought 
not to feel he has a superior type of righteousness and attempt to 
instruct you in the ways of the vegetarian." In all of this conversa- 
tion between the two brothers, there is much more than mere discus- 
sion. The action of judgment also enters in when one says, "I am 
right and you are wrong; therefore you are condemned." There are 
many matters of indifference, matters not wrong within themselves. 
Since each saint is responsible for a knowledge of "the faith," (Jude 
3) and each member of the body is answerable to the head, who are 
we to judge our brother? To use the figure of Paul: "This man does 
not work for you; he is employed by another, even the Lord. To 
whom then is he answerable? To his own master. If the Lord is 
pleased with him, who are you to be displeased? You may be dis- 
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pleased, but this must never enter into the area of judgment. It is not 
necessary for either of you to understand or "see" how each can 
stand in the day of judgment. God is able to make each do so by his 
own divine power and wisdom." 

Now, as to "special" days— are we at liberty to insert the word 
"special" as related to "days"? I think not. We can, infer that here is a 
discussion of the desire of certain Jewish Christians to put a special 
emphasis upon the seventh day and certain other days in the Jewish 
calendar. I do not believe that Paul's teachings uphold the observance 
of "special" days. When the Jewish law was abolished was not all 
responsibility toward holding one day above another also abolished? 
Is it not what we, do on Sunday that is sacred rather than the day 
itself? At least there were some in the Roman church who felt every 
day was just alike, All days are the gifts of God. The observance of 
the Lord's Supper on the first day of the week does not make the 
day (f 11 twenty-four hours) holy; at least we have no word of 
scripture to say so. This will not at all be the opinion of some who 
read this. Very well— one regards "all days alike" because he feels 
it pleases the Lord, and one regards some days as "special" for the 
same reason. Let each mutually agree not to set the bther at nought. 
There are two very important considerations for each Christian. 
However one regards the matters of indifference, let it be his opinion 
and not just the mouthing of someone else's reasoning. One must be 
"fully" assured in his own heart. The second is equally important. 
Whatever one does, do it unto the Lord. Let him thank God with sin- 
cerity for vegetables if he will not eat meat, thank God with sin- 
cerity if he observes Sunday (the day) as sacred. The opposite must 
also be true. 

The great, eternal reason behind such conduct is found in verse 
seven. We are responsible to and for others. In our living we in- 
fluence others— we are not living an exclusive life— we are constant- 
ly associated with others and in the presence of God. We should 
be careful so to live in eating and drinking and observing as to 
never put a stumbling block in our brother's path. There is one act 
which We shall all perform: we must all die- but even dying can 
be an example to others. Indeed it shall be— for good or baa We 
can read into this verse that we are responsible for the eternal des- 
tiny of the souls of our brothers and sisters. They will come up to

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death in about the same way you do. Will this be adequate? Are you 
ready to die? If you are not, and others are following you, are you 
not also responsible to and for them? Let us live in such a manner in 
all things that our life will a be true example of the preparation for 
death. 

Verse eight is the foundation on which this whole discussion (vs. 
1-7) rests. We live for the honor of Christ and we die for the honor 
of Christ; i.e., in such a manner as to bring him honor. This we do 
because we belong to him. Being the living property of another, 
we essentially have no will in the matter. Most especially is this true 
when we consider the circumstances of our purchase. 

What a wonderful Lord we serve. He not only rules as king here, 
but also over those in eternity. We indeed belong to him for he 
"ever lives." We are owned and ruled by him in heaven as well as 
on earth. 

There is a question for the weak and the strong in vs, 10. Paul 
asks the weak, "Why do you judge your brother?" He asks the 
strong, "Why do you despise your brother?" Paul also has an 
answer: "We all shall appear before the judgment seat of God." 
This being true, why should we enter into the prerogatives of God? 
Since every inequality will be balanced, every question answered, 
why attempt it ourselves? Indeed, we sin when we do. The prophet 
Isaiah speaks of God's lordship. It shall be enough to account for our 
sins on judgment day. Our brother rests in the hands of an all- wise 
God. 

Text 

14:13-23. Let us not therefore judge one another any more: but 
judge ye this rather, that no man put a stumblingblock in his broth- 
er's way, or an occasion of falling. 14 I know, and am persuaded in 
the Lord Jesus, that nothing is unclean of itself: same that to him 
who accounteth anything to be unclean, to him it is unclean. 1 5 For 
if because of meat thy brother is grieved, thou walkest no longer in 
love. Destroy not with thy meat him for whom Christ died. 16 Let 
not then your good be evil spoken of: 17 for the kingdom of God 
is not eating and drinldng, but righteousness and peace and joy in 
the Holy Spirit. 1 8 For he that herein serveth Christ is well-pleasing 
to God, and approved of men.

Paraphrase 

14:13-23. Let us therefore no more judge one another bigots or 
profane persons, because our opinions and practices are different: 
but ye Gentile Christians, pass this sentence rather on yourselves, 
that ye will not do any thing which may endanger your brother's 
virtue, or occasion him to sin. 
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14 I know by the light of reason, and am persuaded by revela- 
tion from the Lord Jesus, that there is no kind of meat unclean 
naturally. Nevertheless, to him who believeth certain kinds to be 
unclean, to that man they are unclean; and he will sin if he eat them, 
either to indulge his own taste or to gain the favor of others, 

15 Wherefore, if thy brother, who thinketh certain meats un- 
clean, is made to sin through thy eating such meat, whether it be 
by hating thee as a profane person, or by following thy example 
contrary to his conscience, or by apostatizing to Judaism, thou no 
longer actest according to the love thou owest to thy brother. Do 
not become the occasion of destroying him with thy meat, for whom 
Christ died. 

16 Let not then the good liberty which belongeth to you be evil 
spoken of, as an indulgence of appetite to the prejudice of others. 

17 Ye need not use your liberty always; for the religion of Christ 
does not consist, either in abstaining from or in using meat and drink, 
but in a righteous and peaceable behaviour, and in joy in the Holy 
Ghost. 

18 And the brother who, by righteousness, peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost, serves Christ his Lord, (vs. 9), is acceptable to God, 
and will be approved of men. 

19 Well, then, let us pursue the things which promote peace, and 
the things which advance that mutual edification which we ought to 
reap from one another's example. 

20 Do not for the sake of the pleasure of eating this or that land 
of meat, destroy your brother's virtue, which is the work of God. 
All kinds of meats, indeed, are clean under the gospel; yet that meat 
is bad to the man who eateth it, not from a persuasion of its lawful- 
ness, but through the influence of example. 

21 It is commendable neither to eat flesh of any kind, nor to drink 
wine, or to do any tiling, however innocent, whereby thy brother 
is brought into danger of sinning, or is made to sin, or is weakened 
in his attachment to the gospel. 

22 I own thou hast a just persuasion concerning the lawfulness 
of all lands of meat. Hold that persuasion fast, so far as respects 
thine own conduct in the presence of God; but do not use thy 
liberty, so as to lead others to sin. Happy is he who doth not subject 
himself to punishment, by doing what he approveth as lawful. 

23 For he who seeth a difference in meats, is liable to punishment, 
if through thy example he eat what he thinks unclean; because he 
eateth not from a persuasion that it is lawful, but to please others. 
This is wrong; for whatever is done without a conviction of its 
lawfulness, is really a sin, though it be lawful in itself. 
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Summary 

Instead of judging one another in questions respecting days and 
meats, let each decide, rather, that he will be very careful not to place 
a stumbling-block or occasion of falling in the way of his brother. 
This is the proper kind of judging for Christians. But in the matter 
of meats, and in all similar .cases, if eating it grieves a brother, an 
effect which he may be unable to prevent, we are to abstain from it 
in deference to his feelings. Should we not do so, we may either 
drive him from the church, or induce him to follow an example 
which he is in danger of following too far, and so ruin him. In order 
to avoid these results, we must abstain from eating meat, where any 
one is hurt by it. We must not do anything that will imperil the 
salvation of a brother. The strong belief which enables us to do so 
many things that the weak cannot do, we must keep to ourselves. 
We are not at liberty to use it, when by so doing we injure others. 

Comment 
2. The Liberty of the Gospel Should not Be Used to the Injury of 

Others. 14:13-23. 

Speaking of judgment, we have no need to judge one another. In- 
deed, to do so is wrong. If we wish to exercise our powers of eval- 
uation, let us do it in this regard— that we place no stumbling block 
in our brother's way. This is addressed particularly to the strong. 
The weak brother might actually lose his soul over this matter. Let us 
be careful in what we consider indifferent— it is not so to him. If 
someone persuades him to eat meat, he could in his present frame of 
mind be sinning. He might feel he should go farther, since he sinned 
in eating meat, and become an idolater. It is not likely he would 
go back to idol worship, but neither would he remain with the 
church. He could not continue to associate with such, and would 
withdraw himself from fellowship. 

In verses 14 and 15 is a most marvelous principle— a principle 
which, if exercised, would solve so very many of today's problems. 
Paul presents it by stating, "No meat is unclean." Paul knew this, 
since he knew the mind of Christ. But all men do not have this knowl- 
edge—to those who do not, the meat is unclean. One's attitude toward 
it changes it for him. Let us not force a man to violate his conscience 
even on a matter of indifference. When we wilfully act in opposi- 
tion to our own sense of right and wrong, we break down our walls 
of defense against Satan. More than this, if we continue to insist in 

364. We are to judge one another— but in what regard? . , . ' 

365. How could the weak brother lose his soul over eating meat? 
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this matter of food, we no longer act out of love. Our consideration 
for the weak brother is woefully lacking. 

Let it be noticed please that the eating of meat by the stronger 
brother was no sin, and the weak brother was not to look upon it as 
such for the stronger brother. On the other hand, since it offends 
the weak brother, the one who is strong will refrain from eating in 
the presence of the weak. Since Christ died for both, neither should 
judge the other. It is possible even to cause the loss of the soul. If 
Christ loved him so much as to come all the way from heaven to die 
for him, we can show a little consideration in these matters. 

"I see nothing wrong in that." "The practice of such doesn't hurt 
me." Such expressions are often heard. When self alone is involved, 
such might be true, but we do not live unto ourselves— others are 
watching. What appears permissible to us may be offensive to them 
and cause criticism for the whole body. What then is good to us 
becomes a point of offense. What shall we do? Give up that which 
we thought "good" for the sake of the cause of Christ. Someone 
else wants to know just how far one should go in applying this rule. 
The answer is— just as far as is necessary to avoid criticism of the 
cause of Christ. 

Some persons, of course, who raise such an objection do not want 
to apply the rule at all. They raise such a question as a subterfuge 
behind which they can hide. 

The important matters in the church, or the kingdom of God, are 
not meats and days, eating or not eating, but righteousness, peace 
and joy in the Holy Spirit. We should give the greatest attention to 
whether we are right by divine law, not by human opinion, to a 
settled peace in our own heart and the promotion of peace in the 
church as a whole— blessed indeed are the peacemakers— and to the 
joy which the Holy Spirit himself alone can give. . . . joy, that 
delicate regard for the feelings of one another which, under the 
strengthening presence in all of the Holy Spirit, shall give joy and 
not grief." 

The Christian who thus serves Christ is acceptable to God (wheth- 
er some brethren ever accept him or not) and approved by all men 
who stand on the sidelines to observe the Christian race. Such was 
the position of the Jerusalem church when they said (and meant) 
that "nought they possessed was their own. They were one heart 
and one soul." In this they found unity among themselves and

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"favor with all the people." Let's make it the aim of our lives to 
pursue the ways and words of peace, not contention. We are here 
to help, not hinder one another. In verses 19 and 20 is a description 
of a house being built and pulled down, the house of God. We are 
either engaged constructively or destructively in our work on God's 
home, the church. "For the sake of food pull not down the work of 
God." 

It is good to know that all food is clean (from the distinctions of 
the law) but even then it can become very evil to us When we, 
through our eating, cause our brother to stumble or apostasize* 

Verse 21 sums up in one sentence the whole point of the section. 
It is not a matter of right or wrong, but rather of love and concern 
for our brother. Does it injure him? Abstain from it. 

Remain quiet about your superior knowledge of meats and days; 
it is a matter of indifference or opinion; not of faith. Hold it to your- 
self. If you do not, (speaking to the strong brother) you will con- 
demn yourself by the very thing in which you condemn others. God 
will judge the man who causes the weak to fall. 

Verse 23 states the principle from which all service to God must 
spring. What we do must be done because we believe he approves 
of it. When we act, in doubt or even against what we feel is right, 
we are destroying the basis of obedience— faith in God. This we must 
never do, nor lead others to do so.

Paraphrase 

15:1-12. We then, who are well instructed in the Christian doc- 
trine, ought so to behave towards the ignorant, that their errors may 
hurt them as little as possible; and should not please ourselves only 
in what we do. 

2 Wherefore, let every one of us please his neighbor in things 
innocent, to the promoting of his virtue and peace, for the sake of 
edifying the body of Christ. 

3 For even Christ pleased not himself: his own pleasure was, not 
the object of his actions, but the glory of God and the good of 
others; as it is written, The reproaches of them who reproached 
thee, have fallen on me: the punishment due to the wicked, who by 
their speeches and actions dishonored God, was laid to me. 

4 But whatever things were before written in the scriptures, were 
written for our instruction, that through our recollecting the pa- 
tience wherewith holy men have borne reproaches and sufferings 
for the glory of God, and the consolation which they received, all 
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recorded in the scriptures, we might have hope of attaining the like 
patience and consolation in the like circumstances. 

5 Now may God, the author of the patience and consolation of 
the saints, grant you to have the very same disposition towards one 
another always, according to the will and example of Christ Jesus; 

6 That, joining together in religious worship, unanimously with 
one voice ye may praise the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, for his love to man. 

7 Wherefore hold communion [have fellowship] with one another, 
notwithstanding ye differ in opinion about meats and days, even as 
Christ also hath received us all into his church, to the glory of God. 

8 To Christ's receiving the Gentiles, it is no objection that he 
never preached to them: for I affirm, that Jesus Christ became a 
minister of the circumcision, on account of establishing the truth of 
God, in order that, by converting the Jews, and sending them to 
preach to the Gentiles, he might accomplish the promises made to 
the fathers concerning the blessing of the nations; 

9 And that the Gentiles might praise God on account of the 
mercy showed them, as it is written, 'Thou hast made me the head 
of the heathen; therefore I will glorify thee, O Lord, among the 
heathen: My disciples will glorify thee for making me the head of 
the heathen; and sing unto thy name, on account of their being saved 
by me.' 

10 And again, Moses, fortelling the subjection of the Gentiles 
to God, saith, 'Rejoice ye Gentiles with his people.' 

11 And again, 'O praise the Lord, all ye nations; praise him, all 
ye people,' Praise the Lord, because ye enjoy the privileges of the 
gospel along with the Jews, whereby his 'merciful kindness is great 
towards us.' 

12 And again, Isaiah saith, (chap. xi. 10). 'In that day there shall 
be the root of Jesse, which shall stand for an ensign of the people; 
and to it the Gentiles shall seek for protection, government, and 
salvation, 'And his rest shall be glorious.' 

Summary 

The strong are under obligation to bear with the weak, even 
though it subjects them to inconvenience. This was the course pur- 
sued by Christ, and he is our example. As the Savior has accepted us, 
notwithstanding our imperfections, so must we accept one another 
regardless of differences on immaterial questions, such as eating

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meat and the like. The whole section is devoted to unity of feeling, 
forbearance, and harmony in action. Every form of alienation among 
the children of God is wrong, and therefore to be studiously guarded 
against. 

Comment 
3. Exhortations to Mutual Helpfulness. 15:1-13 

Chapter fifteen continues the thought of fourteen. We are to 
further understand the proper relationship of the strong to the weak. 
Particularly is this a discussion of how the strong are to act toward 
the weak. Those who have no scruples about meats and days should 
patiently bear with those who do. Since the conscience of the strong 
would not be violated by observance or lack of observance of these 
matters, it is altogether reasonable to call on the strong to acquiesce 
in the matter. Let the strong behave as God does with them— bear 
(not begrudgingly) with the imperfections of the weak. If the 
strong in faith were to assert himself and rebuke the weak, it would 
be on a matter of opinion, and would only please the strong— not 
God, nor the weak. None of us must act with the thought of self- 
indulgence. 

Our efforts as those who are strong are to be only for the purpose 
of help. When our neighbor (weak or strong) asks for assistance in 
doing anything contrary to the will of God, he should be rebuked, 
not helped. A great deal of wisdom is necessary in determining when 
we are helpful and not indulgent. If we have a sincere desire to see 
our fellow Christian advance in wisdom and grace, we shall find ways 
of helping such a growth. 

The attitude of Christ toward others is here given as an example 
for the action of the weak. Was it always easy for our Lord to bear 
with the ignorance and misunderstanding of his followers? It would 
have been easier to please himself— and his pleasure was always right 
—but this he did not do. If he who had such a divine prerogative did 
not take it, who are we to insist upon pleasing ourselves? The 
prophecy of Psa. 69 finds a fulfillment in the attitude of Christ 
toward the weak. The reproaches of men fell upon Christ. If Christ 
was willing to bear so much to help all, can we not manifest some- 
thing of the same love toward one another? 

Paul makes an explanation of the purpose of using this reference 
from the Psalms. He says: "The Old Testament scriptures were 
written for our instruction— particularly in the area of helping the 
weak." The scriptures are a great source of patience and comfort. 
When we do what is right, we retain our hope. 

Verse five seems to have the element of a prayer. It is Paul's deep-

ROMANS REALIZED 15:5-14 

est desire that the God who can produce patience and comfort should 
so work in their lives as to cause them to be of the same mind, ac- 
cording to the example of Christ. 

The true purpose of receiving one another is seen in vs. 6: That 
we might present to the world one choir of praise to God. This God 
is the father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Now, the conclusion: Let us accept one another in the same way 
we were accepted by God in Christ. If God is willing to overlook all 
our imperfections, why should we hesitate, especially when we know 
it brings glory to God. God will be honored even by the unbe- 
lieving when they see his power and love in the lives of his followers. 

Verse seven begins a new thought, yet one which is associated 
with the preceding. Christ came to reconcile both Jew and Gentile 
in one body, and this he did. The application is— if he came to do 
this, are we not frustrating his purpose if we divide among our- 
selves? The details of this argument are: Christ was born of the 
Jewish race in order to save them. He came in fulfillment of prom- 
ises made by God to the fathers. Not one promise failed— not one 
word proved untrue. The end result was the salvation of all the 
world. 

We are yet developing the thought of mutual helpfulness. Verses 
9-12 contain a series of Old Testament prophecies which show in 
their promise and fulfillment the unity of Jews and Gentiles. Note: 
In 9b David is in the midst of the Gentiles confessing the name of 
God and singing with the Gentiles. In Deut. 32:43 are the words of 
10a. Moses is here called to support the thought. In this example 
the Gentiles are represented as rejoicing among the Jews. Once again 
in Psa. 117:1 the acceptance of the Gentiles is stated. The joy they 
have in this acceptance is described. The inference is obvious: 
"Christ has accepted all; do you then accept one another." 

The final word on the subject is given by Isaiah. The "root out of 
Jesse" was to be exalted at God's right hand for the purpose of ruling 
the world. All in the world who accept his rule shall find salvation. 
This is for both Jew and Gentile. The point still carries of mutual 
acceptance of one another.

15:14-33. And I myself also am persuaded of you, my brethren, 
that ye yourselves are full of goodness, filled with all knowledge, 
able also to admonish one another.

15:14-33. However, my brethren, though I have given both in- 
struction and reproof, I have not a mean [low] opinion either of your 
knowledge or virtue. For even I myself am persuaded concerning 
you, that, in general, ye are full of good dispositions; and that, being 
filled with all knowledge of the Christian doctrine, ye are able also 
to instruct one another. 

15 But, notwithstanding my good opinion of you, I have written 
the more boldly to you, brethren, partly as calling things to your 
remembrance, which I am qualified to do through the grace of 
apostleship given me'of God. (Rom. i. 5. xii. 6.). 

16 In order to my being a public minister of Jesus Christ among 
the Gentiles, ministering to them as a priest the knowledge of the 

rgospel of God, that by their believing it, there might be an offering 
of the Gentiles most acceptable to God, being cleansed from their

19 By the power of miracles, performed by me on the sick and 
maimed, and what is still greater, by the power of the gifts of the 
Spirit of God, communicated by me to the Gentiles; so that, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem, and going through the countries round about 
as far as Illyricnm, I have fully and successfully preached the gospel 
of Christ. 
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20 And it became me thus diligently to preach the gospel, not 
where Christ was acknowledged, that I might not build on another 
man's foundation: that would have been to perform the office of 
a subordinate teacher, which is far more easy than that of an apostle. 

21 But I have preached to the most ignorant nations, so that, as it 
is written, they shall know the Saviour, to whom nothing hath been 
told concerning him by their instructors; and they who have not 
heard the method of salvation explained, shall understand it fully. 

22 For which reason also, that I resolved to preach the gospel to 
those who had never heard it, I have been oftentimes hindered from 
coming to you. 

23 But now, having no more opportunity in these parts to preach 
to persons who have not heard the gospel, and having for many 
years entertained a strong desire to come to you who are in Rome, 

24 Whensoever I go towards Spain, I will come to you: For in 
my journey to that country, where, by preaching the gospel, I expect 
to turn the idolatrous inhabitants from Satan to God, I hope to see 
you at leisure, and to be accompanied a part of my way thitherward 
by some of you, after I shall first be made happy for a while with 
your company. 

25 But at present I go to Jerusalem with the money I have col- 
lected for the brethren in Judea. 

26 For the churches in the provinces of Macedonia and Achaia 
have been pleased to make a liberal contribution for the relief of the 
poor of the brethren who are in Jerusalem in great distress. :'.„:, 

27 They have been pleased, verily, to make this contribution: and 
they have done well; because they are under great obligations gjO 
the Jewish Christians. For if the Gentiles have received of their 
spiritual things, if they have received from them the knowledge of 
the gospel, they ought certainly to minister to them of their worldly 
goods in their present need. 

28 Wherefore, having finished this business, by delivering the 
money at Jerusalem, and having secured to the Jewish saints the 
fruit of the love which the Gentiles bear to them, I will go from 
Judea by you into Spain. 

29 And from my experience of God's working by me, I know 
that when I come, I shall come empowered to bestow on you 
abundantly the gifts of the Spirit, (Rom. i. 11.), which are the 
peculiar blessing of the gospel of Christ.

31 That I may be delivered from the disobedient in Judea, and 
that my service, iri making the collections, which I am performing 
to the saints in Jerusalem, may be acceptable to them, and contribute 
to remove the prejudices which they entertain against the Gentile 
Christians for not obeying the law: 

32 That in joy, on account of the reconciliation of the Jewish 
to the Gentile brethren, I may come to you by the will of God, 
and may with you be refreshed by the happiness following that 
reconciliation. 

33 Now, may God, the author of peace, and who I hope will 
produce peace between the Jews and Gentiles, be with you all: 
and to show my sincerity in this wish, I say Amen. 

Summary 

The Apostle prays that the God of hope may fill the disciples in 
Rome with all peace and joy in believing what he has written. 
Although he has spoken plainly to them, and signified his disapproba- 
tion of certain things among them, still he is far from thinking meanly 
of them. On the contrary, he is persuaded that they are full of knowl- 
edge, and altogether able to teach and admonish one another. His 
bold manner in places is assumed in virtue of his apostolic office. The 
great object of his labors is that he may be enabled at last to present 
the Gentiles as a glorious and acceptable offering to God. He men- 
tions the vast extent of his labors, and assigns the reason for wishing 
to preach where Christ had never been named. 

The Apostle's multiplied labors in different countries had often 
hindered him from executing a purpose long since formed of one day 
visiting Rome. But now being without a place in those regions to 
preach the gospel where it had not before been preached, he decides 
to make the visit soon. But, first, he must go into Judea to carry a 
contribution from Greece and Macedonia to the poor brethren in 
Jerusalem. This service performed however, he proposes next a jour- 
ney to Spain, and decides to see Rome on his way. He very ardently 
desires to be delivered, while in Judea, from the unbelieving Jews 
there, and that his alms may be acceptable to the poor disciples for 
whom they were intended.

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Comment 
II. Conclusion. 15:13-16:27 
1. Personal Matters. 15:13-33 

Paul is to now speak of some of the results of applying the prin- 
ciples discussed in earlier verses. The great God who is the source 
and foundation of our hope of heaven can fill us with joy and peace 
if we believe what has been said about getting along with one an- 
other. Only when we are thus full of peace and joy can the Holy 
Spirit produce in us with power the abounding hope of glory. The 
importance of being at peace with one another is surely here point- 
ed out. 

Verse 14 is indeed "a delicate piece of diplomacy." Paul says that 
he has the greatest confidence in their goodness and knowledge. He 
suggests that he is not writing to them because he feels they are 
stubborn and ignorant. On the contrary, most of them were ready 
to receive his instructions and well able to carry them out. It is not 
to be thought that all the saints in Rome were "rilled with goodness" 
or "filled with knowledge," but this was true of many of them. Paul 
wants to compliment them, and by so doing, to encourage those 
who lacked, to measure up. 

"Parts of this letter are very sharp in application to personal life," 
says Paul. "This is true so that you saints in Rome might recall to 
mind the truths you learned when you became Christians, and some 
of those since that time." Paul says he has done this because of his 
apostolic office. God has constrained him so to write. A4ost especially 
is this true because he was called to minister to the Gentiles. The 
Roman church had many Gentiles. Paul came to them and to all na- 
tions, performing his sacred function in administering the good news 
of God that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners. Paul 
looks upon himself in analogy, as one standing before the altar of God 
as a priest offering the Gentiles who have believed up to God. This 
sacrifice or offering will be acceptable because it is pure and holy, 
pure because the Holy Spirit has made it pure. It is here stated that 
we as Christians are kept pure by the Holy Spirit so that one day we 
will be accepted by God. What a wonderful, encouraging thought! 

Because many Gentiles had been presented to God by Paul, he was 
enabled to "boast in Christ"— which is something far different from 
boasting in himself— in matters relating to God. Paul rejoices in 
God's wonderful accomplishments through him.

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Verse 18 indicates that Paul will mention only those things in 
which he was personally concerned. "It would be difficult to evalu- 
ate the work of another, but what Christ has done in and through me 
I can most certainly tell." This seems to be the meaning here. 

Now follows in three short phrases the summation of all of Paul's 
work. What did God through Christ accomplish by Paul? Here it 
is: (1) Many, many wonderful acts by the power of the Spirit; (2) 
much inspired teaching and preaching by word arid deed; (3) the 
words and deeds fully confirmed in those who heard and received, 
by signs and wonders. All of this was to one glorious end, "the 
obedience of the Gentiles." 

In carrying out the commission given to him, Paul says that, con- 
sidering Jerusalem as a geographical center, he has "fully preached 
the gospel of Christ" even as far as Illyricum. When Paul was in 
Ephesus "all Asia" heard the word. Paul so labored himself and so en- 
couraged others that the message was spread throughout the whole 
district in which he preached. Surely he "labored more abundantly 
than them all." 

It was a matter of personal honor with the apostle to work in 
virgin territory. There might be several reasons advanced for so 
doing, but the one Paul gave was that he "might not build on an- 
other man's foundation." This has real advantages, as any preacher of 
experience will agree. 

Paul saw in this type of preaching a fulfillment of prophecy from 
Isaiah. To those who have never heard, to those who do not see- 
to these shall! bring divine understanding and sight. What a grand 
objective for every preacher. 

For the very reason just cited, that he had found so many places 
where Christ had not been preached, Paul was often hindered, in his 
desire to visit the church at Rome. At the writing of the epistle the 
situation had changed. In all of the area around the great city of 
Corinth he had fully preached the gospel. One cannot but wonder 
just what is entailed in "fully preaching" to the thousands who lived 
near Corinth. How was it done and who did it? 

Paul is not planning a visit to Rome just to see the saints there, but 
to be helped by them on his way to evangelize Spain. Did Paul ful- 
fill his wish to see Rome? We know he did, but under far different 
circumstances than he first planned. Did he preach in Spain? We do 
not know. 

391. For whom was the offering taken? How many participated? How long was 
it in gathering?

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It is both encouraging and different to read of Paul's attitude 
toward the support of the gospel by those in Rome. Paul had never 
seen them, and yet he assumes in all confidence they will offer him 
financial and material assistance when he sees them on his way to 
Spain. Paul expected to be equipped by the brethren in Rome. While 
there, Paul also expected to rejoice with them in their mutual faith. 
In this he could not be fully satisfied, for time would not permit. 

The time and place of the writing of the epistle are indicated in 
vs. 25, 26. By referring to the Acts account and other references, we 
conclude that Corinth and the third missionary journey were the 
place and time. 

The saints of Judea and Jerusalem were very much in need of food 
and clothing. This need was met, upon the insistence of Paul. It was 
more than a year in gathering, and seven men were used to carry it. 
It was taken from a wider area than just Macedonia and Achaia, 
reaching even to Galatia. 

Paul lays down a principle in vs. 27 that would find application in 
his relationship with many of the Gentile Christians in Rome. The 
Gentiles of Macedonia (in the churches of Thessalonica, Philippi, 
Berea) felt a debt must be paid to those in Jerusalem. The offering 
was a payment in material means for the spiritual blessings of the gos- 
pel. The gospel came from the Jews: we are their debtors. 

Verse 28 is very much like vs. 24. The addition in vs. 28 is the 
route he is to take on his way to Rome, and the reason for it. 

When Paul arrived in Rome he would come with the "whole 
council of God." To the holy in Rome he would impart the mar- 
velous blessings of the gospel. There would be signs and wonders to 
confirm the word, but the spiritual benefit would be in the teaching 
and preaching. 

Verses 30, 31 give an insight into Paul's feelings regarding his visit 
and gift to the poor in Jerusalem. He says in thought, "It is my most 
earnest desire that you battle with me in prayers that I might be pro- 
tected from the merciless hands of certain who hate me in Judea." 
In addition to this, he says, "Allow the love of Christ and the love of 
the Holy Spirit to prompt you to join with me in the most earnest 
of petitions that none in the Jerusalem church will refuse the money 
I bring for them." How the love of Christ had been perfected in 
Paul can here be seen. He prayed for those who hated him, for those 
who misunderstood him, and not in a perfunctory manner but with 
all his heart and called upon Gentiles to do likewise.

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We might add vs. 32 to the prayer request, for it is a part of it. 
The whole request has three parts: (1) To be delivered from evil 
men; (2) the offering to be acceptable; (3) to arrive in Rome with 
joy and refreshment.

Thus does God grant an answer that is 
better than our requests. He knows what is best, and we are satisfied 
to rest in this confidence. 

Verse 33 contains a most beautiful and meaningful benediction. 
What more could anyone ask or wish than to have the assurance that 
God was with him always?

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Summary 

Phoebe, a deaconess of the church in Cenchreae, is commended to 
the disciples, while they, on their part, are requested to receive her as 
the holy should receive the holy, and to aid her in whatever business 
she might need them. After this, various brethren, severalof them 
Paul's kinsmen, and also various sisters, are most honorably men- 
tioned, and the brotherhood requested to/ greet them. Usually, as 
each person is named, some distinguishing trait or circumstance is 
named with him, showing how closely the Apostle studied char- 
acters, and how generously he awarded praise. The section sheds 
much light upon the religious life and social habits of life in the first 
century.

2. Commendations, Warnings, Salutations and Benedictions. 16: 1-27. 

A Commendation and Salutations. 16:1-16 

The fact that Phoebe alone is commended by Paul to the brethren 
in Rome suggests the thought that she was by herself, and possibly 
the one who delivered the letter to the church at Rome. Was Phoebe 
a servant of the church at Cenchreae in the official sense? It makes 
little difference since she served the church. We really cannot know. 
She performed her service with "the Apostle's sanction." Whether 
such women are officially appointed or not, we need more of them. 
The poor, the sick and the untaught in the community need them. 
Cenchreae was the seaport of Corinth. Paul visited here on his second 
missionary journey. 

Here is a high recommendation for Phoebe. "Receive her as a 
Christian; help her in whatever way she may need you, for she has 
been a helper of many and of my own self." We have no way of 
knowing what "the business" was in Rome. Evidently Phoebe came 
for that very purpose. What a splendid epithet, "a helper of many." 
Did Phoebe have money of her own to enable her to do this? Was she 
a widow, since no husband is mentioned? These are conjectures of 
the commentators. The nature of the assistance given to Paul is also 
a conjecture. 

Since Paul is writing this letter from Corinth, the names of Prisca 
and Aquila are very much in place since Corinth was where Paul 
met them. Even when first mentioned, we learn they had once lived 
in Rome. They are now again in the imperial city. From the nature 
of the greeting, we could suggest they were at Rome to labor for

The 
churches in the region around Corinth and Ephesus join in the 
gratitude expressed to these two. Could it be that the churches of 
the Gentiles heard of how Paul's life was spared? 

In the home of Prisca and Aquila a group of Christians met to 
worship. To this assembled group Paul wanted greetings sent. Would 
not tins be the answer to the problem of moving into a community 
where there is no church? Start one in your home. 

Verse five mentions one held in high esteem by Paul. One of the 
first to accept Christ in Asia was at Ephesus, or Philedelphia, or 
Laodecia. We know not, but Epaenetus was first in conversion and 
one of the first in memory. 

What is the work of the women in the kingdom of God? There 
is much to be done. In verse six we find a Mary who found much to 
do for the saints in Rome. Did she do it at Rome, or was it done for 
them at some other place? Both are possibilities. The point is, she 
labored much and so should the women of today. 

In Andronicus and Junias we might have a suggestion as to how 
the church began in Rome. It could have been as Lard suggests, and 
several others, these two men were among "the strangers of Rome" 
in Acts 2:10. This would account for them being in Christ before 
Paul and of becoming of note among the apostles. What they did 
to receive this distinction most assuredly related to service for Christ. 
Just when these two were imprisoned with Paul, we do not know, 
but Paul remembers them with him in one of the several prisons 
where he was held. These two men seem to be blood relatives of Paul. 

What a great man was Paul! He need not mention all these persons 
in his letter, but he does. He has a sincere word of commendation 
for each one. "He was great in intellect, ardent in feeling, and tender 
in affection as a woman." Why did Paul especially love Ampliatus? 
Could it be because he was one of his converts? 

Verse nine introduces two interesting persons. When had Urbanus 
labored with Paul? It must have been for an extended period of time

to give him this title. We wonder what close association Paul had 
with Stachys to give him such a tender greeting. 

It is good to know someone who has come through many tribu- 
lations with robes pure and white. Such a "tried" disciple and 
friend was, Apelles. The family of a man named Aristobulus comes 
to mind. The family was in Rome. Where was Aristobulus? We 
simply do not know. Any answer is only conjecture. 

In verse eleven it would seem one of Paul's relatives had not dis- 
tinguished himself, for no descriptive word is given. Yet Paul does 
want to send him greetings. The house of Narcissus was one of great 
repute in the days of Paul. Not all, in the- house were in the Lord. 
The ones who were Christians were the object of the greeting. 

Verse twelve indicates Tryphaena and Tryphosa were engaged in 
working for the Lord as the letter was being written. What was the 
work of these two women? There were many Apollos's to be 
taught. There was much in the area of special service for the church, 
even as there is today. Persis is yet another woman who worked for 
Christ. How can we think Paul felt that women had no place in the 
church when so many are here mentioned as fellow laborers? 

Verse thirteen suggests two different expressions concerning 
Rufus, "chosen in the Lord," and the mother of Rufus, "his mother 
and mine." How shall we interpret these expressions? "Chosen in the 
Lord" refers to the character of the man, not, to "elected" in the 
sense used by some. Riifus was regarded by Paul as an outstanding 
person, endowed with abilities, and in this sense chosen. As to the 
mother of Rufus, we believe the expression is used in a figurative 
manner, "—his mother literally, mine by courtesy." Such a relation- 
ship exists today with certain elderly women whom we call "mother" 
in respect. 

There is a great deal of traditional material available regarding 
each of the names in this chapter. Since it is only tradition we do 
not deem it worthy of mention. In verse fourteen are five brothers 
and' certain others, probably their families and other relatives. Of 
them, we know nothing more than they were worthy of a greeting. 

Verse fifteen gives another list of worthy persons unknown to us. 
The mention of "all the holy brethren with them" might suggest a 
church in the section of Rome where they live. The same would 
be true ; of verse fourteen. It could be that such men were elders in 
the churches.

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The greeting of the early Christians is enjoined in verse sixteen. 
The custom of so greeting one another existed when Paul wrote. 
He says make the greeting "holy" or pure. It is easy to see how it 
could be otherwise, We do not use this mode of greeting; therefore 
it is not applicable to us, Paul does not create a form of greeting for 
Christians; he rather shows how to use the one then existing. 

The churches in Achaia, and they were no doubt numerous, are 
here designated "churches of Christ." What they are called in plural 
form we assume they could be called singly. Perhaps some heard of 
Paul's letter to Rome and came to send their greetings on behalf of 
the "churches of Christ," Surely this is a very worthy name, but no 
more so than any other scriptural designation.

Paraphrase 

16:17-27. Now I beseech you, brethren, mark them who set up 
separate assemblies for worship, and who occasion the weak to fall 
by false doctrine, or by enjoining things indifferent as necessary, 
contrary to the doctrine which ye have learned from me in this 
epistle, and avoid them. 

18 For such teachers, whatever they may pretend, do not serve 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but their own lusts; and by plausible dis- 
course and hypocritical wishes of happiness, they draw away the 
affections of the innocent, who have no suspicion of their wicked- 
ness. 

19 Now your obedience, in turning from idols to the true God, 
is reported through the whole empire: I therefore rejoice on your 
account. Nevertheless, I wish you to be wise with respect to good, 
so as to discern and practice it habitually, and to be pure with respect 
to evil, by avoiding all false doctrines and wicked actions.

Summary 

In this section, the subject of divisions or factions is strangely iso- 
lated, and made to , receive special notice, The brotherhood are 
commanded to watch such as cause divisions and occasion stumblings, 
and to turn away from them. Such persons are severely character- 
ized as not serving Christ, but their own stomachs. 

After this digression, the Apostle returns to the subject of personal 
greetings. These ended, he closes his great letter with a most won- 
derful outburst of praise— wonderful, because of its comprehen- 
sion, complexity, and strength.

b. Warnings to those who cause the divisions. 16:17-20. 

We must say with Moses Lard: ". . . why he should have intro- 
duced the subject of divisions just in tins particular conjection is not 
easily seen." Perhaps after thinking of all the wonderfully good 
people in the church in Rome he wanted them to know he was 
aware of the other element also. At whatever purpose this section 
does stand out separate and apart as a warning to all. We are not 
here to notice apostates or sectarians, but those who produce parties 
in the church. There are always some men who want the preeminence 
and they will have it in one way or another. In the cases here cited, 
such men draw aside the disciples after them for the purpose of 
feeding their own stomachs. The method employed by such in- 
volves opinionated teaching. Such men could not get a following 
by teaching the plain truth of the scriptures. An opinion must be 
taught as God's truth, or such divisions would never occur. In 
opinions we should have the greatest of liberty, but whenever we 
enforce our conclusions from the Scriptures with anathemas to all 
who do not so conclude, we cause stumblings and divisions. We 
may not do it for the same reason as those of Rome, but we are 
guilty of the same sin and merit the same censure. One characteristic 
mark of such division makers is their sanctimonious attitude. The 
unlearned and weak soon fall victims to such. What are we to do 
with these people? Mark them first; i.e., take note who they are, 
then turn away from them, avoid them, separate yourself from 
them. To do this two things are essential, neither of which we have 
in any large degree: a knowledge of the Bible and a holy courage 
to apply it in all cases." 

Verse nineteen suggests the thought that such remarks as above 
(vs. 17-18) do not necessarily apply to the Roman brethren. Verse 
nineteen is somewhat in the form of an apology. The faith and 
unity of the Roman saints had been spoken of far and wide. Paul 
had heard of the reputation of the Romans, and in it he did re- 
joice. Paul sounds a note of warning in 19b. His earnest desire is 
to have these brethren very wise in matters of unity and love and 
very unlearned in matters of parties and sects. This might suggest 
the seeds of division were ever present in the church at Rome. 

Verse twenty contains a wonderful promise and encouragement. 
"The God of peace" is referred to in contrast to the spirit of faction 
and war. The promise of the defeat of Satan amounts to a promise 
of unity. If Satan was crushed in Rome (and we believe he was), 
then he surely came to life later, for Rome has become well-known 
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today for its scriptural disunity. It is good to read this blessing, 
"The favor of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you." "If the favor of 
Christ prevails, Satan will be crushed and division will cease." 

d. Salutations of Paul's companions. 16:21-24. 

Who is with Paul as the letter is written? Verse twenty-one gives 
a list of Paul's friends in Corinth who send their greetings. We 
know of Timothy; Lucius, Jason, and Sosipater are kinsmen of 
Paul's, probably in the sense that each of them belong to the tribe 
of Benjamin. Lucius is supposed by some to be the Lucius of Gyrene 
of Acts 13:1, and Jason the one mentioned in Acts 17:5-7. We do 
not know if such is true. They do have the same names. 

Paul did not himself write the letter, but dictated it to a scribe 
named Tertius. Evidently Tertius was known to the Christians in 
Rome^ so he sends his personal greetings to them. 

The house of Gaius must have been a very spacious one to en- 
tertain the whole company with Paul, indeed on one occasion "the 
whole church." Gaius greets the Romans. How good it is to have 
men of means to help the cause of Christ. 

The influence of the good news in Corinth reached among the 
leaders of the city. The treasurer of the city was found among the 
faithful and wished to let it be known to the saints in Rome. We 
know nothing of Quartus. 

Once again Paul wishes the favor of Christ for the holy of Rome. 
Some ancient manuscripts omit this second benediction. 

e. Closing Doxology. 16:25-27. 

This is a most beautiful manner in which to close the letter. Such 
is done in a number of others, cf . Jude 24. Paul states that according 
to his preaching of Jesus Christ, God is able to establish the saints 
in Rome so firmly in the faith that no one or no circumstance can 
move them from it. This good news respecting Jesus Christ was 
before now a mystery and kept secret. It was a secret until the days 
of the prophets when it began to be revealed by the command of 
the everlasting God to these men who wrote by inspiration a 
prophetic description of the one that was to come. The purpose of 
the present revelation of Christ through the gospel was to produce 
faith and obedience among all nations. In other words, ''he that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved." cf. Mk. 16: 15, 16.

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ARE THE HEATHEN SAVED? 

Special Study on 2:12-16 

1. What is the spiritual standing of the "Jews" and "Greeks" under 
consideration in these verses? 

Answer: They are sinners, both Jews and Greeks, not having 
accepted the gospel. We say this for the following reasons: 

a. Since Paul is discussing the universal need of the gospel, it is 
only logical that he should illustrate this need by those who 
did not have access to the gospel and those who, having had 
access to the gospel, had not accepted it. Inasmuch, therefore, 
as the Jews and Gentiles under consideration had not accepted 
the gospel, they were sinners, not Christians. 

b. Paul places the basis of judgment for the Jew as "the law." 
This would NOT be the case if these Jews under discussion 
had been Christians, for they would then have been under the 
law of Christ, hence, would be judged according to the gospel 
as Christians. 

c. The Greeks are spoken of as having "sinned without the law" 
and thus they would "perish"— be judged "without the law." If 
they had been Christians they would be judged by the gospel, 
and it would have been placed as the basis of judgment. 

d. It is self-evident that the Gentiles described in the verses being 
discussed (1:18-32; 2:14-15) were sinners and could under no 
consideration be counted as Christians. To suggest otherwise 
seems absurd. 

Therefore, we must conclude that Paul is discussing those Jews 
and Gentiles of his day who had not accepted the gospel. Let us not 
forget that in this discussion he demonstrates their desperate need 
of the justification found in the gospel. Both the Gentile (chap. 1) 
and the Jew (chap. 2) when measured by their own law are found 
guilty. 

2. Why take the gospel to the heathen of today if they can be saved 
•without it? The answer is threefold. 

a. We should take the gospel to the heathen of today because 
they are not saved in their present state. 
(1) They are lost, but not because they rejected Christ, for 
they never had the opportunity to either accept or reject 
him. If they had had this opportunity through access to the 
gospel, it would be a different matter; but we are dis- 
cussing those who never had the opportunity to accept 
Christ. 
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(2) The heathen of today are surely, actually and eternally 
lost because they are not conscientious about keeping their 
law and because they actually try to withstand God. No- 
tice what Paul has to say upon this point. 

(a) In describing the Gentiles in chapter one, he says, 
among other things, that they "hinder the truth in 
unrighteousness"; "they exchanged the truth of God 
for a lie"; "they refused to have God in their knowl- 
edge"; "wherefore God gave them up . . ." (1:18b, 
25, 28), Thus using the pronouns (they, their and 
them) with no qualification whatever, he places the 
greater part, if not all, of the Gentile world under the 
wrath of God. 

(b) Again in chapter three in summing up the matter, he 
writes in verses 9-12; ". . . for we before laid to the 
charge both of Jews and Greeks that they are all un- 
der sin; as it is written, There is none righteous, no, 
not one; There is none that seeketh after God; They 
have all turned aside, they are together become un- 
profitable; There is none that doeth good, no, not so 
much as one." 

Here it would seem beyond a shadow of a doubt that the vast 
majority of Gentiles (and Jews) are lost and consequently under the 
wrath of God. 

(3) "Well," someone says, "what about those spoken of in 
chapter two, verses 6-7 and 10, who were going to be giv- 
en eternal life, glory, honor and peace because they were 
patient in well doing and sought for glory and honor and 
incorruption, and yet never heard the gospel?" 

(a) Well, where are those persons and who are they? Ac- 
cording to Paul the number of such persons is prac- 
tically nil (0). 

(b) God will give to such persons JUST WHAT HE 
PROMISED and upon EXACTLY the basis he 
promised it; but on that great day when God begins 
to judge the secrets of the hearts of men, who will be 
there to enter into eternal life on this plan? 

(c) The message of these verses (2:6, 7, 10) is the basis of 
God's judgment; the persons referred to are hypo- 
thetical. 

(d) In light of what we have just considered, it would 
seem to our fallible, human understanding that ac- 
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tually there will be but an infinitesimal portion of the 
Gentiles who, will receive eternal iife on the basis 
stated by Paul in. the verses under consideration. 
Thus we conclude that since the heathen are not saved in their 
present state, we should take the gospel to them. 

b. We should take the gospel to the heathen because of the great, 
glorious, and immediate benefits to be found in the reception 
of the gospel. Think for a moment of some of them. 

( 1 ) The present knowledge that oUr sins are all forgiven. 

(2) That we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the Righteous. 

(3) That we are the temple of God, the sanctuary of his 
Spirit. 

(4) That we have God's power through his Spirit and word to 
'. help us in defeating Satan. 

(5) That the purpose of life and creation is now clear to us. 

(6) That we are prepared for the judgment. 

All these wonderful possessions and more are given to the heathen 
who accepts Christ. Are not these sufficient reasons for taking the 
glad news to them? Have we no sympathy for the man who has no 
present knowledge that his sins are forgiven; who is driven to make 
appeasement to a dumb idol? Have we no compassion upon those 
poor benighted souls who have some knowledge of what is right and 
wrong (unless they have been misled) and yet who, like us, are 
human and too weak to overcome the efforts of Satan to lead them 
in the wrong road? Have we no sorrow for those millions who have 
no inclination to follow jn the path of righteousness? Why take the 
gospel to the heathen? Let us examine our hearts, brethren, if we can 
see no reason in the above stated information! 

c. We would take the gospel to the heathen because the highest 
authority in heaven and earth has commanded us to take this 

message to "every creature." The condition of the souls of men 

the world around is a great constraining force, but above and 

beyond that is our obedience to our King. He whom we call 

"Lord" has intrusted' us with this 'task* and to fail is to fail him, 

yes more, to disobey him. Why preach the gospel to the 

heathen?— because Christ asked us to do it. 

Conclusion: We should preach the gospel to the heathen because 

they are lost in their present state, because of the benefits they will 

receive upon accepting it, and because Christ asked us to do so. 
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3. How covld the conscientious, but nevertheless sinful, persons be 
saved who never heard of Christ or his blood? 

Answer; The same way that Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and others 
were saved, cp. Mt. 8:11. Because of their "patience in well do- 
ing" or conscientious (though imperfect) obedience to the law, 
God mercifully accepted their faith as righteousness and antici- 
patively extended to them the blood of Christ to justify them 
from their sins. "Abraham believed God and it was reckoned 
unto him for righteousness." Rom. 4:3. Thus we see a principle 
whereby the blood of Christ could be applied to those before 
Christ who had never heard of him. Though we have shown es- 
sentially that there are no heathen who are conscientiously trying 
to keep God's law, they could by the same principle have Christ's 
blood applied to their sins also. 

4. What about other scripture references which seem to teach that 
every last Gentile who has not heard the gospel is lost, regardless 
of what he does? 

a. We will begin our answer by asking two questions: 

(1) Are the persons involved in the reference those that have 
done the very best they could to obey the law of nature? 

(2) If so, then are they spoken of as being lost? 

b. The writer has found no scriptural reference to any person 
who could be counted as lost, who nc er heard the gospel or 
had opportunity to hear and yet lived up to the law of his con- 
science according to Romans 2:14-15. 

c. Find a reference that speaks of a Gentile who never heard of 
Christ or had opportunity to hear and yet was lost in spite of 
his "patience in well doing"— faithful obedience to the law of 
nature (Rom. 2:7, 14-15)— and we will have a case, but not until 
then. 

5. Would not this teaching give hope to all those who, in all sinceri- 
ty, were and are following false doctrines? In other words, if 
conscientiousness is a basis for eternal life in one case, why 
wouldn't it be in all cases? 

Before we answer this question, please understand that it is not 
our desire that anyone should be lost. cf. II Pe. 3:9. It is the truth 
we are interested in, for while we might like to see every conscien- 
tious person saved, we realize that our personal feelings will not be 
the basis of judgment on that great day. Jesus said, "He that re- 
jecteth me, and receiveth not my sayings, hath one that judgeth him: 
the word that I spake, the same shall judge him in the last day." Jn. 
12:48, Rev. 20:12 
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Is conscientiousness in itself a sufficient basis for receiving eternal 
life? Answer: No, in the light of revealed facts. Here are the facts: 

a. The law of nature,- Biblical history and the plain statements 
of Scripture seem to prove that conscientiousness alone is in- 
sufficient. 

( 1 ) The law of nature definitely teaches this fact. 

(a) Suppose that in all sincerity you take some ant poison, 
thinking it to be cough syrup— will your conscien- 
tiousness save you from sickness or possibly death? 

(b) Remember the time you were traveling when you 
unknowingly took the wrong road? Did your sincer- 
ity make the wrong road the right one? 

(2) Biblical history substantiates this fact, 

(a) Saul of Tarsus Was as conscientious as any man could 
be and yet he Was lost. Acts 22:3-4; 23:1; Gal. 1:13; 
I Tim. 1:15 

(b) The Jews of Paul's day were conscientious and yet 
lost. Rom. 10:1-3 

(c) The Gentiles who had neither the law of Moses nor 
the gospel of Christ (Rom. 1-2) were not to be judged 
on the basis of sincerity alone. Rom. 2: 144 J. We will 
discuss more about this in division b. 

(3) Some plain statements of Scripture which seem to bear 
out this fact. 

(a) "Can the blind guide the blind? shall they not both 
fall into a pit? "Lu. 6:39 

(b) "For they that lead this people cause them to err; and 
they that are led of them are destroyed." Isa. 9:16 

(c) "There is a way which seemeth right unto a man; 
But the end thereof are the ways of death." Prov. 
14:12; 16:25 

(4) All known facts seem to prove conclusively that conscien- 
tiousness alone is no guarantee against being eternally lost. 

b. Conscientiousness in relation to the truth is what will count in 
the day of judgment. 

(1) This principle illustrated. 

(a) If you suddenly discover that you are about to take 
a spoonful of ant poison instead of cough syrup, 
what will you do?— go ahead and take it, hoping that 
because you are sincere all will be well? 
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(b) Suppose on your journey across the country you find 
out that you are on the wrong road, what will you 
do?— continue on the wrong way, hoping to arrive 
at your destination regardless? 

(c) When Saul of Tarsus found out that he was persecut- 
ing Jesus Christ, he ceased, and as a result became 
Paul, the apostle. 

(d) The Gentile of Romans 1-2 was to be judged not 
upon conscientiousness alone, but upon his sin- 
cere (though imperfect) obedience to the truth re- 
vealed in nature. This truth was plain enough for all 
to see who would see (Rom. 1:18-20). cf. Mt. 13:14-15 

(e) Only an honest concern for and obedience to the 
truth will bring anyone to his desired destination, 
cf. Jn. 3:36A.R.V.;Jn. 3:5 

(2) Application of this principle and conclusion. (While this 
principle may be applied to many groups of people, we 
will deal only with two of them at this time.) 

(a) When we apply the above principle to those who pro- 
fess to believe the Bible and claim salvation in Christ 
through faith only, apart from baptism (immersion), 
we base our conclusion upon two facts inherent in the 
principle. 

i. The truth is that if the Bible says anything at all, 
it says that faith, repentance, confession and bap- 
tism are conditions upon which salvation is con- 
ferred. 

ii, In their relationship to the truth, they are overlook- 
ing or disregarding it and disobeying it. 

(b) Will such people be saved simply because they are 
conscientious? If so, God has not revealed it to us 
either through nature or revelation. In the light of all 
known facts, we can only say to such people: "Why 
risk your life by taldng this uncertain pathway? Be 
safe and go by the sure highway which God has re- 
vealed in his word." 

(c) It is not within the scope of this book to discuss the 
application of this principle to those who have been 
"baptized into Christ" and yet continue to follow 
false teaching— unscriptural names and practices and 
other denominational tendencies. 
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(d) We are responsible to see that all such people receive 
the truth. Surely, if they are conscientious and we 
give them the proper teaching and example, they will 
turn from false teaching and obey only the truth. 

6. Why do injury to those who never heard by preaching to them 
and thus making them more responsible and liable to condemna- 
tion? 

a. It might be well to refer to what has already been said which 
gives good and altogether sufficient reasons for taking the mes- 
sage to the heathen. 

(1) They are lost in their present state. 

(2) There are such great and precious benefits in the accept- 
ance of the gospel that can be found nowhere else. 

(3) Christ has commanded us to preach "among all the na- 
tions." 

b. If we but think for a moment, we can see that to take the gos- 
pel to them would be to make them responsible to a law that 
is far easier to fulfill than the one under which they live. Thus, 
practically speaking, their responsibility would be lessened 
rather than increased. This of course is true because of the 
assistance given by God through Christ to the person who 
obeys the gospel. 

c. Then, too, the persons who are "continuing steadfastly in well 
doing seeking for glory and honor and incorruption" would 
be the first ones to accept the gospel message; those, among the 
others, who do not accept the gospel are all lost anyway. 

d. This objection is a shallow one from the logical standpoint. 

Questions on the Special Study 

1. Does the failure to accept Christ figure into the lost estate of the Gentiles? 

If not, explain why this is not true.

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A SURPASSING RECONCILIATION

Romans 5:12-19 
INTRODUCTION: 5:12-14 

1. God reconciled the world to himself through Christ. 

2. To reconcile us, God had to overcome the effects of Adam's 
sin. 

a. Sin entered through Adam. 

b. Death entered through his sin. 

c. Death passed to all men, because all sinned. 

3. The reconciliation which we have in Christ supersedes every 
evil effect we suffer in Adam. 

PROPOSITION: Some aspects of man's surpassing reconciliation. 
I. THE POWER OF ADAM'S SIN IS COMPLETELY OVER- 
COME IN CHRIST 5:15 

1. The power of Adam's sin brought the death penalty to all. 

2. Christ has power to reverse the death penalty and to provide 
escape from our own sins. 

II. THE SENTENCE OF ADAM IS ECLIPSED BY THE CON- 
TRASTING GIFT OF CHRIST. 5:16 

1. Adam's sentence came because of one sin, which brought 
condemnation to all men. 

2. Christ's gift brings justification from many sins. 

III. THE REIGN OF DEATH THROUGH ADAM'S SIN IS 
WONDERFULLY OVERTHROWN IN CHRIST. 5:17 

1. Because of the trespass, death reigned through the one man. 

2. Because of the free gift, they that receive it shall themselves 
reign in life through Jesus Christ. 

IV. THE EFFECTS OF ADAM'S SIN ARE CONTRASTED 
WITH THOSE OF CHRIST'S GIFT. 5:18-19 

1. Through the trespass, judgment came upon all men to con- 
demnation. 

2. Through the one act of justification, the free gift came to 
all men, bringing justification and life. 

3. This is explained in the fact of imputed conditions. 

a. The many were made sinners in Adam. 

b. The many were made just in Christ. 
CONCLUSION 
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A SURPASSING RECONCILIATION 

Introduction 

"Therefore, as through one .man sin entered into the world, and 
death through sin; and so death passed unto all men, for that all 
sinned:— for until the law sin was in the world; but sin is not imputed 
when there is no law. Nevertheless death reigned from Adam until 
Moses, even over them that had not sinned after the likeness of 
Adam's transgression, who is a figure of him that was to come. But 
not as the trespass, so also is the free gift. For if by the trespass of 
the one the many died, much more did the grace of God and the 
gift by the grace of the one man, Jesus Christ, abound unto the 
many. And not as through one that sinned, so is the gift; for the 
judgment came of one unto condemnation, but the free gift came 
of many trespasses unto justification. For if, by the trespass of the 
one, death reigned through the one; much more shall they that re- 
ceive the abundance of grace and of the gift of righteousness reign 
in life through the one, even Jesus Christ. So then as through one 
trespass the judgment came unto all men to condemnation; even so 
through one act of righteousness the free gift came unto all men to 
justification of life. For as through the one man's disobedience the 
many were made sinners, even so through the obedience of the one 
shall the many be made righteous." Romans 5:12-19 

1. In Christ Jesus God was reconciling the world unto himself. 
Mankind had made itself an enemy to God because it had rejected 
its creator. But God "reconciled us to himself through Christ," 1 and 
"we can rejoice in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, through 
whom we have now received the reconciliation." 2 

2. One of the deepest gulfs that God had to span to reconcile us 
to himself was the gulf created by the violation of Adam. 

a. Through this one man Adam, sin entered into the world. Sin 
is any violation of God's law, and, of course, it makes a man a 
criminal in the sight of God. Adam's eating the forbidden fruit 
brought this terrible fact of sin, and all its penalties, into the world. 

b. Death entered through that sin. With Adam's disobedience 
came its penalty, the death of the body of man. The question will 
inevitably come up, "Was not the death that came upon Adam (and 
through sin, upon us) SPIRITUAL death?" Our reply is that while 
Adam's sin certainly had spiritual effects upon him, the only death 
spoken of for him in the Scriptures is physical death. He lived 930 
years "and he died." 8 And if it be objected that it had to be spiritual

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death because God said he would die "in the day that thou eatest 
thereof." 1 Let us remember that although he may have been dead 
that day in trespasses and sin, God's grace later allowed that these 
sins be covered by sacrifices. As for his physical death, the Scrip- 
tures plainly tell that he did not die that very day, but that God in his 
grace allowed him to live to bring into being "the seed of the wom- 
an" 2 by which they would all be redeemed from the curse of death, 
"the seed" of course referring to Christ. Furthermore, Paul's words in 
verse 14 about "death reigning from Adam to Moses" 3 most certain- 
ly refer to physical death. Also, other passages will show us that the 
death that came into the world through Adam's sin must surely be 
only physical death. 

c. This death passed to all men, because all sinned in Adam. This 
must be the meaning of the statement, "so death passed to all men, 
for that all sinned." 4 Adam is our progenitor; he is the head of the 
human race, and by God's decree we as children of Adam all suffer 
the effects of his sin with him. That is the reason why we die. Of 
course, our own sins would bring death to us, but Adam's sin is THE 
cause of physical death to mankind. If this be doubted, that we 
all die because all sinned in Adam, let us remember the period of 
time from Adam until Moses. There was sin in the world during 
that time. The Sodomites all died because of their iniquity. But 
what about their infants who died? They did not share the penalty of 
death because of the guilt of their wicked parents. There was no law 
that would transfer the penalty of parents' guilt to the children. 5 But 
many of these surely died. The only explanation is that physical 
death spread to them, as to us, because they all were in Adam. Death 
had full sway during that period, reigning like a king over small and 
great. None of these person's sins affected their posterity, as did 
Adam's, but all died, showing that death spread to all in Adam. If 
one finds this hard to understand, let him remember that the Scrip- 
tures say that the Levitical priesthood paid tithes to Melchizidek, 
whom they had never seen, because Abraham, their distant ancestor,

tainly there was law at that time, and with a death penalty attached for 
certain sins. cf. Gen. 9:6. But there was no law that would trarfsmit such 
penalty to offspring, as did Adam's. When we come to the time of Moses, 
there MAY be such a law and penalty, cf. Ex. 34:7; 20:5; Dt. 5:9. 
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so did. "And so to say, through Abraham, even Levi who receiv- 
eth tithes, hath paid tithes; for he was yet in the loins of his father 
(Abraham) when Melchizidek met him." 1 In the same way, we par- 
ticipate in the effects of Adam's sin, because we were in him, as sure- 
ly as the sons of Levi participated in the effects of Abraham's act. 

3. God looked down upon us, and saw us doomed to die physi- 
cally, because all are in Adam whose sin affected those after him, and 
all doomed to die spiritually because all will sin. God saw that to save 
us he must supply one who would affect those after him, as Adam 
affected those after him, but who would affect them for good, not 
evil, and who would do it in such a way as to overcome every evil 
thing we suffer in Adam. MY PROPOSITION is that the reconcilia- 
tion which we have, in Christ supersedes every evil effect we suffer 
because of Adam's sin. I submit Paul's demonstration of this proposi- 
tion to you: 

I. The Power of Adam's Sin Is Overcome in Christ. 

Paul observed that Adam was a type of Christ because his act had 
effects upon those who followed him. But he had scarcely expressed 
this thought when the contrasts between the two struck him as being 
the more prominent. And so he says immediately, "but not as 
the trespass, so also is the free gift." 2 The power of the two is vastly 
different, both in their aim and their degree. We notice the power 
of the act of each one. 

1. Note the power of Adam's trespass upon us. Because of that 
one violation, the many died. By "many" Paul evidently means 
"everyone," and it is in this sense he uses the term all through his ar- 
gument of the surpassing reconciliation which we have in Christ. The 
power of Adam's sin was to bring death to everyone, beginning with 
himself, to his own children, and down to our very selves. 

2. Be the power of Adam's sin so great, a comparison with the 
gratuitous gift of Christ makes it seem weak. For because of the free 
gift of Christ, the Holy Spirit, through Paul, says, "Much more did 
the grace of God, and gift by the grace of the one man Jesus Christ 
abound unto the many." 3 

Goifo favor because of Christ's death abounded first of all to re- 
deem us all from the grave. "For as in Adam all die, so also in Christ 
shall all be made alive." 4 But what would it profit us to be raised 
from the death we suffer in Adam, ready only to face God as crim- 
inals sentence to death for our own sins? This makes it necessary

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for the gift of Christ, to be sufficient, to do more than redeem us 
from the grave. 

God not only graciously provides in Christ the reversal of the 
effect of Adam's sin, but also makes a way in him to wash away 
our own sins. Thus it becomes MUCH MORE powerful than 
Adam's sin. To summarize, Adam's sin has power to bring death to 
all. Christ's gift has power to reverse the death we suffer in Adam, 
and "much more" to provide the escape from the penalty of our own 
sins. Truly the power of Adam's sin is much more than overcome 
in Christ. 

II. The Sentence of Adam Is Eclipsed by 
the Contrasting Gift of Christ. 

The Scripture says, "And not as through one that sinned so is the 
gift." 1 This passage makes very little complete sense in itself, with- 
out understanding it in the light of its explanation which says, "for 
the judgment (or sentence) came of one (sin) unto condemnation.'" 
Therefore we believe that it is Paul's exact thought to say, "The 
sentence pronounced upon the one that sinned is not like the (out- 
come of the) gift." The sentence or the judgment of Adam is 
eclipsed by the entirely different gift of Christ. 

1. The sentence through Adam was pronounced because of one 
sin unto condemnation. One act condemned all to die. Not that we 
are guilty with Adam of that sin, but our relationship with him 
causes us to suffer his fate. A foolish helmsman on a boat may be 
the cause of the sinking of a ship during a storm. Just as he may 
perish in the sea for his folly, so will the passengers, though they 
are innocent, So we, being as it were "in the same boat with Adam," 
he being the progenitor of the race, suffer the sentence or judgment 
of death with him. 

2. But lo! Take a glance at what happens through the gracious 
gift of Christ. Whereas Adam's one sin brought condemnation to 
many, Christ's act takes people, bearing the sentence of Adam's sin, 
and brings them to justification. In God's sight people who are in 
Christ are "not guilty." We saw that Christ's gift had power to 
reverse the death which passed to all in Adam's sin, and further- 
more, it had power to do "much more." Now we can see even 
more plainly than previously what that "much more" is. It is that 
power to take us, with the sentence of Adam's sin upon us, and many 
of our own sins, and make us just in God's sight.

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Some will probably have noticed that the power of Adam's sin 
and the sentence that came through him amount to one and the same 
thing, physical death to the whole human race. But the value of con- 
sidering these various aspects of the disobedience is found in the 
fact that each view of it gives new light upon the surpassing qualities 
in Christ's work of reconciliation, 

III, The Resulting Reign Through Adam's Sin 
Is Wonderfully Overthrown in Christ. 1 

A still more striking contrast between the free gift of Christ and 
the trespass of Adam may be seen in the resulting reigns which 
came through the two acts. 

1, Because of the trespass of the one man, DEATH reigned 
through that one man. In his action death found a channel through 
which to exercise its dominion. We have suggested this thought 
previously, and now it is stated plainly, 

2, However, because of the free gift of Christ, they that receive 
the abundance of grace and the abundance of the gift of justification 
shall themselves "much more reign in life through the one, Jesus 
Christ." 2 Notice that through Christ WE shall reign, not death. 
Death's dominion over us is wonderfully overthrown in Christ. Not 
that we do not die, but death has no power to hold us, and, if we 
receive the abundance of the gift of justification, WE shall reign in 
life, when once we be resurrected, and redeemed once for all from 
death's kingship. Death is overthrown, and we are no longer of them 
"who through fear of death were all their lifetime subject to bond- 
age." 3 

IV. The Effects of Adam's Sin Are Contrasted 
with Those of Christ's Gift. 

Paul began his comparison of Adam's sin with the reconciliation 
which we have in Christ in verse twelve. In entering into the dis- 
cussion of Adam's sin, however, his main thought was interrupted, 
and not really picked up again till verse eighteen. If we connect verse 
twelve with the last half of verse eighteen we get the main thought 
of this entire Scripture. "As through one man sin entered into the 
world and death through sin," "even so through one act of righteous- 
ness the free gift came unto all men to justification to life." 4 Verse

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eighteen not only completes the argument, but it sums up all the 
contrasts that have been presented about the power, the sentence, 
and the resulting reign through Adam's sin, and tells HOW these 
came about. 

1. Through one trespass, Adam's act of eating the forbidden fruit, 
"judgment came upon all men to condemnation" 1 of death. This 
summarizes all that has been said about the power, sentence and 
reign through Adam. 

2. However, just as judgment came upon all men through Adam's 
act, even so "through one act of justification the free gift (of Christ) 
came unto all men to justification to life." 2 Incidentally, this verse 
proves positively that the death which the human race suffers in 
Adam is ONLY physical death, because it is stated unequivocally 
that as surely as Adam's sin condemns everyone, so does Christ's act 
save everyone from that condemnation. Of course, we know that 
no unbeliever will be saved, and so this passage must be understood 
to say that Christ justifies everyone to physical life, and not to spir- 
itual or eternal life. 

3. But how does it work out that a single act on the part of both 
Adam and Christ completely affects all men, one for bad and the 
other for good? It was by God's appointment that it is so. In the 
case of the former decision, God was eminently just, and in the case 
of the latter, unbelievably gracious, 

a. No man sinned personally in Adam. How could anyone have 
done so? But the Scriptures say that through the one man's diso- 
bedience the many, meaning ALL, as in verse eighteen, were MADE 
sinners. You cannot MAKE a sinner out of a person when he is one 
already. So it was that in Adam, we, not having sinned personally, 
were made or constituted sinners by God's appointment, and were 
imputed the sentence of his disobedience. THUS we were made 
sinners, in suffering the effect of his act with him. Any other inter- 
pretation makes verse eighteen pronounce universal and uncondi- 
tional salvation, which the word emphatically denies. 

b. But God, the just and the justiner, also imputes a righteousness 
or justification to us, which will enable every man to stand alive 
before the presence of God in the last day. For "through the obedi- 
ence of the one shall the many be made righteous," 3 that is, justified 
from the eternal power of Adam's penalty. Then shall those who 
have received the Lord Jesus find themselves eternally alive; and 
free from all sin, and not merely raised to suffer eternal punishment, 
the second death, for their own sins.

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Conclusion 
The power, and the sentence, and the resulting reign because of 
Adam's act are changed, through Christ, from facts bringing ever- 
lasting doom to us. If we receive the abundance of God's grace, and 
the abundance of Christ's gift of justification we have no need to 
fear the fleshly state we are in; for as surely as death may have 
reigned over us, we shall reign in life through Jesus Christ. It is no 
far away theological vagary. This is life itself. And thanks be to 
God for the unspeakable gift! 
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
